ted all thatreſiſted her : Notwithſtanding he had many-con- 
tentions. with the ſaid Empreſs, unto whom he was at laſt re- 
conciled. .' And although he is charged with the burning of 
moſt part of Wincheſter , and the Religious Houſes, with'the 
Ruins of which he enriched himſelf ; yet to ballance that with 
| his good Deeds, we muſt. alſo remember , that he founded 
the Hoſpital of St. Croſs near Wincheſter , and built the Caſtle 
of Farnham. He contended (often with the Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury for Superiority, undet colour that he was the Po 
Legate a Latere, and'( as ſome write) a Cardinal.

- Aﬀter ſome fruitleſs Propoſals in order to an Agreement 
whether by connivance of their Keepers, but more probably by 
conſent, both King Stephen, and Earl Robert, got to beat Liberty, 
and the Empreſs not long after is beſieged by the King in Oxford;

"He began His Reign with ſingular Prudence, making choice 
of the wiſeſt men He could get for Counſellors, He expelled 
thoſe ſtrangers brought in by King Stephen, and demoliſhed the 
Caſtles, the Nobility had built by His allowance (often proving 
Nurſeries of Rebellion) and the Crown-Lands alienated by that 
King, He reaſſumed, judging it ſafer to offend a few, then diſob-

| twentieth year of His Reign) He divided His whole Realm into 
fix ſeveral Circuits , appointing in every Circuit Three Judges, 
who twice a year rode together to adminiſter Juſtice ; and ro hear, 
and determine cauſes berwixt party and party.

It King Henry had hitherto managed his affairs with much 
Wiidom and Prudence , he now ſhews as much weakneſs and 
infirmity, in cauſing his ſon Henry to be made Copartner with him 
in the Kingdom, and to be twice Crowned ; the * firſt time by * Reber? 
Roger Archbiſhop of York, and a ſecond time with Margaret his cefer,y. 
Wife, by the deſire of her Father King Lewis, in che City of *?7 * 
Wincheſter, by Rotrock of Warwick, Archbiſhop of Roan, where 
the Father delcended fo low, as to ſerve as a Sewer at the Table 
of his ambitious ſon, and made the Barons (wear him Allegiance ; 
which aG& proceeded partly from Indulgence to him, but more 
(it is believed) to enſure his Succeſſion to the Crown, finding by 
experience , that Oaths for Succeſſion are often evaded , bur 
Oaths tor preſent. Allegiance, ſeldom are eluded. And now 
Henry the young King is blamed by his Father-in-Law , for that 
having entred upon the Government, and being Crowned, he 
would yet permit his Father to rival him in the Kingdom, and con- 
cent himſelf with being a Titular King onely , which eafily en- 
flamed the youth with unjuſt deſires: So that breaking out into 
open hate, many quarrels aroſe betwixt the two Henries, which 
were at length defided by ſharp and. bloody Wars : In all which, 
moſt unnaturally his ſons, and moſt undutifully, Robert Earl of 
Leiceſter, and Hugh Earl of Che$ter, together with William , then 
King of Scots, taking part with the King of France, were con- 
tinually overcome by King Henry, forced to an Agreement, and 
all their Complices upon ſubmiſſion pardoned. 

Long was the contention betwixt King Henry and Thomas Becket 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, which though no equal match, yer it 
1s hard to diſtinguiſh which had the Victory : The difference was, 
the King would have it ordained, that MalefaGtors of the Clergy 
ſhould be tryed before the Secular Mayiſtrate, as Lay-men were. 

This Becket oppoſed, urging it to be againſt the Liberty of the 
Church, and therefore againſt Gods honor, many Biſhops ſided 
with the King,ſome few with the Archbiſhop ; at laſt Becket figns the 
Ordinance, yet with a Sal yo ordine ſuo, which not being ſatisfaCtory 
to the King, he then ſigns abſolute, without reſervation, but im- 
mediately recants, and hath his Temporalities ſeiſed on; upon 
which he flies the Realm, and his Kinred are baniſhed. Becket in this 
milery continued Seven years, till by the Popes threatnings of Ex- 
communication,or by the Mediation of the King of France, he was 
' reſtored to his Archbiſhoprick, who ſtill contir.uing his Pride, and 
nterdicting thoſe Biſhops that had offended him, ſo much incepſed 
| | King

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Cup. i. King Henry, thatit forced ſome raſh expreſſions from him ; which Hetry 11. 
| being noted by four Knights there preſent, viz. Reytold Fitz 
Urſe, Hugh Morwile, Thomas Tracy, and Richard Britton, who 
thinking they ſhould do an. acceptable ſervice to the King, by 
ridding him out of the way, came ſhortly afterwards for England, 
and murthered the Archbiſhop in his own Cathedral, upon the 
Thirtieth day of December, An. 1172. Which aſſaſſinates being 
ever afterwards abhorred of the King, died miſerably ; and the 
King himſelf being accuſed of his death by the Pope, purgeth 
himſelf by Oath ; but yet is forced todo penance, and afterwards 
to Foot it three miles on his bloody bare Feet, to viſit the Shrine 
ef this Ulnculy-Saint ; and further, ſuffered himſelf to be beaten 
with Rods by every Monk in the Cloyſter. By which he is ſaid to 
have appeaſcd Beckets ghoſt (ſay ſome Authors) and to become 
vitorious, not onely in his Wars in Ergland and France, but alſo 
tmmediately thereupon made his Conqueſt of Ireland, begin by 
Rebert Fitz-Stephen and Maurice Fitz-Gerald, proſecuted by R:- 
chard Strongbow Earl of Striguile, of the Family of Clare, in 
behalf of Dermot (Son of Mac Margh, King of Lemfter) whoſe 
Daughter Ewa, Strongbow took to Wife , and was adopted his 
Heir ; whom they made promiſe, to eſtabliſh in his almoſt loſt 
Kingdom againſt Roderick King of Connaught, defigning the Uni- 
verſal Monarchy of Ireland. To Strongbows viQorious progreſs, 
King Henry puts a ſtop ; and leaſt he ſhould have the glory of a 
total reduion of that Kingdom, fails thither with a mighty Army, 
ce.

came home, and was upon the Third day of September, in the xgem 
year 3189. Anointed and Crowned at Weſtminſter, by Baldwin #59*4n: 


Archbiſhop of Canterbury ; the manner of which Coronation 
was as followeth. | 
Firſt, The Archbiſhops of Canterbury, Roan, Triers, and 
Dublin, with all the other Biſhops, &9vc. apparrelled in rich Copes, 
and having the Croſs, Holy Water and Cenſfers carried before 
them; came to fetch the King at the door of His Privy Chamber ; 
and there receiving Him, they led Him to. the Church of Weſt- 
minſter, tifl they came before the High Altar, with a ſolemn Pro- 
ceſſion. Jn the middle of the Biſhops. and Clergy, went Four 
Barons bearing Candleſticks with Tapers ; after whom came 
Geofry de Lucy bearing the Cap.of Maintenance, and Fohn Mar- 
ſhall next to him, bearing a Maſlive Pair of Spurs of Gold ; then 
followed William Marſhall Earl of Pembroke, who bare the Royal 
Scepter, in the top whereof, was ſer a Croſs of Gold ; and Willian: 
Fitz- Patrick Earl of Salisbury, going next him, bare the Warder 
or Rod, having on the top thereof a Dove : Then came three 
other Earls, viz. David, Brother to the King of Scots, Earl of 
Huntington, fobn Earl of Mortaign the Kings Brother, and Robert 
'Earl of Leiceſter, each of them bearing a Sword upright in his 
hand, with the Scabbards richly adorned with Gold ; the Earl of 
Mortaign went in the midſt betwixt the other two. After them fol- 
lowed fix Earls and Barons bearing a Checker Table, upon which 
the Regalia were placed ; and then followed William de Mandewile 
Earl of Albemarle, bearing a Crown of Gold before the King,who 
followed, having the Biſhop of Durham on His right hand, and 
Reynold Biſhop of Bath on His left ; over whom a Canopy was 
borne ; and in this order He came into the Church at Weſtminſter, 
where before the High Altar, in the preſence of the Clergy and 
the People, laying His hand upon the Holy Evangeliſts, and the 
Relicks of certain Saints, He took His Solemn Oath ; which done, 
He put off all His Garments from His middle upwards, but onely 
His Shirt, which was open on the Shoulders, that He might be 
Anointed; then the Archbiſhop of Canterbury Anointed Him in 
three places, on the Head, on the Shoulder, and on the right Arm, 
with Prayers in ſuch caſe accuſtomed. After this He covered His 
Head with a Linnen Cloath hallowed, and ſet His Cap thereon; 
and then after He had put on His Royal Garments,and His upper-

—— which He ſhould beat down the Enemies of the Church ; which 
done, two Earls put His Shooes upon His Feet, and baving His 
Mantle put on Him, the Archbiſhop forbad Him on the behalf of 
Almighty Gad, not to preſume to take upon Him this Dignity, 

. except He fairhfully meant to do thole things He had ſworn to 
erform; whercunto the King made anſwer, That by Gods Grace 
He would perform them. Then the King took the Crown. be- 
fide the Altar, and delivered it to the Archbiſhop, which he ſet 
upon the Kings Head, delivering Him the Scepter to hold in His 
Right Hand, and the Rod: Royal in His Left Hand. And thus 
being Crowned, He was brought back by the Biſhops and Barons, 
with the Croſs and Candleſticks, and Three Swords, paſling forth 
before Him to His Seat. When the Biſhop that ſung the Maſls 
came to the Offertory, the two Biſhops that brought Him to the 
Church, led Him to the Altar, and brought him back again z the 
Maſs ended, He was brought with ſolemn Proceſtion into His 
Chamber. And this was the Form of the Kings Coronation , 
which ſolemnity was hancelled with the Blood of many Jews, 
(though utterly againſt the Kings will who pred] ing into the Ab- 
bey to ſee His Coronation , were in a tumulr turiouſly mur- 
thered. 

No ſooner was He Crowned, but (by the ipſtigation of the 
Pope) He was engaged with Philip King of France, Leopold Duke 
of Au$tria,and many other Chriſtian Princes in the famous Croſuade 
for the winning of Jeruſalem, at that time poſſeſſed by the Souldarn 
Saladine ; therefore for the railing of Money for this intended 
Pilgrimage, He rather choſe to furniſh Himſelf out of Flis own 
Eſtate, then to burthen His People; which He did by ſelling Pri: 
viledges, Demeans, Immunities, and Cities ; among which, He 
{old Berwick Caſtle and Roxborrow, to the King of Scots for Ten 
thouſand Pounds ; and the Earldom of Northumberland, to Hugh 
Pudſey Biſhop of Durham, for much Money, (at whoſe Creation 
King Richard told the Randers by; That be was a good Crafiſman, 
that bad made a new Earl of an old Biſhop) and allo did proteſt, 
That for the performing of ſo juft and honorable a Service, He was not 
anwilling to ſell His City of London its ſelf (it any there were able 
to purchaſe it) rather then to be chargeable to others. 

As for Men and Soldiers, the Clergy. that undertook the 
cauſe, had ſtirred up innumerable; but the one] y main danger of 
the State, was His Brother John, whoſe aſpiring minde he-endea- 
vored to moderate by making it appear, how much the bounty of 
2 Brother did exceed the hardneſs of a Father ; for he conferred 
on him the-Earldoms of Cornwal, Lancaſter, and Dorſet ; and by. 
the Marriage with Jſabell, one of the Daughters and Heirs of W:/- 
liam Conſul of Glocefter, he had that Earldom allo ; many other 
peeces likewiſe he enjoyed, in all amounting to Four thouſand 
Marks yearly : But having made him thus powerful], Kzicbard yer

And now having prepared an Army of Thirty thouſand Foot, cbrori-: 
and Five thouſand Horſe, and appointed to meet Philip King of $:eghani 
France in Sicily ; at the end of June, An.1 190. ſers forward him- (519% 5 
ſelf by Land to Marſeilles, and there ſtays the coming about of 
his Ships ; but this Navy being driven by Tempeſt to other parts, 
the King that brooked not delay , ſhipped himſelf and his Army, 
and paſſed forward to Meſſena in Sicily, where allo arrived Lewis 
King of France, and not long after his own Fleet. Here Richard 
affronted by the Meſſznians, aſlaults their Ciry, and Tancred King 
of Sicily that detained the Dower of Richards Siſter Joan, Wid- 
ow of William King of Sicily his Predeceſſor, was by him forced 
topayit, and alſo to promiſe tomarry his Daughter to King Kz- 
chards Nephew, Arthur Earl of Little Brittain, and to give a good 
part of the Portion in hand.

Ptolemars, beſieged by the Chriſtians, and defended by Saladine, 
who fearing the increaſe of the Chriſtian Army, propounds con- 
ditions , which being accepted , it is delivered in AnguSt, Ar. 
. £192, 

And here fell out an accident, which though it was an Honor 
to King Richard, yer proved afterwards both troubleſome and 
chargable: For Leopold Duke of Auftria, having firſt ſer up his 
Colours upon the Wall of Ptolemais, King Richard cauſed them 

, tobepulleddown, and his own to be ſet up in their place ; which 
drew upon him Leopolds hatred, and King Lewss his valiant Ads, 
being darkned by thoſe more valiant Actions of King Richard, 
under pretence that the Air agreed not with his Conſticution, with- 
drew himfelt by conſent, and returned home. So that Souldan 
Saladine who had diſmantled all the adjacent Fortreſſes, and was 
upon the point of ſurrendring Jeruſalem its ſelf ; when he ſaw the 

i King of France was departed, not doubting but the reſt would 
ſoon follow, grew more confident then before. 

At this time Guy of Luſygnan was poſlefſed of the City of 
Tyre, and with it of the right of the City of Fernuſalem, with 
whom King Richard makes an exchange for the Kingdom of Ci- 
pris, and then prepares for the ſacking of Fernſalem,. and had 
certainly taken it ; but that by ill counſel, and the backwardneſs 
of Odo Duke of Burgundy, General of the French Forces, who 
envied that King Richard ſhould have the, Honor of fo great'a 
priſe ; he was diverted, until that Saladines Army being encouraged - 
with the diviſion of the Commanders, and the continual decay 
of the Chriſtian Army, concludes a Peace with Richard, upon 
terms not very honorable for the Chriſtians ; which King Richard 
was forced to do, to defend his Eſtate at home, embroiled by the 
pride of Longchampe Biſhop of Ely, and his Brothier Fohr, and his 
Dutchy of Normandy, invaded by Philip King of France, contrary 
to his oath. |

the Duke of Auſtria falling from his Horſe in a Tourment, brake 

his Leg, and was forced to fave his life by turning Cripple. King 
Richard being releaſed on theſe hard terms, returns for England 

Four years elder then he went out ; and thus ended his journey to 

the Holy Land. 

Being come home, hethanks his Lords and People for their 
fidelity to him in bis abſence, and their great love to him (ap- 
pearing by the value of their Supply tor his Ranſom, and the dif- 
ficulties they underwent to procure it) and, then according to his 
vow at the Shrine of $. Edmond he offers up the rich Standard of 
Curſer King of Ciprus , which he took among the ſpoils of the 
Griffons. Camp ; but for his Brother Fobz, both Ingrateful and 
Ambitious, he deprives him of all thoſe Poſſeflions he had before 
given him ; and now upon the Seventeenth day of April, An.

The Scots being excluded 1n this Peace , ſend their lamentable 
Complaint to Pope Boniface of the King of Englands Ularpation 
upon them, but have no redreſs : for, in a Parliament at Lincolze 
(upon a Confirmation of their Charters) a Fifteenth is granted , 
with which King Edward makes a Fourth Expedition and a Fourth 
Conqueſt of Scotland, after which He removes His Exchequer 
from Tork, Feaſts His Nobility at Lincolne ; And being received 
with great Solemnity at Londoz , there He renders Thanks to God 
and St. Edward for His Victory. Then he began to ſhew his Re- 
ſentment of the Stubborneſs of his Nobility in times paſt, and ſo 
rerrifies them, that the Lord Marſhal] makes him heir of all his 
Lands, though he had a Brother living. Hereford eſcapes by death, 
the reſt redeeme themſelves with great Sums : the Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury is ſent over to Pope Clement ( who ſucceeded Boniface ) 
to be cruſht by him , who being a Native of Burdeaux, and has 
ving received agreat preſent from the King, gratifies his defire in 
this, and aKoablo]ves him from all his Covenants made to his Sub-' 
Jeas in the three laſt Parliaments. ' But all this was quaſhed by 
the appearing of a new King in Scotland, Robert Bruce Earl of Car- 
rickt, Son to the Competitor with Baliol, who eſcaping out of Exg- 
land where he was a Pentioner, becomes the head of that diſtract- 
ed People, and is Crowned their King, of which advice being gi- 
yen to King Edward, by Fohn Comin, Bruce his Coſin German, a 
titler alſo himſelf, he is violently purſued by Bruce , and by him 
Murthered in Durfrayes Church. 

The King vowes to revenge Comyns death, and himſelf upon the 
perjured Scots, adjuring his Son and the Nobility, ifhe dyed in the 
attempt, to carry his Corps about Scotland, and not to bury it, till 
the Ulurper and Country were ſubdu'd. Aimer de Valence Earl of 
Pembroke, the Lords Clifford and Percy are ſent with a ſtrong power 
to relieve his Wardens of Scotland, retired fince this revolt into 
Barwick,, whilſt him(elf prepares to follow, 3oo young Gentle- 
men, the Sons of Earles and Barons, at the Feaſt of Pentecoſt, re- 
ceive with great Solemnity the honour of Knighthood from the 
Prince at Weſtminſter, and preſently after with a great Army, and 
theſe honourable Attendants he ſets forward, but before he arrives

- His Body was with Funeral Solemnity (at thac 
time a thing unaccuſtomed) condutted by men of all degrees 
in a triumphal Chariot , his ſons accompanying it, and depo- 
ſited in the Abbey of Battelin Portugal; leaving by Philipe his 
Queen a numerous Iſſue; of which, the eldeſt fon living, was 
Edward, ſo named from his great Grandfather King Edw. I TI. 
This Edward ſucceeded his Father in the Kingdom of Portugal, 
and died Anno 1438. leaving Iflue twoſons, Alphonſo,and Ferdi- 
nand Duke of Viſco; Alphonſo was King after his Father Ed- 
ward, by the name of Alphonſo V. and deceafing in the year

The Kings dil- 
ſolute and uneafie Government; and on the contrary, the Dukes 
acceptableneſsto the people, in whoſe hearts he had already reign- 
ed, having won them by a generous and obliging carriage, and al- 
wayes allerted their Priviledges, that their election would better 
paſs for a Title to the Crown, than his feigned deſcent from the el- 
deſt ſon of King Henry III. which had been formerly infinuated 
by the Duke of Lancaſter his Father, and which to all Hiſtorians 
and Men of Judgment, appeared ridiculous. 

By what conduct and re{oJution theſe advantages were put in 
practice we find in the cloſe of King Richard's Reign, that Prince 
being not only forced with much eaſe to part from a Crown, which 
he had worn with great violence , bur is allo ſeemingly made 
to become an earneſt Suitor to Henry of Lancaſter tor the accep- 
rance thereof, making a formal reſignation of his Kingdom, and 
confirming it, by putting his Signet upon the Dukes Finger ; who 
by an unanimous conſent of the Lords and Commons (Thomas 
Merkes, the Religious, Learned, and Reſolute Biſhop of Carliſle 
excepted) was choſen King : and a Sermon vpon this Texr, Vir 
dominabitur in populo, Preached by the Archbiſhop of Canter- 

ary. Having the Crown of England {et upon his head with all 
Magnificence, at Weſtminſter, by Thomas Arundel the ſaid Arch- 
biſhop, his exiled Companion,upon the 1 3th of October, An. x 399. 
(on which day the year before, he had been baniſhed ) ha- 
ving in the Tower the day before his Coronation, made Forty 


ſix Knights of the Bath, four whereof were his ſons, Henry, Tho- 


#145, Fobn, and Humfrey ; the eldeſt of which, Henry, was created 
Prince of Wales, Duke of Cornwal, and Earl of Cheſter, and ſoon 
after, alſo Duke of Aquitaine ; and the Crown by Parliament in- 
tailed on Kipg Henry, and the Heirs of his Body lawfully begotten.

bed with the Motto UN Temperance. On the Corniſh are placed 
ſeveral Eſcocheons of Arms of the Nobility of that Age.

Mound and Croſs in his left; in three Niches over his headare placed the Trinity and our Lady. On cach fide the 
Throne in ſeveral Niches the Statues of King Edward the Confeſſor, and King Arthur , whoſe Arms are there re- 
preſented : The Banner of France and England quarterly, and the Banner of England alone, Without theſe ſtand 
the Symbols of the fonr Evangeliſts, St Mathew, St Mark, St Luke, and” St Fobn; viz. the Angel, the winged Lyon, 
tbe flying Oxec, andthe Eagle. * And at the foot of the Throne (on three pannels) are the Arms of his Principality 
of Wales, Dukedom of Cornwal, and Earldom of Cheſter,

by the Dukes of Barr and Alenzon,Earls of Newers, Blaumont, S4- 
lines, Grandpre, and Rouſſe. The Rear-guard by the Duke of 
Brabant , Earls of Marle, Forquenberge, and Monſieur de Lor- 
ney. The right Wing had for Commander Arthur Earl of Rich- 
#10nd, and the Leir, Lewis de Bourbon Earl of Vendoſme. 

In the mean time, King Henry having made choice of a ground 
halt fenced on his back with the Village wherein he had reſted the 
mg ht before, having on both fides ſtrong hedges and ditches, be- 
gan there to order his Battel, bur firſt appointed an Ambuſh of 
200 Bowmen, who, upon the ſign given, ſhould diſcharge their 
whole flightupon the flank of the Enemies Horle; thele were com- 
manded by Sir Thomas Erpingham. The Kings Van-guard con- 
ſiſting alſo of Archers, was led by Edward Dake of Tork, aflifted 
by the "Lords Beaumont, Willoughby, and Fanbop ; the main Bat- 
tel headed by the King himſelf (was compoſed of Billmen and 
ſome Bowmen) accompanied by his Brother Humphrey Duke of 


Glocefier, the Earls Marſhal, Oxford, and Suffolk; and the Rear» 


ward, conſiſting of diverfity of Weapons, was commanded by 
Thomas Earl of Dorſet the Kings Uncle ; the Horſemen, as wings, 
guarding the Foot on both fides. To prevent the fury of the 
French Cavalry, the King had appointed ſtakes of fix foot long 
ſharpned at both ends, to be pitched behind the Archers, and Py: 
oneers to attend their removal according to direQion. Things 
thus ordered, and publick Prayers performed, the onſet was im- + 
mediately given by the French Horſemen, upon whom Erping- 
bam gave his Bowmen the Sign to let fly their Arrows, which ta- 
king place upon the flank of the French Horſe, ſo gauled them, 
that their Van-guard was inſtantly diſtreſt, and diſordered in ſuch 
a confuled preſs, that they were nat able to uſe their Arms to 


| any advantage. Their Wings likewiſe efſayed to charge the Eng- 


ſv, bur Monſieur de Lignie in the one (not well ſeconded by

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broken, fled to the Body, where they-brought both 'terrour and 
confuſion by the unrulineſs of their gauled Horſes, when a Bod 
of the French Horſe,exquifitely appointed, intended to have broke 
through the Engliſh Archers; but they retreating behind theic 
ſharpned Stakes, the French advanced upon the ſpur , and by 
Troops falling upon them, were miſerably overthrown and paun- 
ched to death. 

The Evgliſh Arrows and Bills. were mortally employed,and vied 
this day for execution ; againſt whom, the Duke of Brabant , 
hoping by his example, to encourage others (followed by a few ) 


| faced about,and having broken into the Engliſh Body ,couragiouſly 


fighting, was there ſlain. 

With the like Manhood, Fohn Duke of Alenzon, forced his 
paſſage into the Kings Battallion, and with his Axe, cut off part of 
his Crown ; with which ſtroke, his Caſque was battered to his 
brow ; but enraged Henry redoubling his ſtrength, threw him to 
the ground ; (flew two of his Seconds) but would have ſaved 
his life, had the ViRory been at that time out of diſpute. 

With Alenzon's fall the main Battel of the French firſt gave 
ground, then turn'd their backs, and laſtly,threw away their Arms, 
and fled. But then ſome Troops that firſt ran away,led on by Ro- 
binet of Bonwil, and che Captain of Azincourt, intending to wipe 
away the ſtain of running away from Soldiers, by fighting with 
Boyes, (et upon the Pages and Landrefles in the Camp ; who gave 
ſuch a lamentable ſhreek, that King Henry verily believing ſome 
freſh Forces had been come, cauſed all the Arrows that were ſtick- 
ing in the Field to be gathered, and the Stakes to be plucked up, 
and made ready for - ry Encounter ; among which,the Duke 
of Tork's Body was found miſerably hacked and defaced; the 
ſight whereof, together with the danger of a ſecond charge, cau- 
ſed the King to command the Priſoners ſhould be ſlain, except 
ſome principal Men, which were ſecured by being bound back 
to back... 

With what moderation and devotion King Henry managed this 
great Victory all Hiſtories are full. The next dayafter the Batrel 
he cauſed the 113 Pſalm to be ſung by his whole Army, com- 
mandiog all the Foot, at the Verſe; Non nobis Domine, non nobis, 
Jed nomini tuo da Gloriam, to fall on their knees, and thoſe on 
horſeback, to make a reverend bow. 

The ſame day, the Heralds appointed to make ſearch, made re- 
turn, that there was ſlain of the French above 10000, whereof 
126 were of the Nobility bearing Banners; of Knights and Gen- 
tlemen of 'Coat-Armour, 7874, and of common Soldiers about 
1600. Of the Nobility there died that day Charles d' Albret Con- 
ſtable;and Faques de Chaftillon Admiral of France, &c. the Dukes 
of Alenzon, Brabant, and Barr; the Earls of Newers, Marle, Vau- 
demont , Beaumont, Grandpre , &c., The Priſoners taken were

Earl of Warwick, recovering the Crown, Faſper was again re- 
ſtored to be Earl of Pembroke in the year 14703; but be- 
10g taken Priſoner at Burnet Field, in April following, Ar 1 471. 
he loſt this Earldom the ſecond time ; which being ſurrendred 
by the ſecond William Lord Herbert to King Edward I V. he 
gave it to Prince Edward his ſon, who enjoyed it during his 
lite. 

King Richard TI. held allo this Earldom, till, at the Battel

love to the Father was evidently ſeen. The Duke of Bedford 
was appointed Regent of France, having two valiant aſſiſtants, 
Thomas Mountague Earl of Salisbury, and Fohn Lord Talbot; and 
among the French themſelves, the Duke of Burgundy, a friend no 
leſs powerfull than firm to him. The Dauphin likewiſe had on 
his fide the Duke of Alenzon, with ſeveral other Peers of France ; 
by which means, the uncertainty of Fortune was ſeldom or never 
more ſeen than in the daily tranſaRions between them.

ſiege to Cravant in Burguudy, were (et upon by Salisbury, who, 
after a long Fight, ſlew 1800 Knights and Men of Name, and 
3000 common Soldiers, took the Conſtable Priſoner, with the 
Earl of Ventadour, and 2209 Gentlemen. Of the Engliſh were 
ſlain Sir Fobn Grey, Sir William Hall, Sir Gilbert Haſſal, and 2100 
Soldiers; from thence the Earl Jed his Forces to Montagaillon, 
which after five Months ſiege he took. The Earl of Suffolk at the 
ſame time forcing the ſtrong Caſtles of Comcy and le Rethe. 
About this time Fobhyu Duke of Britain and his Brother are 
wrought upon (notwithſtanding their Oath) ro deliver up to the 
French the Caſtles of Crotoye and Terny. And the Regent being 
reinforced with 10000 freſh Soldiers, not only wins many Towns 
and Places of ſtrength, but falls upon Crotoye before the French 
were well ſetled, recovers it, and beſieges Terny. To the relief 
of which, comes the Duke of Alanſon, with 16000 French; but 
ſeeing the Engliſh prepared to receive them ,- about he wheels

| Feder B- him thither, and engaging him in a picched Battel (with the loſs Ao 1445, | 
of the Lords Dudley and Charlton , and 2100 Engliſh) flew of 
the French 5 Earls, 2 Viſcounts, 20 Barons, beſide private Sol- 
diers. The Duke of Alanſon their General, with ſeveral other 
Noblemen were made Priſoners, This Battel was fought' upon 
7th of Auguſt, 14.25. 
Vernoyle hereupon re-delivered ; the Earl of Salicbary with 
1. r44;. 1 2900 Men, took the ſtrong Towns of Maunts, St Suſan,Port St 
a.Ciros, Bernard, and others, whence marching into Anjou, he performed 
ſuch heroick Acts, that his name grew terrible to all France, evi- 
denced at St Fame's in Bueron, where the Gariſon' conſiſting only 
of 600 Engliſh,befieged by the Conſtable of France with 40000, 
being driven to extremircy, made a Sally, and crying St George 4 
Salisbury, the whole Army ſuppoſing him to be come to their

Tents, Proviſions of War, and ſome Treaſure behind them. 
Sir Fobn Mountgomery and Sir John F aftolf take ſeveral Caſtles , 
and the Earl of Salisbury forces above 40 more to ſurrender. 

At which. time, an unkind variance tell out berween the Ne- 
phew and the Uncle, the Lord Protettor and the Biſhop of WWin- 
chefler, which the Regent came purpoſely from France to appeaſe, 
and in Parliament performed; for joy whereof, the young King 
making a great Feaſt, and being firſt Knighted himſelf by the 
Regent, not yet aged four years, honoured ſeveral others there- 
with, and created Richard Plantagenet, Duke of York, and Fobn 
Mowbray, Duke of Norfolk. 

All things thus peaceably ſerled in England, the Regent with 
his Uncle che Biſhop of Wincheſter return into Frazce ; where, 
by mediation of the Duke of Burgundy, the Duke of Alenſon is 
ranſomed for 200000 Crowns, and the Biſhop returning for Eng- 
lend, is at Calais inveſted with the Hat of a Cardinal, which the 
Regent firſt put upon his Head. Humphrey Duke of GloceSter 
the ProteQor, blemiſheth much his reputation, by marrying Ja- 

veline Ducheſs of Heynalt, another mans Wife, who had been 
eſpouſed to the Duke of- Brabant, and lived with him 1o Months. 
And now in France, the Earl of Warwick and Lord Scales ſlay 
many hundreds of the French. Sir Fobn F aftolf likewiſe beſiegiog 
the ſtrong Town of Grawile, had Pledges given him, that if wich- 
in 12 days relief came nor, the place ſhould be furrendred ; where- 
of the Befieged failing, had cheir Pledges hanged under the Walls 
of the Caſtle. The Town of Maxnts, by conſpiracy of the 
Clergy and ſome Citizens was at midnight (the guard of Eng- 
liſb lain) ſer open to the Marſhal of France; who entring the 
Town with 500 Men: whilſt they pillaged the houſes, and re- 
joyced at the ſurprize, were by the Earl of Suffolk and Lord Tal- 
bet from the Caſtle, ſurprized themſelves, 400 of them flain,and 
the reſt taken ; 30 Citizens, 15 Fryers, 20 Prieſts,all Conſpirators, 
condemned and executed. 

Whilſt things thus proſpered in France, Thomas Duke of Ex- 
ceter dies in Englaud, whole Office of Guardian to the young King 
is ſupplyed by the Earl of Warwick, and his Place in France, by 
Tho. Mountague Earl of Salisbury ; who befieging Orleance,won the 
great Fort, where, looking out ofa Window upon the Town, was 
unfortunately wounded with a great ſhot by a ſplinter,in his head, 
whereof within eight dayes he died, and with bim, much of the 
Engliſh good Fortune in Frarce:for thaugh by the Lord Talbot and 
Sic Fobn Faftolf,, many notable ſervices were performed at that 
place, yet the ficge at laſt was forced to withdraw; befides this, 
che Town of Farjeux is taken by the Duke of Alenſor, and in ic, 
the Earl of Saffa/k; to ſecond which difaſter, the Lords Talbot, 
Scales, and Hungerford, going to fortifie Meum, were fer upon

Saljsbury thus (Jain, and Talbot taken, whoſe very natttes were 
often approved ſufficient to overthrow great Armies of the 
French, did, as needs it muſt, create a great ferocity in them, as 
in the Engl;ſb the contrary : yet the Duke of Bedford the Regent, 
to ler them ſee that all the Engliſh Courage remained not only ih 
thoſe two heroick Men, with 10000 Engliſh and ſome Normans 
ſets forth from Paris, and bids defiance to the French Kiog to join 
Battel if he durſt; but all would not provoke him to it; where- 
fore marching towards him with what [peed he could make, King 
Charles as faſt fled away, whom the Regent as vigorouſly purſued 
from place to place; yet afraid of being drawn too far from Pa- 
ris, not without great cauſe, doubting their fidelity there; ſince 
the French King could by no means be gotcen to fight, he return- 
ed thither. | 

King Henry VT. having not yet arrived to the eighth year of his 
age, is upon the fixth day of Nowember, An. 1429. with great 
ſolemnity Crowned at Weſtminſter, by Henry Chichley Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury, where he created 36 Ts of the Bath. 

About which cime,inFrance,began that ſtrange Virago the Puſelle 
a* Orleance to appear, taking upon her to be one ſent from God for 
the expulſion of the Engliſh from thence;and by ſubtil Stratagems, 
obtain'd that many Towns in Campaigne were ſurrendred to the 
French King ; who, now, in the Regent's abſence , drew all his 
Forces ro Paris,which he fiercely affaulted,but was as ſtrongly re- 
pulſed, and forced to quit the place, leaving all his ſlain and maim- 
ed Soldiers behind him. After which, ſome ſervices are perfor- 
med by the Earl of Suffolk and Sir Thomas Kyrriel on the Eng- 
liſh part, and by the Baſtard of Orleance for the French, till, at 
laſt, the Puſelle, by Sir Fobn of Lutzemberge was taken, and by 
the Regent ſent to Roan, where ſhe was burnt for a Witch. And 
now the Regent, to advance the intereſt of young King Henry, 
his Nephew, ſends for him to come to Paris; into which City, 
he was ſolemnly received on the 17th of November, 1431. and 
magnificently Crowned King of France, in the Church of Neftre 
Dame, by his great Uncle Henry Cardinal of St Exſebizs ; and 
had Homage, and Fealty ſworn unto him, by all the French No- 


. bility there preſent; the places adjacent following the example 


Boliafh, 


of Paris did thelike. Atrer whoſe Coronation,there'grew much 
divifion between the two Nations; but after many Councils cal- 
led, and all things agreed, the King returns into England. 

Bur now began the Engliſh Fortune in France utterly to fink 
down, wounded by a fatal diſſention, falling one betwixt the Dukes 
of Burgundy and Bedford the Regent; whereupon, the firſt revolted 
to the French, and the other, in the height of all his valiant AQs, 
dying at Paris, had his place of Regency ſfupplyed with no leſs 
contention, between the Dukes of Somerſet and Tork, the firſt de- 
firing, but the latter obtaining it ; which bred fo much envy in

Lancaftri> Somerſet, that in all _ labouring to crols Tork's deſigns, was a ' Book 4 


means of keeping him ſo long from his charge, that Paris revol- 
ting, was yielded to the Conſtable of France, after it had been 
pollefſed by the Engliſh ſeventeen years; many Fortreſles after- 
wards following the ſame example. 

Which alſo,even in Normandy had been done, had not the Lord 
Talbot awed them with the ſlaughter of 5000 of thoſe that in- 
clined to a defeQion, whilſt in Picardy and all other parts of France, 
Bribery was ſo common, that it grew a Trade, and at laſt,a Town 
or Caſtle yielded bur very little Money to the Betrayer, notwith- 
ſanding the ſeverity uſed by the Lord Talbot to all ſuch whom 
he could take and find guilty. The Earl of Mortaign, fon of Ed- 
21nd Duke of Somerſet, with 200 Archers, and 300 Spears bein 
ſent him; and afterwards Sir Richard Woodwile, Sir William Cham- 
berlaine, and William Peto, with more force, to ſtop the current of 
corruption. | 

The Engliſh now having their hands full of employment only 
in keeping what they had, and regaining ſomewhat of thoſe great 
loſſes which by treachery they had ſuſtained, and with the expence 
of much blood purchaſed. Pomtbozs had the fortune indeed to be ta- 


ken by a ſtratagem ofthe Lord Clifford without blood of theEngliſb, 


but is ſeconded with a greater mistortune by the death of Richard 
Beauchamp,Earl of Warwickat Roan. After which,a Treaty of Peace 
at Calais procured by the Ducheſs of Burgundy, produced no other 
effe& than the releaſement of the Duke of Orleance for 300000 
Crowns (of the Duke of Burgundys Mony) who had been Priſoner 
in England 25 years:much to the diflatisfaQtion of the Duke of Glo- 
cefter, who not only proteſted againſt his enlargement, but cauſed 
his reaſons to be Regiſtred on Record, that they might remain 
for a Teſtimony and diſcharge of his duty in that behalf. 

Thus long, though poſleſled of much, yer with little benefic 


_ 1n Fraxce, andevery day looſing twice more than is gained. In 


England, a more unnatural diſcord is fomented between the Gar- 
dinal and the Duke of Glocefter ; the Duke accuſing the Cardi- 
nal with affe&ing Preheminency, contempt of Laws, and dero- 
gation of the Kings Prerogative. And he again, finding nothing 
wherewithal direQly to accuſe the Duke , finds enough againſt 
the Ducheſs .Eleanor his ſecond Wife, how that by Magick, ſhe 
had endeavoured the Kings death, for which ſhe was doomed to 
perpetual baniſhment in the Iſle of Mar, and her Complices con- 
demned to death, and ſome of them executed. 

A Marriage is propoſed between King Henry and the Earl of 
Armignacks daughter, with whom her Father offers the poſſeſſion 
of all ſuch Towns and Caſtles as were by him kept in Aquitaine, 
formerly tothe Kings of England belonging, with a large Sur. of 
Money ; which to prevent, the King of France ſends the Dauphin 
with a great Army, who not only took the Earl himſelf, and his 
ſon, with: his rwo daughters, buc moſt of' bis Countrey ; where- 
by that Match became wholly ſuſpended. 260 dr

Anno 1451 The Duke of Jorknow in Irelend,began to declare to his friends ,, 
there his Title to the Crown ; whoſe firſt advantage was to create, ns, 
by one Mortimer a creature of his, commonly called Jack Cade, an 
Ear infor- InſurreRtion in Kent ; upon pretence of reformation of Taxes and 
Ken. Abuſes in the State; who calling himſelf Captain Mendall, came 
to Black Heath, where he drew up his Forces, and ſtaying ſome- 
time there, peremptorily commanded the City of London to ſend 
him whatſoever neceſſaries he wanted ; whereupon, the Queen 
ſending the two Staffords,Sir Humpbrey and Sir Williamwith ſome 
other reſolute Courtiers to follow Cade; who, before, upon the 
Kings appearance with an Army , had wichdrawa himlſelf into 
Seaven-Oak:Wood;, contrary now to expeQation, when the Staf- 
fords came, they found him in a good poſture to receive them ; io 
that upon their firſt Encounter, they were both ſlain, and all the 
reſt putco flight; whereof King Henry being advertiſed, baving 
before, for fatisfaGion of che Rebels, who demanded it, ſent the 
Lord Say to the Tower, and committed the Government there- 
of to the Lord Scales, fled himſelf to Killingworth Caſtle. Of 
whoſe abſence Cade taking advantage, marches into London, and 
coming by London Stone, ſtrikes it with his Sword, ſaying, Now 
3s Mortimer Lord of London. He aQted nothing in this his firſt 
viſit to the diſquiet of the Ciry,but marched to Black Heath again ; 
from whence, as Chief, he ſent out his Letters of Safe Condu& 
to whom he pleaſed. In his next appearance in London, which 
was the 3d of Fuly 1446, he began to exerciſe his cruelty ; when 
ſending to the Lord Scales to bring his Priſoner the Lord Say to 
| Gnildball, he cauſed him to be arraigned before the Lord Mayor 
and his Brethren ; but pleading co be tryed by his Peers, he is im- 
mediately brought to the Standard in Cheape, and there be- 
headed, Cade caufing his head to be carried before him to Mile- 
end ; where meeting Sir Fames Cromar, the Lord Say's Son-in- 
Law, his head is likewiſe taken off, to keep his Fathers company 3 
and like Maces they are born before the Commander of this tumul- 
tuous Rabble. The next morning returning again into London, he 
makes examples of ſome of his Followers for breach of his Procla« 
mation;ſeiſes on the goods of AldermanMalpas,and fines Alderman 
Horne in 500 Marks: by which the Cirizens finding that he who 
pretended to redreſs Grievances, was the greateſt Grievance him- 
ſelf; chey Pericioned the Lord Scales to ſend them a party of the 
Tower Soldicrs, with good ſtore of Ammunition and Harneſs ; 
wherewith arming chemſclves, they withſtood Cade: at his nexc 
entrance into the City 3 who, nevertheleſs, brake through chem, 


and fer fice toſeveral Houſes ; whereupon a freſh lupply pong, 
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Chap. 4 he was forced to retire beyond the Stoope in Southwark; cpon Hemy V. - 


which check, Cade's Followers having time till nexe- morning to 
conſider into what danger their Captain had drawn them z upon 
promiſe of Pardon by the Archbiſhop of Canterbury and Biſhop 
of Wincheſter, they almoſt all left him, and returned home; him- 
ſelf, with ſome few, fled to Quinborrow Caſtle ; but being deni- 
ed entrance, he diſguiſed himſelf, paſſed into _ and was 
taken by one Alexander Eden, and making ſome re 

ſlain : his body ſent to London, was divided into quarters, and 
diſpoſed of into ſeveral parts of the Countrey. 

Upon this Inſurre&ion, Charles V IT. taking advantage, ſeizeth 
upon all that che Engliſh had left in France,Calais only excepted, 
withtlic two Caſtles of Hames and Guiſnes;by which, Edmond Duke 
of Somerſet's Regency of France terminated 3 whereupon, coming 
for England, heis ina Parliament held at Weſtminſter arreſted : at 
which, theDuke of York(now in Ireland under pretence of appear- 
ing,came to Loxdon,and had private conference with Fohn Mowbray 
Duke of Norfolk, Richard Newil Earl of: Salisbury, and others 
his aſſured friends ; by whom it is reſolved, that the Duke of York 
do as yet obſcure his claim to the Crown, and their precence to 
be only the removal of the Duke of Somerſet and other evil Coun- 
cellors from about the King. And in order thereto, Tork retires 
into the Marches of Wales, and there raiſeth an Army ; whereof 
King Henry having notice, putteth himſelt in the head of another, 
and with the Duke of Somerſet marcheth towards Wales; the Duke 
of Tork being informed of the Kings approach, takes a by- way to- 
wards London; but finding the Citizens would not admit him, he 
paſſed the Thames, and came into Kent, and at Burnt Heath pit- 
ched his Camp ; where the King following, drew up his Army 
upon Black Heath; from whence he ſent to the Duke to know 
the cauſe of this commotion, who declared, That it was not againſt 
his Majeſty, but his ill Councellors , whereof the Duke of S0- 
merſet was chief, proteſting, that if the King would fo pleaſe, that 
he might come to a Tryal by his Peers, for feveral Treafons, which 
he and others had to lay to his charge, that then he would not 
only diſmiſs his Army, but preſent himſelf in perfon at the 
Feet; which, being by the King promiſed, the Dukes Forces 
were disbanded, and the Duke accordingly appeared before the 
King : where, contrary to his expeRation, he found the Duke of 
Somerſet ; whom he preſently charged with Treaſon, which the 
other as firmly recriminates _ him : daring which debate,news 
is brought, that Edward Earl of March the Duke of Tork's eldeſt 
ſon, was with a great Army on his way towards London ; where- 
upon it is agreed, that the Duke of Tork, before the high Alcar 
of St Paul's, ſhould ſwear Allegeance to King Henry, which he did; 
and had thereupon his liberty co depart to his Caſtle of Wig- 
more. 

Ar the ſame inſtant, arrived the Earl of Kendal, and the Lord

The whole Army thus defeated, the Kin 
fled to. a poor houle near-hand; whereof the Duke of Tork ha- 
ving notice, 'with the Earls of Salisbury and Warwick, the Fa-

me. Whereupon the Duke in the Kings name, commanding a 
Ceſlacion of Hoſtility ; King Henry is conveighed to London ; and 
on the gth of Fuly,, An. 1457. A Parliament is called at Weſt- 
minſter, wherein Richard Duke of York is made ProteQor of the 
Kings Perſon, Richard Newil Earl of Salisbxry Lord Chancellor, 
and Richard Newil Earl of Warwick,,- Captain of Calais. - 
Burt theſe proceedings not at all pleafing ro Queen Margaret, ſhe 
Jabours, with the Lords of her party, 'that the King take again the 
power into his own hands; Salisbary to be diſplaced, and fummo- 
ned with York and-Warwick to appear before the Council Table 
at Greenwich , which: Summons the Lords diſobeyed ; affirming, 
that no,power could call them to account : whereupon the Queen 
ſeeking, roaccompliſh that by policy which ſhe could not obtain by 
force,adyiſeth the King for his healchs ſake to make a progreſs into 
Warwickſbire, and from thence invites the Triumwiri of Richards, 
by kind Letters to meet her at Coventry, intending to ſurprize 
them. .. But here again they failed her expeQation, the Duke go- 
ing to his Caſtle of Wigmore , the Earl of Salitbury to Middle-

The King not knowing of this Plot of the Queen againſt the

where he acquaints the Duke of York and his Father the Earl of 
Selisbury with the Queens malice againſt them ; advifing them 
to ſtand upon their guard, whilſt himſelf (being Admiral haftes 
to Calais, —_— all the Kings Ships which he could ger in 
a\rcadineſs;and in his paſſage, makes Prize of rwo Spaniſp Carricks,

In the mean time, Salisbury with 5000 Men marcheth through 
Lancaſhire towards the King, to inform him of thoſe indignities 
the Queen had put upon his ſon ; whereof the Queen having 
notice, ſent Fames Tonchet Lord Andley, with a force raiſed in 
Cheſbire and Shropſbire to intercept him; which upon Blore Heath,

This done, York, no longer concealing his deſign, with Saliſ-

of Yorks deſigns are diſcovered ; which ſo rtiuch diſcoutaged the 
Duke, that with his youngeſt ſon Edmond Earl of Rutland hee 
fliesinto Ireland; Edward Earl of March his eldeſt fon, with the

Indi&tment as it ſtands on Record, includes matter of other quali- 
ty, viz. That Richard Earl of Cambridge of Conyngsburgh, in the 
County of Tork , and Thomas Grey of Heſon in the County of Nor- 
thumberland Knight, for that they on che 20th day of Fuly, and 
third of King Henry V. Reign, at Southampton, had conſpired tc- 
gether with a power of Men, ro have led away the Lord Edmond

Ted by the ſaid Edmond Duke of Somerſet ; by which, though be 
had better foreſight than the ProteQor —_— and all the Coun- 
ſel of England, yet his oppoſition proved unſeafonable and fruitleſs; 
for Torks behaviour had won fo many friends about the King, 
whom he meant by embracing to pull down, that notwithſtanding 
the diſadvantage of his Tile, which alone was a great cauſe to 
have made him everlaſtingly incapable of ſogrezt power and truſt, 
he prevailed : But in this great command of Regent, it is not 
Duke Richard's defign (if he had been able) to effe& much as 
to the reducing of Frante, but to keep the two Kings in ſo equal 
ballance, that chat Kingdom might be in perpetual want of ſup- 
plies z under colour of which Armies would be raiſing, which he, 
as he found opportunity might make uſe of ; but all his ill ſucceſſes 
were laid upon the Duke of Somerſet, who, upon all occaſions 
was his Rival, and the Perſon that not long after got the Regency 
of France over his head.

his Family. Tork thus ſtrengthened, declares his Royal Title to 
his Friends, and ſeveral Governors'of Cities and Towns, and creates 
ſo great a faction among the Commons, that he procures the ba- 
niſhment of William de la Pole Duke of Suffolke, Queen Marga- 
rets great Favourite, who in his paſſage for France is wickedly mur- 
thered : This was followed by the InſurreQion in Kent, under 
the condutt of Cade, one of the Duke of Yorks Firebrands (cal- 
ling himſelf Mortimer) who after the perpetration of many villa- 
nies, had the reward of his Treaſon, his head ſer Sentinel upon 
London Bridge. 

Things ſucceeding thus, Richard Duke of York arrives out of 
Ireland, and conſults with his Brother-in-Law Richard Newil 
Earl of Salisbury, his ſon Richard Newil Earl of Warwick (which 
three, were by King Henry's party called the Trinuryirate ) Thomas 
Courtney Earl of Deyon, Edmond Brook Lord Cobham, and others, 
how to obrain the Crown : and finding that Suffolke periſhed in 
vain if Somerſet enjoyed the ſame grace and favor with King Hen- 
ry, they are reſolved to remove this great obſtacle, and rhere- 
fore take Arms, under pretence, (as moſt Traitors do) of remo- 
viong bad men from about the King, and reforming the Govern-

ment ; and the more to blind the good King, and gain credit with | 


the people, the Duke iflues forth a Proclamation, in which he 
offers to ſwear upon the Bleſſed Sacrament, that he is, hath been, 
and ever will be the Kings true Liegeman : - But the King ( by the 
advice of ' his friends (bur principally of Somerſet) ſees the Snake 
through the Grals, and therefore reſolves to reach the Duke his 
duty by force ; whereupon an Army is railed to attend Tork's mo- 
tion, who now not having London his friend, encamps upon Brent 
Heath in Kent ; and King Henry pitches his Pavilion on Black, 
Heath ; but inſtead of blows, by the mediation of friends 
ſent betwixt the two Camps,a reconciliation is made ; whereupon 
che Duke pretends Loyalty, and the eafie =_ embraces him as 
his loving Subjze& ; upon thiscapitulation, to fatisfie Tork,, Somer- 


ſet is confined Priſoner to his own Houle, and Tork is to disband 


his Army ; which being done, York exhibits a great complaint 
againſt the pride and ayarice of the Duke of Somerſet, and Somer- 


fet face to face boldly accuſeth the Duke of York of High Trea- 


ſon, as having conſpired to depoſe the King, and take upon him 
the Soveraignty, vehemently urging that Tork might be commitr- 
ted and arraigned, that by his deſerved dearth, and the difinabling 
of his Sons, Civil War might be extinguiſhed; finally praying thac 
God would not ſuffer the Enemy of the Kingdom to eſcape the 
hand of Jaſtice.This in all likelihood had been effeQted, bur that the 
publick Faith ſtood ingaged for the Dukes indemnicy, he ha- 
ving come in upon the Kings Word, and Torks death would now

Wakefield Green, where the Lord Clifford on the one fide, and 
the Earl of Wiltſhire on the other, where placed in ambuſh. The 
Duke of York ſuppoſing that Somerſet who led the main Battel, 
had no' more Forces than what appeared with him, undauntedly 
' advanced towards him ; but being entred within the danger of the 
Ambuſcadoes, they on both fides broke out upon him, and flew Hisdeath, 
him, with 3000 of his Soldiers: the reſt fled, Salisbury is taken amoraco. 
Priſoner, and harmleſs Rutland, York's younger ſon (who came 
thither onely to ſee faſhions) not aged 12 years, is made a facri- 
fice to his Fathers tranſgreſſion. Thus died Richard Duke of York, 
on the laſt day of December, 1 460. in the proſecution of a Gol- 
den Diademe (by Fate ordained for his ſon, the revenger of his 
death) whoſe Head crowned onely with a Paper one, is preſen- 
ted ro Queen Margaret, who makes her (elf merry with that gaſtly 
and bloody {peQacle, of whom it was ſaid by the beforementi- 
oned Duke of Somerſet,his greateſt Antagoniſt, That if he had not 
learned to play the King by his Regency in France, he had never 
forgot to obey asa Subject, when he returned into England. Salis- 
bury's Head allo in cold blood being ſeparated from hisBody,is with 
the Dukes and others {et upon Poler,and placedon the walls of York 

Theſe Heads were taken down by King Edward his ſon, imme- 
diately after his great Victory at Towtor, and the Duke his Fa- 
thers Head buried with bis Trunck, and the Corps of his ſon Ed- 
mond Earl of Rutland at Ponfra& ; from whence their Bones by His folema 
the ſaid Kings command, were with great ſolemnity afterwards re- Foberiaghey 
moved and interred at Fotheringbay. In order to which, upon 
the 22 of Fuly, 1466. the ſaid Bones were put into a Chariot, 
covered with black Velver, richly wrapped in Cloath of Gold and 
Royal Habit ; at whoſe feer ſtood a white Ange), bearing a Crown 
of Gold, 10 ſignifie, that of right he was King. The Chariot had 
ſeven Horſes, trapped ro the ground, and covered with black , 
charged wich Eſcocheons of the ſaid Princes Arms ; every Horſe 
carried a Man,. and upon the foremoſt rode Sir Fobn Skipwith , 
who bore the Princes Banner diſplayed. The Biſhops and Ab- 
bots went two or three Miles before, to prepare the Churches for 
the receprion of the Prince, in Pontificalibus. 'Richard Duke of 
Glocefter followed next after the Corps, accompanied with a num- 
ber of Noble*, the Officers of Arms being allo preſent. In this 
equipage they parted from Ponfra&, and that night reſted at Don- 
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Lorkifts, caſter, where they were received by the Convent of Cordeliers in 
© gray Habit; from thence by journeys to Bleide;to Touxford in the 
Clay, to Newarke, to Grantham, to Stamford, and from thence on 
Monday the 29th of Fuly, to Fodringhay, where they arrived be- 
twixt two and three ot the clock in the afternnon, where the Bo- 
dies were received by ſeveral Biſhops and Abbots in Potificalibus, 

and ſupported by twelve Servants of the defund Prince. 

At the entry of the Church-yard, was the King, accompanied 
with ſeveral Dukes, Earls and Barons, all in Mournirg, who pro- 
ceeded into the heart of Fodringhay Church, near to the high 
Altar, where there wasa Herſe covered with black, furniſhed with 
a great number of Banners, Bannerolls and Pencills, and under the 
ſaid Herle were the Bones of the faid Prince and his Son Edmond. 
The Queen and her two daughters were preſent alſo in black, at- 
tended by ſeveral Ladies and Gentlewomen. Item, over the 
Image was a Cloath of Majeſty of black Sarcenet , with the Fi-

: Fhe Bones of the Duke of Tork and of his Son the Earl of Rut- 
land, with the Body of Ducheſs Cecihe lapped in Lead, being re- 
moved out of Fotheringhay Church-yard (for the Chancel in the 
Choire where they were firſt laid , in that fury of knocking 
Churches and. Sacred Monuments in the head, was alfo felled to 
the. ground). were buricd in the Church by the commandment of 
Queen Elizahetb,and a mean Monument of Plaiſter, wrought with 
the Trowel execed over them, very unbefitting (o great Princes. 

Mr Creyjo, a Gentleman who dwelt in the Colledge at the ſame 
time, told my, Author, that their Coffins being opened, their Bo- 
dics appeared very plaialy to be diſcovered, and withal, that the 
Ducheſs Cegily had about her Neck , hanging on a Silk Riband, 
a Pardon from-Rowe,which penned in a fine Roman Hand, was as 
fair and freſh tobe readas it it had been written but the day before.

London, thac with King Henry and her ſon Prince Edward, (he re- 
tices, and the City unreſolved whether Prince to obey, conſult 
on their ſafeſt eſtate ; when, on the ſuddain, March with War- 
wick enter their Gates; whole warlike countenances ſo daunt 
the adverſe party,that they begin with the firſt co make his way to 
the Throne, and the Nobility and Clergy offer him their ſervices 
to eſtabliſh his claim 3 whereupon the Earl of March (now Duke 
of Tork) makes known his Title to the Crown, and declares 
how the Body of the whole Parliament formerly had thereunto 
conſented, and Henry himſelf ſubſcribed with his own Hand ; 
whoſe poſſeſſion, though now catried through three deſcents, yet 
what right Lanca$ter had, they all knew, and how inſufficient this 
Jaſt Man was for Rule, France to their diſhonour did witneſs, where 
all was loſt through his ſimplicity and negle&. 

Things thus urged, their voices went current that Edward was 
the undoubted King, whereunto the Londoners the ſooner yielded 
for that his dreadtul Army was then encamped in St Fohr's Field, 
in the midd'ſt of which, upon Sunday the third of March, he was 

anno 1457. proclaimed King ; and upon the next day,with all Pomp attended 
to Weſtminſter, and ſet upon the Kings Seat in the Hall, where 
holding the Scepter of St Edward in his hand, the voice of the 
people was again demanded, and again granted, 

But before he could be Crowned, he is forced to march towards 
the North, the 13th of the ſame Month, having the day before in 
Cheapſide beheaded one Walter Walker a London Grocer, for ſome 
words ſpoken againſt him.

"© whereof the Barl! of Warwick being informed, came poſting ceo 
King Edward, and killing. his Horſe 1a his preſence, . proteſted to 
ſtand by himito the death; whereupon King Edward appointing 
Milam Lord Fauconberg, and Sir Walter Blount to lead the Vant- 
guard, they upon their march near Dard:ngdale encounter with the 
LordClifford,, whom, with Sir Fohn Newil, Grandſonto the Earl 
of Weſtmorland, they flew, and pur their Forces to flight. The 
next day, being Palme Sunday, King Edwards Van led:as before .

ton; from whence, taking a full view of King Henry's Army, 79"* 
which chey found to. be 60000, and their own not above 40600, 
prockmation was made that no quarter ſhould be given 3 and 
Faxconberg advancing (the Enemy now in fight) gave direQion 
ro-his Archers, that upon a Signal by him given, every man to 
fhoot a flight Arrow provided tor that purpole, and then to fall 
back three paces and ſtand ; which the Enemy anſwering with

Genttemen were ſlain. The Dukes of Somerſet and Exceter fled, 
teaving the bloadieſt Victory behind them to King Edward that 
fince the Conqueſt hath been ſeen in England; there falling on 
both fides 35781 perſons, and not one priſoner taken beſides the 
Earl of Dewonſbire. 
_ King Henry wich his Queen being then at York, fly to Barwick , 
zh. where leaving the Duke of Sowerſet,they paſs into Scotland,where, 
upon furrender of the Caftle of Barwick, they have fair promiſes 
of aſſiſtance from that King, whil''t Queen Margaret and Prince 
Edward her fon ſet fail for France, and arriving there, obtain of 
King Lewis XL. that all friends of King Edward are prohibited 
ftay or rraffick in his Dominions, which ro King Henry>s is freely 
allowed.

as much trouble to the Commonwealth as the late Richard 
Duke oi Tork had done after his being honoured with the like 
Ticle of heir apparent, fince it proved the Tragedy of his 
Raiſer,King Henry VI. Now whether Courtney had been faul. 
ty in abetting the Treaſons wherewith Cardmal Pool was 
charged, or. whether the King packt him into that company 
for inſtigating ſeveral Foreign Princes on the Popes behalf to 
invade the Realm, and raiſe the Cardinal tothe Crown ; cer- 
tain it is, that having the Marquis and his Partakers upon the 
advantage, the better to ſecure his own Eſtate, he cauſed his 
head with thoſe of the Lord Mountague, and Sir Edward Ne- 
vil, to be cut off upon Tower-hill, An. 1538. 

This Henry Marquis of Exceter married two Wives, the firſt 
was Elizabeth Grey, daughter and heir of Fobn Viſcount Liſle, 
by whom he had no Ifſue, and the ſecond Gertrude, daugh- 
ter of William Blount Lord Mountjoy (begotten of Elizabeth

1492.) with a 
puiſlant Army, fet fail for Calajs, where it was agreed, the Empe- 
rors Forces ſhould join him ; which failing, King Henry was in no 
{mall ſuſpence whether to return withour aCtion, or ſingly engage 
theFrench Armyzat length reſolving upon the Siege of Bologne,and 
having aQually inveſted the ſame, a Peace is immediately fought 
by the French, and upon thele Conditions concluded, That King 
Henry, without quitting his claim to France, ſhould, in confidera- 
tion of a Peace daring the lives of both Kings, receive for the pre- 
ſent 745000 Ducats, amounting to 186250 Pounds Engliſb, 
befides 25000 Crowns yearly, wich many great Preſents ro his 
Nobility and Servants, with which he returned to Calais, and in 
December after to Weſtminſter, where he kept his Chriſtmas.

Tork,ſome few years before murthered with his Brether King Ed- 
ward V. Him ſhe firſt ſends into Portagal,thence to Ireland,where, 
(as afterwards in Paris) he was for a while moſt Prince like recei- 
ved; the French King appointing a Guard to attend his Perſon : 
Next he repairs to his Foundrels the Lady Margaret, who at firſt 
ſeemingly ſuſpets him, but afterwards owns for her true Ne- 
phew, ordering him a Guard of 3o perſons, and calling him the 
IWhite Roſe of England : Upon which, many of the Exgliſb incline 
to him, viſt him,and complement him.

SUPREM UM CAPUT, by which it appearcth, that this King cauſed his to be circumſcribed with 
Roman Capitals, whereas all the Inſcriptions of the Kings of Zngltnd his predeceſſors, from Richard 11. incluſive 
(as you may obſerye in the circle of their Seals) were in ery Letters, 
The Kings Arms, (being France and England quarterly) on each fide his Throne, upon both Seals, are placed within 
the Garter, andEnfigned with arched Crowns: He bing the firſt King of Zngland that in his Seal added tv his 
Shicld, the Garter and the Crown, In imitation of which Royal Example, the Knights of the Order, in the latter 


end of his Reign, cauſed their Eſcocheons on their Stalls at Windſor, to be encompatiſed with the Garter ; and thoſe 


that were Dukes, Marquiſſes, or Earls, had their Coronets placed upon their Shields, which hath been ſo prattiſed' 
ever ſince, And whercas all the precedent Kings of England, from King Edward 1, had the Enſigns of their King- 
doms repreſented on the Capariſons of their Horſes in their counter-Scals: this King diſcontinucd the ſame, and 
in place thereof, cauſed his Capariſons to be embroidercd, on the upper part,with ſmall Flowers d: Lize placed in Net- 
Work; and on the nether part, with large Roſes and Branches emboſſed , the cdge thereof being garniſhed with 
a deep Fringe, Both before and behind the Kings Horſe, within the, Circle , are placed ſeveral Ovals; alternately 
charged with Roſes and Flowers de Lize : and tinderneath the Fbrſe is a Greybound current, with a Collar 
about = Neck ; which this King did uſe, to ſhew his deſcent, by his Mother Queen Elizabeth from the Royal 
Houſe of York, 

The like Greyhounds are thus placed jn the Seals of our ſucceeding Monarchs, Edward V1. King James, King 
Charles T. and his preſent Majcſty King Cherles IT. | 

King Henry VIIL in the beginning of his Reign, bare his Arms ſupported with «s Dragon, on the right fide, and 
4 Greybound on the left (as did his Father King Henry VIL) which Achievement is ſo painted over his Picture in 
the Privy G at Whitehall , and alſo carved in Stone over the great Gate-Houſe of that Palace in the paſſage 
to Weſtminſter, ſubſcribed, DIEV ET MON DROIT : But afterwards he diſcontinued the Greyhound, and ſup- 
ported his Shield on the right fide with one of the Lyons of England, viz. 4 Lyon guardant Or , and tranſpoſed the 
Ked Dragon to the left fide of his Eſcocheon Royal, as appearcth on the Sterns of ſeveral of this Kings Ships, in that 
famous Picture in the ſaid Gallary at wWhiteball, expreſſing his moſt glorious Naval Expedition into France , all the 
Sails of the Admiral. being Cloth of Gold. The ſaid Supporters of the Zyvn (Crown-d) 4nd the Dragon, arc ſtamp- 
cd on, his Gola , which were continued by his three Children, King Edward VI. Queen Mary (until her Mar- 
riage) and-Queen Elizabeth. 

With thele Supporters, and others of his Predeceſſors, the King adorned his Pavilions and Tents ; for itt 
Edward Halle fol.

The firſt year of King Henry being ſpent in almoſt perpetual 
Juſts, Masks and Tournaments, performed with great magnifi- 
cence and eminent ags of heroic Valour, even by the King him- 
ſelf;he is firſt in Febrnary following, ſollicited by his Faffier-in-Law 
the King of Arragon for aid againſt the Moors;whereupon the Lord 
Thomas Darcy, with the Lord Anthony Grey, Henry Guylford Eſq;

Bulloigne continued all this while in the hands of the Engliſh, 
notwithſtanding the frequent attempts of the French, once with 
no leſs than 60000 men ; the Earl of Hertfort is ſome into France

pertained to his Anceſtors, as by proof of the Heralds he could 


| make appear, was nevertheleſs by a common Jury (as not being 


a Peer of the Realm) found guilty, and on the 19th of the ſame 
month beheaded on Tower-hill ; when the King himſelf being ſen- 
{ible of the approaches of death, cauſed the great and fair Church 
of the Grey Fryers London, lately ſuppreſſed, ro be opened, and 
made a Pariſh Church,giving the Revenues thereof to the City of 
London, towards the relief of their poor, endowing the ſame with 
500 Marks yearly of Lands for ever, to maintain Gods Divine 
Service, and the ſaid Churches reparation. Immediately after 
which, King Henry made hisWill, wherein, however Titles had been 
dilabled in Parliament, he ordained his three Children to ſucceed 
each other, for want of other Ifſue ; 1000 Marks he command- 
ed ro be given to the poor, and to 12 zpoor Knights at Windſor 
each of them 12 pence a day for ever, every year a Gown of 
white Cloth, the Garter embroidered upon the Breaſt, wherein 
was placed the Croſs of St George, and a Mantle of red Cloth 
to be worn thereupon, ordaining for his Executors, in the mino- 
rity of Prince Edward, 16 perſons. He allo gave competent 
maintenance, for life, to ſuch as were expulſed the Monaſteries, 


commanding his ſon Edward ſhould be carefully brought up in 


. the Catholick Faich. But he that made ſo many Wills void, had

his own broken in every particular. He had alſo inſtituted feve- 
ral Profeſſors in each Univerſity ; put down the Stews in South- 
wark; built the Tower of Greenwich, as allo his Manfion houſe 
of Sr James's, where he made a fair Park. 

Fhus languiſhing under a Fever and an ulcerated Leg, King 
Henry VITI. {in great penitency for his ſins) deceaſed at his Pa- 
lace of Weſtminſter, upon the 28th day of January, An. 1546. 
when he had ruled the Scepter thirty ſeven years, nine months, 
and five days; and lived fifty five years, five months, and as ma- 
py days. 

"His Body remaining privately in his-Chamber, was there cered 
and put into a Coffin of Lead, while a fumptuous Herſe of Virgins 
Wax was prepared within the Chappel at Whiteball, with fix 
goodly Pillars, weighing by eſtimation 2000 pound z under which 
Herſe, was a Canopy of rich Cloth of Gold , whoſe Vallence 
were half Gold and half black Silk, into which the Corps was 


| conveyed, covered with a Pall of Cloth of Tiſſue, an Altar be- 


ing ere&ed at the Eaft-end, richly adorned with black Velvet,and 
Elcocheorsof'the Kings Arms. The Herſe was railed about with 
Timber covered with black Cloth, with which the Chappel , 
C loifter, Hall, and Chamber were likewiſe Hung. Within the Rail 
were Scats for the twelve Lords Mourners to kneel or fit;and here 
the Corps remained fromthe 2d of February to the x 4th, ſerved

On the 14th of February about ten in the morning, the Kings 
Body fer forward towards Windſor, in a ſtately Chariot, his Efti- 
gies lying upon the Coffin, with the true Impperial Crown on the 
Head, and under it a night Cap of black Sattin, ſet full of pre- 
tious Stones, and apparalled with Robes of crimſon Velver, fur- 
red with Minever, poudred with Ermine, the Collar of the Gar- 
ter, with the Order of St George about the Neck, a crimſon Sat- 
ten Doubler embroidered with Gold, two Bracelets of Gold 
abour the Wriſts, ſer with Stones and Pearl, a fair Armourin 
Sword by the fide, the Scepter in the right Hand, and the Ball in 
the left, a pair of (carlet Hoſe, crimſon Velvet Shoes, Gloves on 
rhe Hands, and ſeveral Diamond Rings on the Fingers, drawn 
by eight great Horſes, trapped with black, adorned with Eſco- 
cheons, and a Shafferen on their Heads, on each of which rode a 
Child of Honor, carrying a Banneroll of the Kings Arms. 

Thus wich an exceeding great Train of four Miles in length, 
the Body was conducted to Syon, Where it was received at the 
Church door, by the Biſhops of London, Briftol, and Gloceſter, 
who pertormed Dirige that night and next morning ; the Corps 
being brought into the Church, was placed in a Herle like that 
at Whitebail, but the Effigies was conveyed into the Veltry. 

The next morning, about fix of the Clock, after the third 
ſound of che Tramp:ts (che whole company, the Marquis Dorſet 
being chief Mourne: ) proceeded for Windſor, and brought the 
Corps to the Caſtle Colledge-gate about one of the Clock, from 
which place to the Weſt door of the Church, a large way was 
railed in on both ſides, and hanged with black Cloth and Eſco- 
cheons, the Church and Quire being likewiſe hanged round with 
black. The Biſhops of Wincheſter, London, and Ely in their Pontifi- 
calibus, with the Sub-dean of the Kings Chappel, and all che Sing- 
ivg Men of the ſame, and the Dean of Windſor, with all the 
Canons, and their whole Quire, received the Corps at the fore- 
ſaid place ; whence, after cenſing and ſuch like ceremonies, it was 
carried into the Church, the Singing Men of the Kings Chappel 
on the right Hand, and they of Windſor on the left preceding it : 
Thus the Effigies was firſt conveyed into the Quire by divers 
Knights and 'Gentlemen, and then. the Coffin, by fixteen Yeo- 
men, with-black Staves in their Hands, was brought into a Herle, 
made in the mid'ſt of the Quire, under which was provided a 
goodly Vault to bury the Corps in, over which was laid a Grate, 
whereon ſtood the ſaid Herle with the Coffin and Pifture; this 
Herle was Jike that at Whitehall, only it conſiſted of thirteen great 
Pillars, and' weighed by eſtimation 4000 pound, having abour it 
theawelve Banners of Delcents; thus the uſual ceremonies being 


performed, the Body remained there that night.

' nen Towels, which they bad for their Fees, let it into the Vault(near 


unto the Body of Queen Fane Seymour his third Wite) the Grate 


, bring firſt taken away 3 then the Lord Chamberlain, the Lord 


Great Maſter, Mr. Treaſurer, Mr. Comptroller, and the Serjeant 
Porter, breaking their white Staves upon ther Heads in three 
parts, as did likewile all the Gentlemen Uſhers, threw them into 
the Grave, when Garter, afliſted by the Biſhops of Canterbury and 
Durham, declared the State and the Name of the moſt Godly 
Prince their Maſter, King Edward VI. Thus the Funerals end- 
ing, the Trumpets ſounded in the rood Lofr, and the Company 
departed. 

In a Chappel Eaſtward to that of his Interment, was begun 
for this King (by Cardinal Wolſey)) a moſt coſtly and ſtately 
Tomb of Copper gilt, but never finiſhed; in the Incloſures 
of whoſe Grates were curiouſly caſt his ſeveral Ticles : with what 
charge and magnificence this Monument was intended, is mani- 
ſeſted by a Manuſcript taken from the true model thereof,received 
from the hands of that induſtrious Herald Nicholas Charles Lan- 
caſter, and recited at large by Mc. John Speed, in his Hiſtory of 
Great Britain, p. 1037 & 1038. to which I refer my Reader. 
Ic was to contain in breadth rwenty foot upon the Pavement, 


- aud ro be twenty eight foot high, which with the ſeveral Pillars, 


were to be of Oriental Stones, the Capitals and Bales Copper gilt; 
the Figure of the King on Horſeback, two other of the King and 
Queen (to lie on two Tombs of black Touch) with four Statues 
of Angels, all as big as the life; the Images of the fourteen Pro- 
phete, the ewelve Apoſiles, the four Evangeliſts, and the DoQors, 
with the Statues of the Father, St Fohn Baptift, and St George, 
were five ſoot in height, the Figures of ſeveral Angels and Chil- 
dren,contained in length two foot and an balf. The whole num- 
ber of Images being one hundred thirty four, and of Hiſtorics 
forty four, and all of gilt Braſs, as appeareth in the deſign- 
ment. 

Theſe Images were prepared, and part of this glorious Pile 
ereQed, when the reformation of Religion, by this Kings Son 
Edward VT. would not admit of the finiſhing thereof ; but ma- 
ny of theſe Statues being preſerved in the ſaid Chappel till the 


year 1642, were, ſince, by the prevailing party of the late _ 
Parliament, and their Sword Alchimie, curned into Silver,towards

16. HENRY, ſurnamed Fitz-Roy, or the Kings Son, Natural 


Son of Henry VI1I. (begotten of the Lady Elizabeth Tailbois, 
danghter of Sir Fohn Blount Ke. and Widdow of Sir Grlbert 
Tailbois ) born at Blackamore in Eſſex, was at the age of fix 
years, upon the 18th of June, An. 17 H. 8. 1525. firſt made 
Knight of the Garter, then advanced to the Dignity of Earl of 
Nottingham, and alſo. (the ſame day) created Duke of Rich- 
mond and Somerſet, to him and his Heirs Males, with the Fee of 
49 1. per anuum, the ceremony thereof being performed at the 
Royal Palace of Bridewell, in the City of London ; and the 
26th day of July following he was conſtituted Admiral of 
England, Ireland, Normandy &c. and inthe 19th of Henry VIII. 
had a Patent for his Wardenſhip of the Eaft, Weſt, and middle 
M irches towards Scotland. 

The Licutenancy of Ireland was alſo granted him, An. 22 


_H. 8. bur by reaſon of his tendet years, Sir William Sheffing- 


ton Kr. was conſtituted his Deputy there ; and having his edu- 
cation with Henry Earl of Sarrey, firſt at Windſor, and after- 
wards in Paris, there grew ſo great and intimate a friendſhip 
between theſe two young Noblemen, that the Duke of Rich- 
mond married the Lady Mary his fiſter (daughter of Thomas 
Howard third Duke of Norfolk ) but deceafing without Iflue, 
at Sc James's near Weſtminſter, upon the 24th of Fuly, Az. 
1536. (28 H. 8.) being then about ſeventeen years of age, he 
was buricd at Thetford in the County of Norfolk, the King 
mourning for him a long time after.

was, for in the ninth year of his age, when all things were prepa- 
red, and in readineſs for his Creation, his Father died, viz. 28 
Fan. 1546, having by his Will appointed him the Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, the Lord Chancellor, the Biſhop of Durbam, with 
others, to the number of ſixteen, for his Privy Council ; who,rthe 
firſt of February after, ele&ed his Uncle Edward Seymour Earl of 
Hertford, Prote&or both of his Perſon and Kingdom; from 
whom the young King having received che Order of Knighthood, 
the 6th of February, immediately conferred the ſame upon Sir 
Henry Hoblethorne Lord Mayor.

Soon after this, two other InſurreQions broke out, the firſt in Anno 1544 
Norfolk, headed by one Robert Ket,a Tanner of Wimondham,who' 
pretending Juſtice and Religion (but after a monſtrous manner) 
grew to be 20000 ſtrong, took the City of Norwich, and made 
that Mayor wait on him as his ſervant;whence advancing toa place 
called Monſbold, he was enconntred by the Marquis of Northam- 
tbampton, whom, wich the death of the Lord Sheffield he put to 
flight; but ſhortly afrer, being met by the Earl of Warwick (and 
his Company, upon promiſe of pardon, forſaking him) he was 
taken and hanged in Chains, upon Norwich Caſtle, and nine of 
his Accomplices upon his own Oak of Reformation, under which 
himſelf with theſe Officers of his Army uſed to fic and give 
Judgement. The other in Yorkſhire, was ſoon quieted ; the Se- 
ditious, after the uſual manner, accepting pardon, caſt away their 
Arms, relinquiſhing their Leaders to the Kings mercy, whereof 
William Ambler Gentleman, and four others were hanged at 
York. 

About this time the French King taking advantage of theſe trou- 
blesin England,with a great Fleet of Gallies ſet upon the Iſles of 
Gernſey and Ferſey, but was gallantly repulſed from both by the 
Lord Admiral, with the loſs ofabove 1000 men, and many Ships. 
For which good ſervice the Admiral upon his return is moſt un- 
gratefully accuſed to have praiſed the death of his Brother the 
ProteQor;which proceeded meerly from the ſpleen of theProtefors 
Wife,daughter to the Lord Stanhop, and from the malice his Bro- 
ther and ſome others had againſt him for his Religion, which as 
yet was not of the Reformation ; now-the ground of his ſiſters 
diſpleaſure was his having married the Relict of the late King,who 
being the younger Brothers. Wife,and yet taking place of the Pro- 
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Tades. _ reFtors Lady, ſo diſtaſted her, that (notwithſtanding the Queen- Rook 6, 
| Dowager was now dead in Childbed) ſhe never reſted till the 

Admiral was ſert to the Tower, and by a Warrant from the Hand 

of his Brother beheaded. The ProteQor having thus cut off thar 
* Jobs Pudicy Courage, which chiefly ſupported his own Anthority, the * Earl 
Vicount Hſe. Of. Warwicks ſubtilty fo far prevailed againſt him, chat within a 
ſhort time afcer, himſelf is committed ro the Tower, together 
with Sir Michael Stanhop, Sir Thomas Smith, Sir Fobn Thynne,and 
others; and his (199 7 1 taken from him : when fubmirtin 
to the Kings mercy he is releaſed, bur not quitted from the Earls 
malice, who ( notwithſtanding for confirmation of amity, the 
Dukes Daughter was married to the Earls eldeft Son) about a 
year after framed more Articles againſt him, for which, 22 Febr, 
1551. he procured him to be beheaded. 

This year, #/timo Martij, was a general Peace proclaimed be- 
tween the Emperor and the ewo Kings of England and France, 
Bulloign reſtored to the French, that King preſented with the Or- 
der of the Garter, and a marriage concluded berween Elkzabeth 
his eldelt Daughter and King Edward VI. The Earl of War- 
wick now Lord Admiral, grows great, and is created Duke of IJ 
.., Northumberland, while among ſeveral others advanced to new 
* Titles of Honor, his Son Sir Robert Dudley is ſworn one of the ſix 
Gentlemen in Ordinary of his Majeſties Privy Chamber ; after 

which it was obſerved the King enjoyed his health but a while. 

Oa the Duke of Somerſet's account, and but four days after 
him, «iz. the 26th of February, Sir Michael Stanbop , with Sic 
Thomas Arundel were beheaded ; Sir Ralph Vane, and Sir Miles 
Partridge hanged, all upon Tower-hill.

And now were the three daughters of Henry Grey Duke of Suf- 
folk, (which he had by Frances daughter to Charles Brandon and 
Mary Queen of France) married at Durham Houle ; Fane che 
eldeſt; ro the Lord Guilfard Dudley fourth fon ro the Duke of 
Northumberland ; K atherine, the ſecond, to Henry eldeſt Son and 
Heir of William Herbert Earl of Pembroke, and Mary,the youngeſt, 
(being ſomewhat. deformed) to Henry Keyes the Kings Genele- 
man Porter, And thus far proceeded Northnmberlands Plot, ac- 
cording to his defire ; which to perfeR, he falls ro work upon the 
Kings Weakneſs, now languiſhing for death, and lays before him 
the great care Which he ought to take for preſervation of the Gol- 
pel,' by excluding his two lifters, and placing the Sacceſſion of 
the Crown on the Dukes Daughter-in-Law, the Lady Fane Grey ; 
whercumo King Edward's cafineſs,, by bis Lt Will and Teſta- 
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ment, ſoon ſubſcribing, the Dukes deſign was fully accompliſhed Chap. z.

ſatisfaQtion, ſoon afrer happened at Greenwich, 6. Fuly 155 3. in gab 


the ſixteenth year of his age, when he had reigned fix years, five 
months, and nine days. ol 

Immediately before his death, he was heard to pray by himſelf 
in'theſe words : O Lord God deliver me out of this miſerable and 
wretched Life : O Lord thou knoweſi how happy it were for me to 
be with Thee; yet for thy Choſens ſake, if it be thy Will, ſend me 
ie and bealth, that I may truely ſerve Thee : - 0 Lord God ſave 
thy Choſen People of England, and defend this Realm from P apiſtry, 
and maintain thy true Religion, that I and my people may praiſe thy 
Holy Name, for thy Son Feſus Chriſt bis ſake. 

His Body was buried with great ſolemnity in the Chappel of 
St Peters Church in Weſtmgnſter, the 8ch of Auguſt tollowing,un- 
der the High Alrar of Braſs, at the head of his Grandfather King 
Henry V IT. the repreſentation of which Altar,as it ſtood entire be= 
fore the late Fanatick Zeal deſtroyed it, I have inſerted in the pre- 
cedent page. The Service and Communion, by eſpecial favour of 
his Siſter Queen Mary, were performed in Engliſh, and theſe Tro- 
phies among others uſed ar his Funeral. |

the Church at Weſtminſter ; a Majeſty for the Chariot ; three 
Standards, one of the Lyon, a ſecond of the Dragox, a third 
of the Greyhound ; fix large Banners of Damask; fix Jarge 
Banners of Sarcenet ; thirteen Banners in Fine Or. Item, A large 
Helmet gilt. Item, A Crown carved and gilt. Item, A Lyon car- 
ved and pilt with burniſhed gold. Item, An Arming Sword. Item, 
A Target of the Kings Arms within a Garter, and the Crown 
over it gilt. Item, Mantels of Cloth of Gold lined with white 
Sattin ; befides ſeveral Bannerolls, Pencils, and Eſcocheons, and 
a Crown Imperial emboſſed and gilt with fine gold, to be ſer on 
the Herſe at Weſtminſter.

condemned at the Guildhall; the 3oth of which Month, was per- 
formed the Queens Coronation at Weſtminſter, by Stephen Gardi- 
ner Biſhop of WincheSter, after this manner : 

The Queen riding in her Chariot, through the City of London, 
was preceded by a great number of Gentlemen, Knights, DoQors, 
Judges, Biſhops, and Lords on Horſeback ; . next, thoſe of the 
Council, and Knights of the Bath in their Robes ; then the Biſhop 
of Winchefter Lord Chancellor, the . Marquis of Wencheſter Lord 
Treaſurer, and'the Duke of Norfolk; and after them, the Earl of 
Oxford, bearing the Sword, and the Lord Mayor of London,with 


the Golden Scepter; after the Charior, followed another, wherein

their Borſe-trappings of Red Velvet, while a Dutchman on the 
rop of Sc Panl: Steeple, with a Streamer in his hand, bowed his 
knee at the Queeys coming by ; thus with many Pageants, great 
Preſents, and rare Shews,ſhe was attended to Whitehall,and thence 
next day with equal. ſtate to Weſtminſter, where her Coronation 
was, with the uſual Solemnities, moſt gloriouſly conſummared. 

After which, a general Pardon was proclaimed, ſome only for 
Treaſon excepted ; yet ſeveral of them admitted to compound af- 
rerwards; and this was ſeconded by another for thole that were 
already condemned ; whereupon the Marquis of Northampton , 
and divers others in the Tower were releaſed, the Lady Fane ad- 
mitced the Liberty thereof, and aflurance given her of abſolute 
Pardon. . 

The Queen, now at the age of 37 years, was perſuaded by 
ber Council to' marry, while waving two of the Candidatesr, wiz. 
the Lord Courtney Marquis of Exceter, as being ſuſpeRed a Lu- 
therar, and Cardinal Pole for his: age, then fifty four ; the third is 
reſolved on, which was Philip Prince of Spain, (on of Charles V. 
Emperor ; when in the beginning of Fanuary, Ambaſſadors hap» 
pily arrive in England on the ſame-Meſlage ; whereupon the 
Match is concluded on theſe advantageous Conditions ;

Fourthly, That their Iſſue ſhould inherit all the Low Countreys 
and Burgundy 3 bis Son Charles by bis former Wife to enjoy all bis 
Dominions in Italy and Spain-; but be dying without Ive, all to 
remain to Queew Mary, and the Heirs of ber Body by King Philip 
to be begotten. 

To this effe& were the Articles concluded, which, how bene- 
ficial ſoever to the Kingdom, were not ſufficient to ſtay the pre- 
cipitate raſhheſs of ſome Malecontents in Religion, from drawing 
ro Rebellion, under pretence of preventing the ſubjugating of 
England to Spain, by obſtructing the Match. The firſt that ap- 
peared, was Sir Thomas Whyat, with a great Army in Kent, wherein 
Sir Henry Iſley, Sir George Harper, and other Gentlemen of the 
County,were engaged ; againſt whom was ſent the Duke of Nor« 


folk, Sir Henry Fernegan, Sir Edward Bray, and others, with a 


competent force, with 500 more, under the command of Cap-

Ford, and the 3d of February to London ; whereupon the Queen * 


addreſſing her ſelf to the City, is preſently aſſiſted with a confide- 


rable force ; when Iyat advancing to Charing-Croſs, encounters 


the Lord Chamberlain,and worſts him, but coming to Ludgate,and 


finding his entrance denied,returns toward Temple Bar;where beiop 
informed of Sir George Harpurs forſaking him, that all his men 
were defeated by Sir Thomas Bray near Knightsbridge, and that 


the Earl of Pembroke with the City Forces, was at Charing-Croſs 


coming upon him, by the perſuaſions of Clerencenx contrary tothe 


advice of his Soldiers, he ſurrendred himſelf to Sir Manrice Berkg- 
ley, who carried him to the Court, whence he was ſent to the 


Tower, as moſt of his company were to ſeveral Priſons. 

In the mean while the Duke of Suffolk, endeavouring to raiſe 
{ome Forces in Warwickſbire, to join with Wyat, is apprehended 
by the Earl of Huxtington,fent to London,and the 1 oth of February 
committed to the Tower, where the Lady Fane his daughter, and 
the Lord Guilford Dudley his Son-in-Law, in ſtead of their enlarges 
ment, which before they daily expeQed,are now clapt up cloſe Pri- 
ſoners. Thus their Fathers ſon becomes once more a tanſe 
of theirs as well as of his own deſtruftion ; for within two days 
after; vis. the 12th of February, that innocent Lady with her 
Husband, were beheaded on Tower-hill, where their Father more

racy were pardoned by the Queens mercy; only the Lord Thomas 
Grey, brother to the Duke, being found aGiive in'that Treaſon, 
was beheaded the 27th of that month; and the 18th:of the nexr, 
one Mr. William Thomas, for conſpiring the murther ofthe Queen, 
was, drawn to Tyburn, and there hanged and quartered. 

Shortly after which, Cranmer-late Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
Kidley Biſhop of Rocheſter, and Latimer Biſhop of Worcefter and 
Gloceſter, were ſent from the Tower to Oxford, there to diſpute ſe- 
veral controverted pointsin Religion, among which that of the 
Euchariſt beiog chiefly inſiſted on, the Aſſembly rejeQ&ed the 
opinions of the late Biſhops, requiring them to recant ; which 
Granmer alone ſubſcribing to, the other two were condemned of 
Herefie. 

- -Hicherto theſe diſturbances had protratted the-buſineſs of the

Wineand Sopps were hallowed, and delivered to them both. Lp- 
on which,Garcer King of Arms, and the Heralds, and Purſuivants, 
publiſhed their Stiles in L rench, and Exgliſb thus : Philip 
and Mary, by the Grace of G g and Queen of England, France, 
Ireland, Naples,aud Jeruſale 
Spain and Sicily,and EleCof the Empire of Germany and Kingdom 
the Romans, Arch- Duke and Ducheſs of Auſtria, Duke and Ducheſs 
of Millair, Burgundy and Brabant, Count and Counteſs of Haſ- 
purg, Flanders and Tyrol. TFhen they rerurned to the Biſhops 
Palace, under a Canopy born by ſix Knights (the Queen always 
on the right Hand) and their Swords borne before them, and thence 
to the Hall, where they both dined under one Cloth of Eſtate. 
Hence by eafic journies, they came to Vindſor,where che King, with 
Henry Ratcliff Earl of Suſſex, were Inſtalled Knights of the Garter : 
whencethe 4 ith of Azguſt,they removed to Richmond; and there 
ſtaying till the 7th, they departed,and with all imaginable ſplen« 
dor came to Suffolk Palace in Southwark, , and the next day rode 
through London co Whiteball. Shorcly after which, they removed 
again to Richmond; where diſmifling their Train of Nobilicy, 
they wentand reſted at Hampton Court. 

. About this time Cardinal Pole ent for over by the Qaeen,came

motiths after, the late Archbiſhop Cranmer, notwithſtanding his 


. former Subſcriprion, was alſo burnt, having firſt declared himſelf 


of the Reformed Religion, and puniſhing the Hand chat ſubſcri- 
bed his Recanrcation, by thruftiog ir firſt into chat fire which im- 
mediately after conſumed his whole Body. The adhering to 
which, coſt many more their lives in ſeveral places of the King- 
dom ; fo that within the compaſs of four years, there died no leſs, 
for the Teſtimonial of their Conſcience in this Caſe, than 277 
perſons, without regard of Degree, Sex, or Age, as Fox his 
Voluminous Colle&ions of Ads and Monuments abundantly 
reſtifie. | 

Theſe ſanguinary proceedings occaſioned ſeveral Conſpiracies 
the beginning of this year, as of Robbing the Queens Exche- 
quer, thereby to raiſe a Rebellion, the Attemprers whereof were 
hanged at Tyburn : and another of murthering the Qyeen; for 
which the Conſpirators were executed at Bury. 

After which, Thomas Stafford, ſecond fon to the Lord Staf- 
ford, with others, to the number of thirty two, inſtigated by the 
French , et fail from that Kingdom, and violently poſſeſſed 
themſelves of the Caſtle of Scarborough in Torkſhire for two days, 
when being taken by Thomas Percy (immediately after created 
Earl of Northumberland) and brought tro London ; Stafford was 
beheaded on Tower-hill the 28th of May, and the next day three 
of his Accomplices quartered at Tyburn: Upon which a War 
was proclaimed with France, and the Earls of Pembroke, Lin- 
coln, Rutland, and other Noblemen, with about 1000 Horſe, and 
4000 Foot, - ſent to the aid of King Philip, who befieging Sc 
Quintins, took it by Storm the 27th of Auguſt, with the loſ 
the Lord Henry Dudley, youngeſt ſon to the late Duke of Northum- 
berland. The Pillage of the Town King Philip gave to the Eng- 
liſh, by whoſe Valor ic was chiefly won; but the advantage no- 
thing countervailed the loſs which they received at that time ; for 
Calais being. left naked bythis Supply ,was attacked by the Freach, 
and taken, to the great grief of Queen Mary, who declared 
they ſhould find Calais written in her Heart, when dead.

Father in Flanders, fo afflifted her, that ſhe took no comfort in 
ber life, though,by Mediation of the Ducheſs of Lorrain, a general 
Peace was concluded, fave only the reftauration of Calais, which 
whil'ſt they treated abour, the Emperor dies, and Queen Mary 
herſelf expires the 17th day of Nowember, 1558. in the forty 
third year of her age, when ſhe had reigned five years, four 
months, and elevendays. 
She reſtored many of the Abbey Lands that were in her po- 
ſeſſion, and doubtleſs would have proceeded, had ſhe lived lon- 
ger, as may be conjetured by her anſwer to the ſuggeſtion of the 
loſs the Crown would ſuſtain by the want of them, viz. That 
ſhe bad rather looſe her Crown on Earth than ber Crown in Heaven. 
Thus deceaſing, as aforeſaid, at her Mannor of St Fames's'be- 
yond Charing Croſs, ſhe was opened by her Phyficians and Surge- 
ons, who took out her Bowels, which were coffin'd and buried 
ſolemnly in the Chappel, her Heart being ſeparately encloſed in 
a Coffer covered with: Velvet, bound with Silver. Her Body be- 
ing Embalmed, was put into a Coffin, encloſed in Lead, covered 
with Purple Velvet. The Privy Chamber, into which the Corps

Upon a ſecond Inſurreftion of the Proteſtants of France , 
Qi1eccn Elizabeth notwithſtanding their Jate ingratitude, relieves 
them once more with 200020 Crowns in Money , and great 
ſtore of Ammunitiun ; about which time the” Netherlanders re- 
volting upon the like occaſion from the Allegeance of his Catho- 
lick Majeſty,were eminently a(liſted and proteRed by the Q1een, 


and the Fugitives of both Countreys were here kindly received 


and entertained. 


Whereupon the Duke +Alva,the Spaniſh Go- 


vernor there, ſeizing all the Engliſh Ships in the Low Conntreys,

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Tube Queen Elizabeth did the like for them' here , which occaſioned Book Boak &, 
afterwards that memorable Spaniſh Invaſion by their Invincible 
Armada, An. 1588. 

The Duke of Norfolk, endeavouring about this time a Marriage 
with the Queen of Scots,chiefly perſuaded thereunto by the Earls 
Murray and Leiceſter,is ſoon commicred to the Tower,from whence 
though he got once releaſed, yet in fine it coſt him his life. In 
which interim the Earls of Northumberland and W eftmorland having 
raiſed a Rebellion in the North, came to Darham,where they burne 
all the Engliſh Bibles and Books ot (, ommon- Prayer, and after- 
ward beſieged and rook Barnard Caſtle; buc hearing that the Earls 
of Suſſex and Warwick, were coming againſt them, they fled into 
Scotland, where Northumberland ſheltering himſelf a while, was at 
laſt delivered up to Murray, ang atter beheaded at Tork, 22 Aug. 
1572, while Weſtmorland conveying himſelf into Flanders, lived 
there to a great age,on a {mall Penſion allowed him by the Kiog of 
Anno 1570. Spain, Nor long after the Earl of Murray,Regent of Scotland,meet- 

Ing an untimely fate, Queen Mares triends rot ſucceeding in theit 
violent attemprs upon England, endeavor by fairer means with 
Queen Elizabeth to procure her relcale , which not prevailing , 
they have recourſe ( chough in vain) to underhand praQiles , 
withall getting the Pope to [Hae our his Bull againſt her ; up- 
on which a Conference is held with the Queen of Scots abour 
the Conditions of her releate; which though it !efſened the ru- 
mour of her hard uſage, yer nothing was eff-Cted thereby in 
favour of her; but on the other hand, Fob» Hamilton Arch- 
biſkop of St Andrews, and Brother ro the Duke of Caitle He- 
rald, being bloodily atjafſinated in: his Bedchamber, the Queen of 
| Scots is chereupon difcharged of moſt ot her Recinue, which while 
ſhe deſigns to complain of to the Pope and French King, her Lets 
rers in the hands of the Biſhop of Keſſe, and by him commumica- 
red ro the Dake of Norfolk, are creacherouſly revealed ; where» 
upon the Duke is apprehended, condemned and beheaded, and 
the Biſhop ſent priſoner to the Tower. 

About ten days after the Dukes death, the Lord {ez Ware, Sir 
Ralph Sadler, and others, were {ent to the Queen of Scots ro ex- 
poſtulate with her, Firſt, For bawing »ſurped the Title of Eng- 
land. Secondly, Fer having without the Queens Conſent wm 
poured Marriage with the Duke of Nortolk. Thirdly, Implored 
aid from Foreign Princes. And, Fourthly, PraGiiſed ber own En- 

, Largement, &c. All which Queen Mary either denyed, or fairl 
extenuated ; and though ſhe declared herſelfan abfoluce Monard, 
and fabordinate to none, yet propoſed ſheat the next Seffion of 
Parliament willingly to anfwer for herfelf. 

Arno x573, A Peace being this year concluded between France and 
land, x Marriage is propounded berween the Queen and Duke of 
Alanſon, which, though it was earneſtly proſecuted by the French, 
yet It ſacceeded not. 
hzno 1575- Tt was now the eighteenth year of Queen Elizabeth, when the

- extremities, offered by their Ambaſſadors ro Queen Elizabeth, 


the Countreys of Zealand and Holland, to be either pollefied or 
protefted by her, as deſcended from Philippa Princeſs of Holland, 
and Wife to King Edward II. which the Queen took into conſi- 
deration ; andin the ewentieth year of her Reign receiving their 
Complaints of very hard uſage from Fobn Duke of Auſtria, Go- 
vernor of the Low Countreys,ſhe entered into a League with chem, 
requiring his removal by her Ambaſſador in Spain, when ſhortly 
after, being made Arbitreſs between them, (he (o determined the 
marrter in fayour of the diſtreſſed States, that many Volunteers 
were thereupon permitred to tranſport themſelves into theic (etvice, 
and ſeveral Horle and Foot received there at her charge.out of Ger- 
many, under command of Caſſemire, Son to the EleRor Valatine. 

On the 3d of November, Sir Francis Drake recurning from his 
famous Voyage about the World with incredible quantities of 
Gold, Silver, and Pretious Stones, the Spaniſh Ambaſlador requi- 
red a reſtauration of the Goods, as taken from their SubjeQs in the 
Indian Seas: upon which the Queen (having before ſequeſtred 
them) repaid a great part of the ſame to Pedro Sebura,the King of 
Spains Agent; which afterwards was ungratefully employed in 
the Low Conuntrey Wars. 

And now more earneſtly than ever is the Match between the 
Duke of Alanſon (now Anjou) and Queen Elizabeth, ſollicited by 
the Qneen Mother of France, in compliance to which, Delegates 
on both ſides are appointed, and Articles at laſt agreed on, much 
to the ſame purpole with thoſe of Queen Mary and King Philip, 

on which the Duke comes over,ſtays here three months, and was 
ſo kindly received by the Queen, that publickly ſhe cook off her 
Ring from her Finger, and put it upon his, admitting many pri- 
vate Conferences with him ; but being thwarted by the Earl of 
Leicefter and the Court Ladies, for fear of rc-introducing Popery, 
it came to nothing. Many Tumuls at this time ariſing in Scot= 
land, even to the ſurpriling the Kings Perſon, Queen Elizabeth 


| ſends thither Sir Francis Walſingham, to adviſe the King (who a 


little before had reſcued himfelt from his Surpriſers) co beware of 
evil Counlcllors, to preſerve the purity of Religion, and the Amity 
of both Kingdoms ; to which the young King returned a full fa- 
tisfaQory anſwer, beyond what could be expeRted from his 
ears. 

: Many praQtifes were abaut this time diſcovered for the Queen 
of Scots Enlargement, the chief whereof was by Francis Throcke 
morton, deſt Son to the Chief Juſtice of Cheſter ; upon whoſe 
apprehenſion, ſome perſons of Note fled beyond the Sea ; others 
were commured, and in fine Sir William Wade is ſent to Treat 
with the Queen of Scots, from whom, though he received all he 
could require, yet did it not ſuffice, but that an aſſociation was 
entered into by the Earl of Leicefter, and others, for the proſecu- 
tron of all thoſe that ſhould attempt any ching againſt —_—__

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Tudors, = which the Queen of Scots eaſily perceiving to be meant againſt Book 6., 
"her, ſent fo ablolute a Submiflion to the Queen in all things but 
that of her Religion, that Queen Elizabeth was in a manner diſpo- 
ſed to have acquitred her. But {o potent were her Adverſaries in 
England and Scotland, that they wanted not opportunities to ob- 
ſtru@ ir, by ſuggeſting ro the Queen the dangerous conſequences 
thereof, which was ſeconded with ſuch ſcandalous and contume- 
Jious bellowings, from the Scottiſh Pulpirs againſt her, and other 
ſtratagems and devices, as mighr it poſſible drive-her to ſome de- 
ſperate attempt ; bur failing, Aſſaſſinates were by Leiceſter ſent 
ro make her away 3 which they had certainly done, if Sir Drue 
Drury, and Sir Amias Paulet, ro whom ſhe was now committed, 
had not deteſted (o horrid a Villany. 
Anno 153844 | Inthis Setlion of Parliament, the aforeſaid Aſſociation was uni- 
verlally approved of ; and 'cwas EnaQted, that ewenty four of the 
Queens Councel and Peers of rhe Realm (hould be elc&ed and au- 
thoriſed to enquire of all ſuch perions as (hould attempt any evil 
againſt che Queen, lay claim ro the Crown, attempr, or invade the 
Kingdom ; and that perion, by, or for whom the {ame ſhall either 
be attempted or invaded,to be madc 1ncapable of the Crown, and 
liable to the Law. 

The poor diltreſſed States of the Low Conntreys being now again 
drawn into a (ad ſtraight, and negleQed by the French, more hum- 
bly than ever ſollicite Queen Elizabetbs affiſtance, who confide- 
ring the growing potency of the Spaniards, and the Jamentable 
condition of thole afflicted people, reloived aQtually ro rake them 
into her ProteQion, and to ſupply rhem with a 1co0 Horle, and 
5 000 Foot, with Pay during the War, on condition that the Forts 
oft Fluſhing, Ramekzn, and the Brill, ſhould be delivered up to her 
uſe; which being agreed to, the Earl of Leiceſter.as General, with 
the Earl of Eſſex, the Lords Audley, and North, 8c, with a great 
number of Volunteers, beſides the betore promited Forces, landed 
at Fluſhing in December, 1584. where they were honourably re- 
ceived by Sir Philip Sidney Governor of that place; whence being 
with great magnificence conducted to the Hague by the States of 
Holland, Leiceſter is inveſted with the Titles of abſolute Governor, 
and General of all the United Provinces; whereat Queen Ehzabeth 
ſeemed ſomewhat diſpleaſed, as being too great a preſumption in 
them to beſtow, and in him to accept them, without che Queens 
knowledge and conſert. 

The Peace thus broken with Spair, the Queen, to divert that 
Kings anger farther from home, immediately fits our a Navy of 
ewenty one ſhips, for the Weſt Indies, where they ſurprized many 
Spaniſh Towns, when a Calenture ſeizing on their Men, they re- 
turned with a vcry great Booty homewards by Virginia, where 
Sir Walter Raleigh had planted a Colony, from whence they now 
firſt brought Tabaco into England. 

Annor5385- The Earlol Arundel having remained near a year in the Tower, 
was ſummoned into the Star-Chamber, where he is charged with

5+ the Foſtering of Prieſts, having Correſpondence with Aller, and Q., Eliza 
Parſons the Jcluite, and his endeavouting to depart the Kingdom ; *** 
tor which being convicted, he was Fined 10000 fl. and commicted 

ayain tothe Tower during the Queens plealure. 

About which time another Conſpiracy was diſcovered againſt Anno :586; 
the Queen, for which one Ballard a Prieſt, and thirteen more were 
hanged, drawn, and quartered in St Giles's Fields. Whereupon 
the Q1een of Scots, being ſuppoled conſcious of the Treaſor,it was 
conſulced what ſhould be done with her, when concluding co put 
1n execution, the Statute of 27 Elzz. made about a year (ince, by 
the procurement of Leiceſter and his Aſſociation, for that very pur- 
pole; Commiſſioners are appointed to proceed apainſt her; who 
after many meetings at Fotheringhay Caſtle in Northamptor= 
ſhire, in order to her Trya!, finding her to infiſt on her inno- 
cency and exemption as a Sovereign Princels, threatned her 
at Jaſt into a compliance ; whereupon the Court being (are in her 
prelence Chamber, and the charge read, ſhe replyed, Thar the 
Letters produced might be Counterfeits, the Treaſons confeſſed 
might be cxtorted for fear of death, motions for the Queens de- 
ſtruction ſhe was never privy to; but for practiſing her own En- 
Jargement, as a thing juſtifiable in her, ſhe denied nor, deſiring to 
be heard in Parliament before the Queen herſelf; which not being 
granred, the Commilltoners proceed ro Senrence, which in the 
end was performed, 1 Aug. 1586. when, upon a Scaffold, pur- 
polcly erefted in the great Hall of the Caſtle of Foderinghay , 
ſhe* was after nineteen years impriſonment, unhappily beheaded. 

To excule which, Sir Robert Cary, ſon to the Lord Hunſdon, 13 
ſent to King James, charging Davyſon the Queens Secretary, and 
her too credulous Councel with the Fault, proteſting the Qieens 
intention otherwiſe, But the King denied him acceſs at the firſt 
till mcans were found to perſuade him to continue Amity with 
England, However a War from Spain muſt certainly be cx- 
pected, and theretore itis reſolved co atrack them firſt ; whereup- 
on Sir Francis. Drake, with others, are ordered to Sea, who ſunk, 
took, and fired in the Harbor of Cales 100 ſhips, took 4 Forts ar 
Cape St Vincent, and performing other eminent Exploits about 
the Weſtern Iſles,returned with great ſpoil. While inthe ſame in- 
cerim Thomas Cavendiſh paſſing the Streights of Magellan, burnt a 

reat number of Spaniſh Towns,ſunk and took nineteen ſhips in the 
Coaſlt of Chili, Peru, New-Spain, and North America, returning 
home by the Philippine llles. 

Act this time a Treaty was held between Spain and England at 
Offend, but nothing concluded,and the Engliſh Delegates diſmiſt, 
a great Navy immediately appeared before the Coaſt of Exgland, 
confiſting in abour 130 ſhips, aboard which 19290 Soldiers,8350 The Sparif 
Mariners, 2080 Gally-ſlaves, and 2630 great Ordnance 3 to op» *®*: 
poſe which, the Queen provides and ſets forth her Navy, under 
the command of the Lord Charles Howard Admiral, Sir Francis 
Drake Vice-Adiniral, Hawkins, Forbiſber, and others ; who ſetting 
fail from Plymonth, the 21 of Fuly bore up to them, and after the

night approaching, no confiderable ation paſt berween them, 
two days after they renewed'the Fight without any great damage 

| to the Engliſh, and reſting the next day, proſecuted it again 
_ . the twenty fifth with great reſolution , wherein the Engliſh 
having the better, became {o encouraged, that many of the 
Nobility , as the Earls of Cxmberland, Oxford, and Northum- 
berland, with others, hired ſhips at their own charges, to attend 
the Admiral, increaſing his Fleet to about 140 fail. On the 
27th of July, the Spznifſh Armada came to an Anchor near Ca- 
lais, when the Enghſb Admiral having the. day after converted 
eight of his worſt Ships into Fireſhip*, ſcar them in the night be- 
fore the Wind, towards the Spaniſh Fleet, who ſeeing them all on 
fire, made the beſt way they could, curting their Cables, and fly- 
0g towards Flanders, where, before Graweling, they were again 
encountred by the Engliſh, who aſſiſted by the Dutch, forced them 
home, after a tedious Voyage by the North of Scotland, whil'(t 
her Majeſty in perſon came with a conſiderable Army to the Camp 
at Tilbury in Eſſex, to oppoſe the deſigned Invaſion of the King - 
dom, by this Inwincible ( as they called it) Armada. 

Anno 1584. The next year after, to revenge this Invaſion, the Queen gave 
Jeave to Sir Francis Drake, Sir Jobn Norris, and others, to under- 
take a Voyape into Spain, to endeavor the eſtabliſhment of Don 
Antonio into the Kingdom of Portugal,who ſetting forth from Ply- 
month the 5th of April,landed at Groyne in Galitia,which they took, 
and failing thence into Portugal were met by the Earl of Eſſex, who 
Joining them, they proceeded to Penycha,which they alſo took, and 
thence to Lisbon , where all expeQations failing, they were 

Anno 1597. Tepulſed ; yer (eifing on 60 Hulks in their retreat laden with Corn 
and Ammunition, they came and pillaged Virgo and the adjacent 
Countrey, and fo returned into England. 

This year the Queen ſent the Earl of Eſſex, with 4000 men, 
ro aſſiſt the King of Navarre, Henry of Bourbon, a Proteſtant, in 
the gaining the Crown of France, which was left him by the French 
King Henry TI I. againſt the Duke of Gaiſe, Head of the League, 
whole Declaration was for a Catholick King ; who landing in Nor- 
mandy, direfted his way to that King then at Noyon, where they 
concluded upon the beſieging of Roan, which was afterwards ef- 

Anno 159z. feed : about which time one Hacket pretending himſelf to be 
Chriſt, was executed in Cheapfide, perſiſting to the laſt in his hor- 
rid Blaſphemies. 

About this time the Lord Thomas Howard,with fix of the Queens 
ſhips, having waited at the Azores ſix months for the Spaniſh Weſt- 
India Fleer, was at Jaſt fer upon by fifry Spaniſh Men of War 
Convoys to that Navy, who overpowering the Engliſh, took: the 
great Ship the Revenge, commanded by the valiant Sir Richard 
Greenville, Vice-admiral ; which Sir Walter Raleigh ſhortly after 
ſtrook ſcores with them for, intercepting a mighty Carraque of 
theirs, called the Mother of God, valued at 15000 l. Sterling. 

Anto 1357 The War with Spain conginuing, a ſharp Conflift happens at

ceived his deaths wound, while Sir Richard Hawkins,coming home _ 
by the Straights of Magellan, took five rich Spaniſh ſhips, but was 
himſelf ſhortly atter intercepted ; which hard fortune was foon 
recompenced by Fames Lancaſter, who taking no lels than thirty 
" nine rich Veſlels from the Spaniards on the Coalt of America, 
brought them all ſatero England. 
This year Sir Walter Raleigh undertook his Voyage to Guiana ; Anno 5959

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Preflon and Sommers, to the Weſt of America, Hawkins and 
Drake, thoſe two famous Seamen,ro Porto Rico but none of them 
meeting with any conſiderable ſucceſs, the two laſt died for grief. 

The Earl of Tyrone (alias Tir-Oen) baving the year before ſub- 
mitted himſelf ro William Ruſſel (youngeſt ton of the Earl of Bed- 
ford) then Deputy of Ireland, is now again found in Rebellion, 
when Sir Fobn Norris being ſent againſt him out of Ireland, he 
diſſembling another ſubmiſſion, is pardoned : During which, to di- 
vert the King of Spain from invading England, a Navy of 150 
ſhips, beſides 22 fail of Dutch, was firred out from Plymonth in 
the beginning of Fune, and being arrived near Cape St Vincent, 
were advertiſed thar a great Fleer of Spaniards lay at anchor be- 
tore Cales,whereupon the Generals Robert Earl of Eſſex and Charles 
Howard Lord Admiral ſailing thither, ſer upon them, and after a 
ſharp Fight rook ard deſtroyed the greater part of them, when 
torcing his entrance with great valour into the Town, he enriched 
himſelf wich an infinice Booty,demoliſhing the Forr,while Kaleigh 
was {ent to fire the Merchantmen lying at Portreal ; which done, 
they (uowillingly) returned home by the Queens command, ha« 
ving damaged the Spaniards to the value of Twenty Millions of 
Duckets. | 

About the time that Thomas Arundel of Wardour returned from anno 1555+ 
the Wars in Hungary againſt rhe Turks (where for his great ſervices 
he was made Count of the Sacred Empire) Q1een Elizabeth un- 
derſtanding that the Spaniards deſigned to Invade Ireland,ler forth 
another great Navy of above 160 Men of War, under the com- 
mand of the Earl of 'Eſſex, the Lord Thomas Howard, and Sir 
Walter Kaleigh, for intercepting the Spaniſh Fleet from the Weſt 
Indies, which at Gratioſa they narrowly miſled, gaining only three 
of forty, while the reſt gotinto Harbour. 

All Tyrone's former diſſimulations breaking out now into an open 
and declarcd Rebellion, the Earl of Eſſex is at laſt ſent thicher as 
Lord: Lieutenant,with 48700 Foot,and 1 300 Horlesfully authori- 
zed to conclude Peace or make War, when after ſome flight $kir- 
miſhes, a Conference is held with Tyrone, and a Truce concluded, 7 
with which che Queen being diffatisfhed, remands him home, when 
being come, he falls on his knees begging the Queens mercy; who 
receiving him leſs kindly than tormerly,commits him ro the cuſtody 
of the Lord Privy Seal ; ſhortly after which he was brought to a 
private Tryal, wherein he was accuſed for, _ 

Firſt, Making the Earl of Northampton General of the Horſe, 
Secondly, Drawing bis Forces into Munſter, and negleFing the

To which proteſtiog his innocency, and craving the Queens 
mercy,he was at laſt enlarged ; when talling into new Dilemma's, 
he was with the Earl of Southampton and others committed to 
the Tower. 

With the begining of the year chey were brought tocheir Trials, 
the Earl of Eſſex and other his Confederates beheaded, ſome hang- 
ed, and the reſt ſuſpended. 

All this while the Rebellion remained hot in Ireland, Tyrone 
having received aid from Spain, now carrics himleM as Monarch 
ot the Country;bur by one fiogle Batrel nearKinſale,on Chriſtmaſs 
Eve,they were by the Lord Mowntjoye defeated, and the Spa- 
niſh * General who had poſlefſed himlelf of Kzngſale, forced to a 
Capitulation; whereupon Kinſale, with other Forts being by 
Treaty yielded up, the Spaniards quit the Kingdom, and are con- 
veyed home : Tyrone thus deſerted ſubmits wholly to the Queens 
mercy, rendring him(elf to the Lord Monntjoy then Deputy of 
Ircland, who deſigning to bring him into Exgland, was prevented 
by the death of the Queen, which happened at her Palace of 
Richmond, 24 March 1601. when ſhe bad lived 6g years 6 months 
and (even days, and reigned 44 years 4 months and 7 days. 

Her Body being embalmed and wrapped in Lead, was con» 
veyed to Whitehall, whence, the 28th of April, it was brought to 
Sc Peters at Weſtminſter with great ſolemnity (attended by Funeral 
Mourners ro the number of 1600) by her converted into a Col- 
Jegiate Church, with a Dean, 12 Prebends, Vicare, and Singing« 
men, a Maſter, Uſher, and 4o Scholars, and x2 Alms-men) and 
there butied,in the.magnificent Chappel of her Grandfather King 
Henry VI. where her Royal Succeſlor King Fames built for her a 
ſtarely Monument,near the Eaſt end of the North Ifle, which be- 
ing of white Marble, and ſupported by ten Corinthian Pillars of 
black Marble,hath the Frize thereof adorned with the Arms of all 
the Royal Matches in a dire& Succeſſion from Edward the Confeſ- 
{or,and alſo with Impalements of ſeveral Branches of the Kingly Fa- 
mily. The Figure of which Tomb, with the Epicaphs at each end 
of ir, containing a Summary of her moſt memorable Adions, I 
have here exhibited.

Queen Margaret was 
delivered of a fair Lady, baptized after her own name, Marga- 
ret ; who afterwards became the Wife of Matthew Steward Earl 
of Lenox, Father of Henry Stewart Lord Darley, who, taking co 
Wife Mary Queen of Scots, was, by her, Father of Fames V I. 
the firſt Monarch of Great Britain, &c. 

The next year, Queen Margaret with Earl Archibald her Hus- 
band, were by King Henry VIII. heartily invited to the Court of 
England, buc the Earl of Azgus failing of his promile,and depart- 
ing privately into Scotland,left the Queen to make his excule, who 
being nobly attended, and making her ſolemn entry into London, 
was from thence conveyed to the Court at Greenwich, and there 
Joy fully received by King Henry,the Queen,and the French Queen 
her Siſter. Here ſhe continued above a year, entertained with 
Jouſts, Feaſtings, and all the delights of a moſt ſplendid Court ; 
and on the 18th of May, 1517. taking her journy towards Scot- 
land (richly furniſhed with all things anſwerable ro her Eſtate,both 
of Jewels, Plate, Tapiftry Arras, Coyn, Horſes, and all other 
things neceſſary, by the large bonnty and magnificence of the 
King her Brother) ſhe was upon the x 3th day of June next fol- 
lowing, reccived at Barwick by the Earl of Angus her Husband, 
accommodated with all the circumftances of a Queen (although 
ſhe came into England ſtripped of all the Attendenrs of Majeſty) 
where let us leave her, and make her Royal Deſcendents,by both 
Husbands, the matter of our following diſcourſe.

Henry Lord Darnly (another Henry ) was their ſecond Son, a 
noble young Prince, and reputed for perſon one of the goodlieſt 
Gentlemen of Exrope; he was a Native of England, (Earl Mat- 
thew his Father having been kept here an Exile near twenty 
years) and having now ſcarcely accompliſhed the ſeventeenth 
year of his age , he with his faid Father were invited into 
Scotland by Queen Mary , under pretence of reſtoring to 
theEarl of Lenox his ancient Patrimony ; but indeed to con- 
fer with him about a marriage with this Heary Lord Darnley 
his Son,to ſtrengthen her own Title, and to prevent any other : 
for they were Couſin Germans, and he next Heir after her and 
her Deſcendents, to the Crown of England. After ſome time,by 
the importunity of the Counteſs of Lenox, and other means 
uſed, Queen Elizabeth was contented to give them liberty of a 
three months ſtay in Scotland; whereupon being come to Eden- 
borough, the Queen of Scots at firſt fight. became ſo enamoured 
of the lovely young Lord Darley, that neither the menaces of 
Queen Elizabeth, nor all other conſiderations, could deter her 


from marrying him ; whom to render the fieter companion for 


ber, ſhe cauſed firſt to be honoured with Knighthood, and then 
created into the Dignity of Earl of Roſſe, and Duke of Roth- 


ſay 3 which Dukedom by birth pertaineth to the eldeſt Sons 


of the Kings of Scotland. After this, when he had not been 
above five months in Scotland, and not exceeded his nineteenth 
year,ſhe married him,and with the conſent of moſt of the Peer:, 
declared him King. The fruit of this marriage ſoon appeared 
in. the Queens being with Child ; but her love to King Henry 
was not ſo warm at firſt but it began now as much to cool, and 
Queen Mary had not heaped Honours on him fo faſt before, but 
heis now as ſuddenly deveſted of them ; for where before in 
all publick Ae, ſhe uſed to place her Husbands name firſt , 
now ſhe cauſed it to be placed after hers, and in the Coini 
of Mony, began to leave it quite out. This unkindneſs be- 
tween them, was chiefly fomented by one David Riziean Ita- 
lian, her Secretary for the French Tongue, by means whereof

Earl of Hertford.and lately reſtored tothe Dukedom of 'Somer- 
ſet, they were both committed priſoners to the Tower of Lox-

And though he were the perſon that had aQtcd the Kings 
murcther, yet is he,by Murray, Morton, and their Confederates, re- 
commended to the Queen ; to which morion,as being deſticure of 
Friends, and not knowing whom to truſt, ſhe at laſt conſents ; Bur 
upon theſe Conditions, That above all things reſpe& might be 
had to her young Son Fames, and that Bothwell mighc be legally 
quitted both from the Bond of his former Marriage, and allo of 
the Kings murther. Hereupon a coutle is plotted, by which Earl 
Bothwell is callgd to the Bar, and (Morton being his Advocate) by 
the Sentence of the Judges, clearly acquitted. Upon this he is ,,.. ,...

The Queen was yet confined to a morecloſe 
imprifonmenr,and through tear of death,compelled unheard,to fer 
her hand to three Inſtruments ; The firtt whereof contained, the 
reſignation of her Kingdom to her young Son, at that time ſcarce 
rhirteen months old ; In the ſecond, ſhe conſtituted Marray Vice- 

Roy during the minority of her {aid Son; Andin the third, in cafe 
he refuſed the charge,the Governors nominated, were, Fames Duke 
of Chafieau-Herald, Giles Spike Earl of Argyle, Mathew Earl of 
Lenox (che Queens Father-in-Law) Fohn Earl of Atholl, Fames 
Ear} of Morton, Alexander Earl of Glencarn, and John Earl of 
Mar. And preſently ſhe fignified to Queen Elizabeth by Throck- 
morton, that ſhe had made theſe Grants by compulfion, through 
the counſel of Throckmorton, telling her, that a Grant extorted 
from one in Priſon (which is a juſt fear). is aGually void and of 
none effe&. Five days after this Reſignation, Fames VI. the 
Queens Son, was Anointed and Crowned King, Fames Knox 
Preaching at the fame time; but Queen Elizabeth had forbidden 
Throckmorton to be thereat,that ſhe might not ſeem by the preſence 
of her Embaſlador to approve their proceeding in the diſplacing of 
the Queen of Scots : Who ſome time after (having been a Priſoner 
eleven months) makes her eſcape from ' Loch-lewyn ro Hamilton 
Caſtle; where, upon the Teſtimonies of Robert Melvyn,and others, 
in a meeting of a great part of the Nobility, there was drawn a 
Sentence Declaratory, that the Grant extorted from the Queen 
in Priſon (which is Fuſtus Mets ) was aftually void from the be- 
ginning ; upon which great multitudes flocked unto her ; fo as 
within a day or two, ſhe had gotten an Army of ar leaſt 6000. 
But when they joined Battel with Murray, being but raw and ur- 
experienced Soldiers, they were ſoon' defeated; fo that the Queen 
ſought to ſave herſelf by flight, journying in one day threeſcore 
Miles, and = —1y an night ro the houſe of Maxwell Lord Hers. 
From thence ſhe lent Fohs Beton to Queen Elizabeth with a Dia- 
mond Ring, which ſhe had formerly received from her,as a Pledge 
of Mutual Amity ; intimating, that ſhe would come into England, 
and implore her aid, if her SubxeQs offercd to proſecute her any

fices. But before the Meſlenger was returned, ſhe, contrary to 

the advice of her Friends, entred into a ſmall Bark, and with the 

Lords Hers, and Fleming, and a few others, landed at Wickington 

in Cumberland, near the mouth of the River Derwent. 

England, inſtead of being a SanQtuary to the diſtreſſed Qyeen 
of Scots, became only a change of air, but not from confine- 
ment to liberty 3 for being denied acceſs to Queen Elizabeth, and 
toſſed from one Priſon to another for the ſpace of above eighteen 
years, in which ſhe had often ſtrugled for liberty (as ouc Annals 
do teſtifie ) that cruel Tragedy of her life , begun in Scotland, 
was here more cruelly ended by the ſtroak of an Axe in Fothe- 
ringhay Caftle in Northamptonſbire (much to the diſhonour of this 
Kingdom) upon the 6th of the Ides of Febrxary (viz. the 8th 
day of February) 1587. But beginning the year on the firſt of 
Fanuary, An.

ſerring up the Lady Arbells, &c. for which the Lords Cobhay: and 
Grey, Sir Walter Raleigh, Sir Griffith Markbam, and others, were ap- 

rehended in Fuly, and committed to the Tower, and in Nowene« 
ber after (the Plague raging in London) arraigned at Wincheſter, 
and condemned, Watſon and Clerk, two Prieſts, executed, and 
George Brook Brother tothe Lord Cobbam beheaded. . 

After which was ſolemnized the Coronation of the King and 

Queen (preceeded by divers Promotions to Titles of Honour,and 

erformed wich all the Magnificence and Antient Rights of the 
Engliſh Kings) at Weſtminſter, the 25th of July, being the Feaſt of 
St. James, An. 1603. by the hands of Fobn Whitgift, Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury; where the Antique Regal Chair of Inthronization 
did happily receive, with the Perſon of His Majeſty, the full ac- 
compliſhment of that Prophetical Predifton of this His coming to 
the Crown of England : 'And the gth of Avuguft following, being 
Friday, the Kings deliverance from Gowries Conſpiracy, that day 
three years before, was publickly ſolemnized. 

The King keeping the Feaſt of St. George at. Greenwich, made 
the Duke Ulrick Brother to the Queen, and the Earl of North. 
ampton,Knights of the Garter; Robert Cecil Lord Crazburn,Earl of 
Salisbury ; Philip Herbert, Earl of Montgomery; wich divers| other 
Barons ; at which time one Richard Hadock, pretending to Preach 
in his ſleep, declaimed much againſt the Pope, the Croſs in Bap- 
tiſm, and the laſt Canons of the Churchof England; but being 
diſcovered, and confeſling the Impoſture tothe King, he was gras 
ciouſly pardoned.

Bur the Plot being known, they are oppoſed on every ſide, when 
flying to Mr. Littletons in Worceſterſhire, the two firſt were there 
ſlain, Winter taken and brought ro London, and there with ano- 
ther of his name, Guido Faux, Robert Keyes, Thomas Bates, Sir 
Everard Digby, Fohn Grant, and others, arraigned, condemned, 
and defervedly drawn, hang'd, and quartered, unpicied of all ; 
onely Sir Ewerard, as an honeſt and well accompliſht perſon, and 
one that was unwittingly drawn in, was generally lamented, while 
an univerſal joy was expreſſed, even by the Embaſſadors of the 
King of Spain, the Arch-Duke, and the other Foreign Princes, 
for lo great a Deliverance.

Oa the 17th of Fuly, Chriſtian King of Denmark, Brother to

About the middle of May this year, happened an Inſurre&ion in 
Northamptonſbire, and the Counties adjacent,by the common Peo- 
ple, under the Condu@ of one Fobn Reynolds, commonly called 
Captain Poxch,concerning Inclolures; but they were ſoon ſuppreſt 
by the Earls of Huntington and Exceter, and their Leader made an 
example.

And now again, Hxgb Earl of Tir-Oen ( although the King

bellion, offering the Kingdom of Ireland to the Pope for his af 
ſiſance. 


This year the new Exchange in the Strand was finiſhed by Ro- 4s 16097 


bert Earl of Salisbury,and being furniſht the King and Queen were 
invited thither the 11th of April, where His Majeſty gave it the 
Name of Britains Burſe ; while His Attendants were furnifht wich 
all chings gratis. The fame year the King had aid of His Subjes 
of England, according to an Ancient Cuſtorti, for tnaking His 
eldeſt Son Prince Henry Knight, then almoſt ſixteen years of 
age, who in the year following was Created Prince of Wales. 

This being the ninth year of His Majeſties Reign, He inſtituted 
a new Hereditary Title of Honor, inferior to a Baron, but ſu- 
periour to a Knight, fliled a Baronet, to be conferred by Patent 
under the Grear Seal, the number whereof, according to that Ins 
Kitution, was not to exceed 200, nor to be compleated when any 
of them ſhould be extin& for want of Heirs Male.

vais Elwaies the Lieutenant, with four others, were put to death z 
the Earl and his Lady condemned, but their lives ſpared, yet ſo, 
asnever to approach the Court, or ſee the Kings Face. Thus room 
being made for a new Favourire, Mr. George Villers fourth Son of 
Sir George Villers of Brokesby in Leicefterſbire, ſucceeds him, whom 
the King firſt Knighted, making him a Gentleman of the Bed- 
chamber, then Baron of Whaddon, Viſcount Villers, and Maſter of 
the Horſe; afterwards Earl and Marquis of Buckingham, and Lord

Sic Robert Sbirley, third Son of Sir Thomas Shirley of W iſton in Book 7: 


Suſſex Kt. having a6 years before betaken himſelf ro Travel,and ſer« 
ved many Chriſtian Princes, eſpecially Rodolphas the Roman Em- 
peror, by whom he was made Earl of the Empice, and the 
laſt ten years in Perſia, where being General of the Artil- 
lery , he had the honour to marry a Siſter to one of thoſe 
Queens,came now in Embaſſic from that Emperor to King Fames, 
to ſignifie the Sophies great affeQion to His Majeſty, with a tender 
of free Trade throughout all his Dominions; when ſtaying here 
about a Twelve-month, his Lady was delivered of a fon,unto wbom 
the Qyeen was Godmother, and Prince Henry Godfather ; which 
leaving in Englaxd, his ſelf and Lady returned into Perſia. 

This year being the tenth of King Fames, Frederick Count Pa. 
latine of the Rhine, landed at Graveſend the ſixteenth of Ofober, 
and with great State was conducted to Whiteball, where the Mar- 
riage formerly treated of between him and the Princeſs Eliza- 
beth was now on St. Valentines day, (the 14th of February) hap- 
pily conſummated in the Chappel at Whiteball. The Feaſt beirg 
ſumptuouſly kept at Eſſex houle, till the xoth of April, when ta- 
king leave of their Majeſties, he embarked with his Princes for 
Holland, and ſo to Heydelberg. Bat theſe joyful Nuptials were 
ſadly preceded by the death of the moſt hopeful Prince Henry. 

This year Charles Duke of Tork was in his Brothers ſtead crea- 
ted Prince of Wales , for which great Triumphs were made at 
London and Ludlow : In Fuly, Chriſtian King of Denmark, made 
the Queen his Siſter a ſecond Viſic in England; and in 1615, 
was finiſhed that great Expenfive Undertaking of Sir Hugh Mi- 
dleton in conveying the New River Water from Chadwell and 
Amwell near Ware 1n Hertfordſbire, to the City of London. 

King James taking his Progreſs into Scotland, ſtayed there fix 
Months, when having ſetled the Aﬀairs of that Kingdom, he re- 
turned for Englaxd the 15th of September. 

On Tueſday the 2d day of March, about two of the Clock 
in the morning, An. Dom, 16.8. deceaſed Anne Queen of Eng- 
land, Scotland, France, and Ireland,at the Kiugs Palace of Hampton 
Court, from whence her Corps was brought by Barge to Den- 
wark (commonly called Somerſet) Houſe,and there ſer forth with 
all the State and Magnificence of ſo great a Queen, where it re- 
mained till the 13th day of May, being Thurlday, in the year, 
1619, and was then conveyed in a Solemn Proceeding and At- 


tendance of very many of the Nobility and Gentry in Mourni

About this time Sir Walter Raleigh, long before condemned, 
and even then a priſoner in the Tower, having procured liberty 
to go to the Weſt Indries,in queſt of a Golden Mine, hapned to fall 
upon a Town of the Spaniards, called St. Tome, which (contra- 
ry to his Engagement) he pillaged and burnt; for which, at his 
return he was ſo ſeverely proſecuted by Count Gundamore, the

The Count Palatine (King Tame's Son-in-Law) being now

19. HENRY FREDERICK STUART, Prince of Tw.a, 


Wales, Duke of Cornwall and Rothſay, and Earl of Cheſter, 
eldeſt Son of King Fames, was born on Tueſday the 19th of 
February, 1593. in the thirty fixth year of Queen Elmzabeth, 
who by her Proxy Robert Earl of Suſſex, was his Godmo- 
ther. 

At nine years of age, An. 1603, he, with the Quzen his 
Mather and the Lady Elizabeth his Siſter were brought into 
England, arriving at Tork, the 11th of Func, and at Exfton in 
Northamptonſbire the 27th, where they were met by the King, 
and thence condufted to London. 

Oa the 2d of Fuly (the King then keeping the Feaſt of Se. 
George at Windſor) he was Inſtalled Knight of the Garter: and 
An.1609.he was made Knight;for which the King had Aid of his 
Subjes throughout England, and the Prince to ſhew his wor- 
thineſs of it, performed notable Atchievements ar Barriers, with 
great Skill and Courage , being then ſcarce ſixteen years of 
age: and the year after (viz. the 3oth of May, 1610.8 Fac.R.) 
being then ſeventeen years old, he was created Prince of Wales 


: , with great ſolemnity, Garter King of Arms bearing the Let- 


ters Patent, the Earl of Suſſex, the Purple Robes; the Earl 
of Huntington, his Train 3 the Earl of Cumberland , the 
Sword ; the Earl of Rutland, the Ring ; the Earl of Derby, 
the Rod 3 and the Earl of Shrewsbury, the Cap and Co- 
ranct;. the Earls of Nottingham and, Northampton lupporting 

the 
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the Prince , in his Surcoat onely, and barecheaded, attend- 
ed by 25 Knights of the Bath, who kneeling before the King 
whilſt the Letters Patetits were read by the Earl of Salisbury ; 
at the words accuſtomed, the King inveſted him with che Robes, 
Sword,Cap,and Coronet, Rod,and Ring, and then kiſſing him 
on the Cheek, the Ceremony ended. After which he kept his 
Court apart, Sir Thomas Chaloner his Governor, being made 
his Lord Chamberlain, Sir Edward Philips his Chancellor; and 
all other Officers belonging to a Princes Court. 

Thus being initiated into Royalty, and by his demeanour 
ſeeming like a King even whilſt he was a Prince onely, he 
fell ſick of a malignant raging Fever, which at the age of 
eighteen years, eight months, and ſeventeen days, deprived 
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Stuarts, him of life upon the 6ch day of Nowember, between the hours Book 5: 

of ſeven andeight in the evening, An. 1612. at St. Fames's 
Houſe near Charing-Croſs; from whence his Corps upon the 7th 
of December next following, was drawn in a Chariot tothe Ab- 
bey of. Weſtminſter, and there interred in the Vaule with Mary 
Qyeen of Scots his Grandmother, being wrapped in Lead ac- 
cording to the proportion of his Body. His Heart is incloſed 
10 Lead upon his Breaſt in the form thereof , under which are 
the Figures 1612. and under that again the Princes Device and 
Motto, with a Roſe and a Thiſtle, ſubſcribed with the Letters 
H. P. all emboſſed. Other Memorial he hath none ; therefore 
to ſupp)y the place of a Tomb, I have in the preceding page, 
exhibited the Figure of his Herſe ſer up at his Funeral in the 
faid Abbey. 
-= This Prince being infinitely beloved of the people, and one 
thar had given great hope of proving an Heroick Prince, it 
cauſed ſuſpicion in many that his death was not without violence 
offered to nature. Some ſaid by Bunches of Grapes ,given 
him to eat ; ſome by Gloves of a poiſoned Perfume, preſented 
him. Bur whatſoever was the cauſe, his death would have 
given a gicat blow to the happineſs of this Kingdom, had 
there not been another Prince left of a milder ſpirit perhaps,but 
ſo accompliſhed with all excellent Endowments, that there 
could be no great want of Prince Henry, fo long as there was 
lett Prince Charles.

Count Gurdomare being ſent over Ambaſſador from the King 


of Spain, to Treat of a Marriage betwixt the young Prince and 
the Infanta of Spain, who confidently affirmed, there was no 
other way to regain the Palatinate, and to (ettle a perpetual Peace 
in England, but by this Match. King Fames having a natural in- 
clination to Peace, ' gives great attention, and by advice of the 
Privy Council, the Prince on the 17th of February, 1622. is ſent 
diſguiſed with the Marquis of Buckingham, attended by Endimi- 
on Porter of the Bedchamber, and Richard Greenbham Maſter of 
the Horſe to the Marquis, who were met at Dower by Sir Francis 
Cottington Secretary to the Prince ; and being imbarked, land at 
Boloipne, and fo Poſt to Paris, where ſtaying one day, he had a 
tranſient view of that excellent Lady the Princeſs Henrietta Ma- 
ria, at a Mask, which the great Diſpoler of all things had pre- 
{ſerved for him. | 

On the 7th of March he arrives at Madrid, and alighted at 
the Earl of Briſtols Houſe,then Extraordinary Ambaſſador there, 
whole ſudden arrival ſtartled Briſtol, being altogether a ſtranger to 
the journy. The next morning notice was given to Count Olivares, 
the Spaniſb Favourite (and by him communicated to King Phi- 
lip ) of the arrival of the Duke of Buckingham, who in private in- 
formed the King ofthe Princes hazardous adventure to have a fight 
of the Infanta,which accordingly was afterwards performed with a 
great deal of ſeeming afteQtion. But the crafty Spaniard could by no 
means be drawn to admit the reſtitution of .the Palatinate, but 
would reſerve it as a Gratuity to be freely beſtowed after the 
Marriage. | 

Much time was ſpent, and Articles were drawn on both fides 
ready to Sign, when on the ſuddain Pope Gregory dies, who was 
to give his Diſpenſation for the Match ; application is made to 
Pope Urban, which protracted much time; the Prince being ſen- 
fible of delay, deſires leave to return, and with many Comple- 
ments takes his farewell of the King and Infanta, and with much 
danger arrives the 5th of October at Portſmouth ; the next day 
Poſts to London, where he was received with unſpeakable joy of

but at laſt a Council of War is choſen, who agree that 6000 
men be ſent immediately into the Low Countreys, in order to 
their paſſage into Germany. 

The Duke of Buckingham is now accuſed of Treaſon by the Spa- 
niſh Ambaſſador. The Treaty with Spain being nulled, and Prince 
Charles growing in years, and in favour of the people,fome Over- 
tures are made for a Marriage with the Daughter of France, which 
King Fames breaks to his Privy Council, who jointly applaud it ; 
whereupon a Parliament being again ſummoned, and the bufineſs 
propounded, it was entertained by them with an unanimous con=- 
ſent, and propoſed that the Earl of Holland be forthwith ſent to 
feel the Pulſe of the French King in order to the Match, in whom 
was found a ready inclination; ſo that the Earl of Carliſle is 
ſent over as an additional Embaſſador to the Earl of Holland : 
and the French King ſends the Marquis d Effait for England in 
quality of an Ambaſſador. Theſe noble Inſtruments ply their 
buſineſs ſo cloſe, that on the 1oth of Nowember, 1624. Articles 
on both ſides were Signed, there wanting nothing for compleating 
the Match but a Diſpenſation from Kowe, for which che King of 
Frante ſollicites; but in the interim King Fames departs this mor- 
tal life on the 27th day of March, 1625. at his Mannor of Theo- 
balds, leaving his Son engaged in a War with Spain,and an empty 
Exchequer : the ſad News of whoſe death came to Whitehall juſt 
when Biſhop Land was in his Sermon, which made him to break 
off in compliance with the ſadneſs of the Congregation ; and im- 
mediately thereupon Prince Charles was proclaimed, atthe Court 
Gare, King of Great Britain, France, and Ireland ; who preſently 
diſpatcheth Aviſo's of his Fathers death to all Confederate Princes 
and States: Next, he took care for the ſolemn interring of the 
Royal Corps, which on the x 4th of May was performed with all 
Funeral Rites ; his Statue was lively repreſented on a magnificent 
Herſe, King Charles being preſent thereat. | 

And now, about the age of twenty five years, he proceeded in 
the Marriage before concluded of forhim with the Beautiful and 
Virtuous Princeſs Henrietta Maria , the youngeſt Daughter of 
Henry 1 V. Surnamed The Great, King of France, (and of Queen 
Mary de Medicis his Wife) and Siſter to Lewis XIII. the French 
King. Sending out his Letters of Procuration to the Duke of 
Cheverenx to eſpoule the ſaid Lady in his name, which Ceremony 
was ſolemnly performed m the Charch of Neoftredame, on Sunday 
the firſt of May, An. 1625. by Cardinal Richliex, and no ſooner 
ended than that her Majeſty prepared for England coming to Bo- 
loigne, where a Fleet of twenty one Sail attended her, with which 
ſhe arrived at Dower; where ſhe was met by the King with a moſt 
magnificent Train, and condaRted to Canterbury, and there the 
Royal Nuprtials were moſt glortouſly accompliſhed; thence with 
equal {plendour they came to Graveſend ; and thence by Barge ro 
Somerſet Houle, Aﬀtecr a few days they removed to Hemprgy:

of Tune following the King called a Parliament about the buſineſ; 
of the Palatinate, wherein he demanded their afliſtance to (o 
honourable a War, and received.yery ample fatisfaQion ; but the 
Sickneſs ſtill continuing, the 1 1th of Fuly the Parliament adjourn- 
ed and met again at Oxford ; where, in ſtead of proſecuting His 
Magjeſties defire for ſetting forth the Fleet for relief of the Pala- 
tinate, many high Debates fell out among the Commons ; as con» 
cerning evil Councels that guided the Kings defigns, Treaſury mil- 
imployed, with many other things to the ſame purpoſe; exclaim- 
ing againſt the Duke of Buckingham, and reſolving to take his 
Office of Lord Admiral from him, and call him to an account : 
whereupon the King ſeeing that nothing towards his fatisfaftion 
was intended by them,he diſſolved rhem, and took up ſeveral 
Sums upon Loan from all thoſe of the Kingdom who were beſt 
able to ſpare their mony. 

February the 2d, 1645, was the day appointed for the Kings 
Coronation, which was then performed by George Abbot Arch 
biſhop of Caxterbury, with all uſual and accuſtomed folemnity, 
except his paſſage through London,omitted by reaſon of rhe Con- 
ragion, which ſaved ſome Mony, the Exchequer being then low. 
It's obſervable that the King was cloathed that day in white Sattin. 

February the 6th, a Parliament was called, whereof Sir Henry 
Finch was Speaker, in which, after Thanks rendred His Majeſty 
for his Gratious Anſwer to their Petition concerning Religion , 
cheir next Debate fell upon the Grievances of the Kingdom by 
Evil Councellors, and clipping of the Kings Wings as to his Pri- 
vy Purſe and publick Grants, ec. but the principal String on 
which they harped, was Religion, keeping thereon a kind of a

conſtant Committee, whereof one, Fohn Pym a turbulant per- 


ſon was Chairman ; ſo that the Kings Ears were never free from 
their noiſe, daily fomented by two turbutent Members of the 
Houſe of Commons, Clement Cook and one Turner a Phifician , 
till at laſt the King was conſtrained to ſend them word by Sir 
Richard Weſton, that it was beſt for them to conſult of Matters 
of greateſt importanceat preſent; and chat they ſhould have time 
enough for other things afterwards. 


Several thwarting accuſations at this time pafſed in Parliament Anno 1646, 


berween the Duke of Buckingham and the Earl of Briſtol, for mat- 
ters aQed in the lace Kings time, wherein they recriminate upon 
each other. In fine, the Duke of Buckingham ſuſtains the laſh of 
all their contumely,which though to every Article he gaveasgood 
fatisfaQtion as in reaſon could be expected, yer their rage ceafed 
not to preter new matters of old Concernments againſt him, which 
chough true (as he urged) ought not then to have been remem- 
bred, ſince in Parliament, A#.3 1.of King Fames,be had been acquit- 
ted beſides his preſent Majefties General Pardon at his Coronati- 
on was ſufficient to free bim, as it did all others, from the like 
Imputation. Yet all this faffisd not ; whereupon the King was 
forced to diſſolve the Parliament. After 
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Afﬀeer this an Information was at the Council Table preferred Book 7. 


againſt the Biſhop of Lincolne, by Sir Toba Lambe,and Do@or Sib- 
thorp, as favouring the Puritans, ſpeaking dangerous words in 
cheir behalf againſt the King, and oppoſing the Loan which now 
the King was about taking up in order to a War with France : 
For which the Biſhop, with ſome others of the ſame Faction, were 
impriſoned : Do@or Lamb is murdered in the Streets of London 
by the Rabble,for which the City is fined 6000 1. Notwithſtand- 
ing, with much ado, (hortly after that Expedition went on with 
6000 Harſe and Foot, 10 Royal Ships, and go Merchantmen, un- 
der the command of the Duke of Buckingham, for defence of the 
Rochellers : who being conducted by one Monſieur Sobieſſe, had

againſt their King, from whom but a little before, they had, by 
Mediation of the Engliſh Embaſſadors, obtained a Truce ; which 
afterwards, upon advantage of the King of- Frances Armies remo- 
ving towards Italy, the ſaid Sobieſſe took an occaſion ro break, 
by t{urprifiog the Iſle of Rhe,and attempting Port Lewis; whereup- 
on Lewis XII the French King, diverting his Force fromwards 
Italy (with the ſhipping that had been lent him for that ſervice by 
the King of England) ſet upon them; forcing them from theic 
Holds, and Sobiefſe into the Iſle of Olſeron. When at the Duke's 
coming, he endeavoured to land in the Ifle of Rhe with his Men, 
he had a ſharp Fight, wherein many brave Gentlemen loſt their 
lives on both ſides, . and little co the purpoſe effeFed. But 
returning home, another Fleet was ſhortly provided, which 
the King himſelf, at Portſmouth, came to view 3 where the 
ſaid Duke being very intent upon the Buſineſs, and labourin 
much to get all things in readinel*, for recovery of that where- 
in he had been unſucceſsful, as he came down Stairs out of 
his Chamber, and paſſiog towards his Parlor, he was by one Fohn 
Felton, a Lieutenant of Foot, on the 23d of Fuly, 1628.ſtabbed 
to the Heart with a Knife, which, the Villain flying, left Rick- 
ing in his Back ; and being apprehended, declared that he did it 
for the Cauſe of God and his Country, upon the account of the 
Parliaments late Remonſtrance againſt him, as being a friend to 
Popery ; for which the ſaid Felton was executed at Tyburr. 

The Parliament at this time growing ſtubborn againſt the King, 
would needs by a Vote take off the Subſidies granted him of Tun- 
nage,and Poundage, whereupon His Majeſty ſending Mr. Maxwell 
Ulher of the Black Rod to diſſolve them, they denie it, ill the 
King with his Penſioners and Guard preparing to come himſelf, 
they quitted the Houle ; and thus ended that Parliament. For 
now, what with the continual clamour of the Commonalty againſt 
the Introduction of Popery (as they called it) and their perpetual 
grumblings againſt Taxee,. the Puritanical Fation grow ſo nume- 
rous and bold, that Libels are daily caſt abour the Streets againſt

It was now the 6th year of the Kings Reign,when on the 2 gth 
of May, the Queen was happily delivered of her eldeſt Son (our 
preſent Soveraign Lord King | Charles ) whoſe Nativity was 
uſhered in; with a Star ſeen at noon-day. After which a general 
Peace enſued between us and all Foreign Nations ; however a 
damnable Rebellion not long after broke out in Ireland; which 
for ſeveral. years continued; and another more horrid had taken 
root in Scotlaxd.That, by the Iriſb Recuſants, upon pretence of res 


gaining their Ancient Freedom from their long continued ſlavery 3 


and this, upon the contrary account, for fear of Popery : But up- 
on the humble intreaty of - the Scots, the- King in the ninth year 
of his Reign over England, An. 1633. takes his Journy thither,and 
is ſolemnly Crowned at Edenborough the 1 8th of Fune, where he 
called a Parliament, in which he confirmed many old Statutes, but 
not without the oppoſition of the diſcontented Reformers (as.they 
called themſelves) as ſuppoſing the ſame to. have: been done in 
favor of Epiſcopacy. The King having viſited ſome principal 
places in that Kingdom, in Fuly returns for England. 
The Engliſh Seas were about this time ſadly infeſted with Pirats, 
and the Fiſhing almoſt wholly uſurped by the Hollanders ; where- 
upon the Kiog advifing with his Attorney General Noy, he finds 
out an ancient Prefident for the ſetting out of aFleet by vertue of 
the Kings own Writ ; who thereupon cauſed ſeveral Sums of 


'Mony .to be raiſed among his SubjzeQs , called Ship Money ; 


wherewith being _indifferently furniſhed , He fer forth a confi- 
derable Navy, under the command of the Earls of Lindſey -and 
Eſſex : whereby 'not only our 'Ships pang with. great ſecurity

upon their Trade,but England grew {o formidableto Foreign Prin- 


ces, that the. King of Spain, as-his ſafeſt way, made ule of our 
Botroms for tranſporting his Bullioo, which yielded an 'ineſtima- 
ble benefic. both co our Merchants for Exchange of their Com- 
modities, and to the Kings Mint. | 

The good effeQs of the laſt Expedition cauſed the King to ſet 
out another Fleet under command- of the; Earl of Northam 
berland, by whom the Dutch Buſſes were ſo ſcoured from the Bri- 
tiſb Sea , that they defired very ſubmiſſively co Fiſh by the Kings 
Commiſſion : yet by example of one Mr. Hamden of Buckingham-

ter twenty two days Scſlion,by advice of his Countel;he diſſolved

This done, the Convocation now ficting, framed a Proteſtation 


for the ſettlement of the Church, wherein the Archbiſhop of Can- 


terbury Dr. William Land ſhewed himſelf very zealous againſt the 
Puritans : Hereupon a Paper was poſted on the old Exchange in- 
couraging the Apprentices tq Rifle his Houle at Lambeth ; which, 
on Monday the 12th of May, at night, they- attempred , bur 
were repulſed, many taken and imprifoned, which were after- 
wards by their Companions forcibly reſcued ; for which one of 
the Ricgleaders was taken and hanged. 

The Scots ſtill continuing their inſolence, the King was once 
more obliged to march with an Army againſt them towards Scot- 
land ; where, at Newbarne near Newcaſtle, , With his Forces, 
meets part-of the Kings Army commanded by the Lord Conway, 
upon the 2$ch of Azgnit, at the River Tye ; and after a hot di(- 
pute, the Scots gain their paſſage, and: put thoſe Forces to flighr. 
His Majeſty bereupon retires to Tork, is there contented to Treat 
with them, receiving their Petition, which, im effeQ, contained, 
That a Parliament ſhould be forthwith called : The Reformed 
Religion in- both Ki confirmed : The Earl of Strafford 
and the Archbiſhop of Canterbury brought to the Bar. ec. which 
in reſpe@ of a Parliament, was ſeconded by many faftions Lords 
of England ; So that upon condition the Scots would dis- 
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liamenr. | | 
The Marquis of Montroſs deteſting the perfidious proceedings 
' of hisCountrymen, though he had been a Covenanter, became 
now Loyal, as by certain Letters to His Majeſty appeared, which 
by the Treachery of Hamilton, were ſtolen out of the Kings Pocket, 
tranſcribed, and the Copies conveyed to the Covenanters, whicti 
rendred the Ear] odions among them. However, through their 
daily itnportunities, the King, in purſuance of his prothiſe, called 
a Parliament, which began at Weſtminſter Tuelday the 3d of 
November. With which began all the Kings miſery (though 
with the former Parliaments he had trouble ſufficient ) for the 
firſt thing they fell upon for the pleafing of the people, was the 
reduQtion of Monopolies ; receiving of Petitions from ſuch as for 
their turbulency had ſuffered in the Srtarchamber, Council Table; 
or High Commiſſion Coure ; and ſtriking ar the Earl of Strafford; 
againſt whom Mr. Pymis fent to the Houſe of Lords, with an Im+ 
peachmentof High Treaſon. 
And now came Alderman Pennington with ſeveral hundreds at 
his heels, bringing a Petition of the Citizens againſt Church Ce- 
remories z whereupon it was Vored that the Clergy in no Synod or 
Convocation have any power to make Canons, but the Parliament; 
| That the preſent Canons of the Charch were againſt the Laws 3 
for which the Archbiſhop of Canterbary, as one of the chief Fra- 
mers of them, muſt be accuſed, and likewiſe, with the Farl of 
Strafford, committed to the Black Rod, againſt whom the Bre. 
thren with full Mouthes, now exhibit their Charge, fraughe wich 
nothing elſe bur inveterate Malice and groundleſs ConjeQures ; 
and all for fear of Popery : The Parliament at this time taking up< 
on them to expoſtulate with the King concerning the Reprieve of 
one Goodman a Prieſt : as though it lay not in the Kings power, 
without them, to pardon any MalefaQtor whatſoever after Con- 

demnation. | 
After many horrid Clamours, the King on the 18th of Febraary 
paſſes that fatal Bill for a Triennial Parliament; upon which pro- 
ceeds the Earl of Straffords Tryal, who, to every Article prefer« 
red againſt him, gave tufficient anſwer; yet, fince by the accu- 
mulation of all together, they found him guiley of High Trea- 
ſon ; the King unwillingly. complyed with what he knew was but 
out of Malice contrived , and figned the Warrint for his Execu- 
tion (which co His Majefties own death he repented) and ac- 
cordingly he is beheaded on Tower Hill on the yath ot May fol- 
lowing. Hereupon the Parliament ſeem contented, and yield 
that the Scotch Army ſhould be disbanded ( having Vored 
00000 l. towards ſupply of the loffes and neceſſities of their

Robert Dewerenx Earl of Eſſex General for the Parliament, ap- 
pointed a Rendezvous of all their Forces at Northampton, being 
about 20000 Horſe and Foot. 

The King with an Army of about 14000 Foot, and 4000 
Horſe and Dragoons, came on Saturday the 2 2d of Oftober with- 
in ſix Miles of Keymton, and quartered His Army at Crepreda and 
Edge-bill. The Earl of Efſex quartered at Keywton with his Ar- 
my : and on Sunday the 28th, both Armies draw up in Oppoſi- 
tiov, the King having the advantage of a high Hill, called Edge- 
hill, at the foot of which was the Vale of the Red Hotrſe,where 
Effex his: Army was ranged in Battalia upona rifing Ground ; on 


the Right Wing were three Regiments of Horſe, commanded b 


Sir Philip Stapleton, Sir William Balfore, and the Lord F ielden 
Sir Fobn Meldram commanded the Van ; the General, Colonel 
Holtrs and the Lord Brook im the Rear; on the Left Wing were 
twenty Troops of Horſe commanded by Sir Fames Ramſey. The 


Earl of Lindſey was General for the King, but the Battel was Or- 


dered by the Lord Rathen Earl of Forth , who on foot lead the 
main Body of the Army witha Pike m his Hand. 
The Forlorne on the Kings fide was commanded by Major 


Blackiiake and Captain Hamond, who being come down to rhe

_ Cheap. 2, bottom of the Hill ; engaged the Sedentaries Forlorn. Prince Charter i; 
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Rupert General of the Horle, commanded the Righe Wing , 
charged futiouſly the Enemies left Wing, and routed them; pur- 
ſaing them to Keynton Town, rook the Carriages, the Earls Wa 


gons and Cloak: bag, being too eager of the Plunder. 


The Ear] of Lindſey too adventurous, was mortally wounded ; 
and by reaſon of the abſence of Prince Rupert, the Kings main 
Body was affaulted with great fury, and his Standard loſt (Sir 
Edmond Varney the Standard Bearer being killed) which was af- 
terwards retaken by Sir fobz Smith, Knighted therefore. The Foot 
on both ſides fight with equal Valor until night, by which they were 
parted. Both Armies continue in the Field all night, the Vidory 
being much diſputed, for there were real Signs of Vitory on 
both fides by the taking of Enfigns and Cannon, of equal num- 
ber ; and although the Parliament loſt more Men, yer che King 
loſt more Men of Quality, the number of the Main being com- 
puted to be between 5 and 6006. ee 

Eſſex removing Weſtward, the King comes to Colbrook, where 
the Earls of Northumberland and Pembroke; with ſome of the 
Commons, Preſent him with a Treaty; but becauſe Sir Fob 
Eveling was one of the Commiſſioners, who had been proclaim- 
ed Traitor at Oxford, the King would not accept it ; which ſo 
diſtaſted the Sedentaries, that they Voted ic a refuſal of the 
Kings to admit of a Treaty , and ſend to acquaint the City 
therewith. Notwithſtanding, within a few days after, upon the 
removal of that Inſtrament Eweling, the King accepted of the 
the reſt : But all fignified nothing, for by this time Eſſex> being 
come to London, and having increaſed his Army with Apprentr- 


ces and ſeveral other licentious Perſons, came marching towards , 


Him ; which His Majeſty met at Brainford, where the t 3th of 
November another cruel Fight was engaged in, the Kings Party 
having the better , which, if well followed , the bufineſs had 
been happily ended. Bur thenext day many more Forces from 
London appearing, the King withdrew from thence to Oatlands, 
ſo to Reading, and thence to Oxford. | 

December the 15th, Colonel Goring landed with the Queens 
Standard, and ſome Store of Ammunition in the North, and join» 
ing with the Earl of Newcaftle at Tork, they proclaim Fairfax and 
his Son Sir Thomas Tra.tors,and take Leeds. Another Treaty is 
intended, and preſented to the King at Oxford, in which was pro- 
poſed a Ceſſation of Arms. Mean while the Queen lands at 
Bridlington, having been purſued and ſhot at by the Earl of JW ar- 
wick's Ships; from whence, by the Marquis of Mountroſs She 
was conveyed to Tork, and there honourably received by the Earl 
of Newcaftle, where She begins to model her Army,

of Glocefter, now beſieged by the King 3 which upon the 5th of 
September they cfte&ed, His Majeſty upon their advance remo- 
ving towards London ; which had He done before this Jaſt Army 
was raiſed, would in all likeliood have pat an end to the War. 

 Efjex hereupon marched to Newberry, where the King reſolves 
to fight him, planting His Ordnance, and making choice of His 
Ground. The Enemy was. received with unſpeakable Valour 
by Prince Rupert, the Engagement on both ſides vigorouſly car- 
ried on, with the loſs of many gallant Gentlemens lives (the Earls 
of Caernarpon and Sunderland, and the Viſcount: Fanlk{and be- 
ing ſin) till night concluded the Encounter, . wherein the

mach next day to renew the Fight, but marched away back to- 
wards Gloceſter, near which, in a narrow Lane, they were fo fuz 
riouſly charged by a party of Horſe -commanded by Colone] 
Urrey, that Eſſex*'s Horſe were forced to run over his own Foot, 
till caking the Field, they rallied again, and *s Trrey to flight. 

This was . News , and cauſe. of a Thankigiving at London , 
eſpecially for the great honour that their Trained Bands had gain- 
ed thereby : and not long after that pernitious Confederacy 
(called the National Covenant) was taken by the Brethren at Weſts 
minſter, Mean while GlonceSter receives many alarums by the 
Lord Herbert and Sir Fobn Winter, with a conſiderable Force now 
come out of Ireland, but the place was too vigilantly defended by 
Colonel Edward Maſſey (which he afterwards repented) when 
Eſſex having beſieged Redding, the Kings Forces withdraw out 
ot Gloucefterſbire, towards that place : whereby Waller aud Maſ- 


| ſey getting ſome breath, fall upon Hereford, which they rake, and 


attempt WorceFer, but durſt not ſtay long there for fear of the 


| Lords Capell and Loughborough,then at hand, with intention of re- 


lieving Eccleſball Town and Caſtle, then befieged by Sir Williaxs 
Brereton, which at that time they effe&ed, though preſently after 
the ſame' were ſarrendred unto him; 

The Parliament after this, iſſue our theic Proclamation, decla- 
ring all Traitors chart affiſt the King z3 and His Majeſty at Oxford 
ſummoning His Parliament (where were aſſembled the Prince, the 


Dukes of York, and Cumberland,Lord Treaſurer, Lord Keeper Duke 


* of Richmond,and Marquis of Hertford, nineteen Earls, 18 Lords, 


and 126 Knights and Gentlemen) doth as much for them, whilſt 


the Forces on both ſides are- in- one place or other of the King- 
dom daily engaged: The Scots at this time entring England 
with an Army of 18000 Foor, and 2000 Horlſe, to the aſſiſtance 
of their Brethren. Newark being befieged by Sir Fobn Meldram, 
he is there blockt up by Prince Kwpert, and made to yield upon 
Conditions. ' =” | | 

The Marquis of Mountroſs , upon his Countrymens advance 
into England is by the King made Governor-General in Scot- 
land, enters that Kingdom with an Army, gaining many of the 
gallanteſt ſore of that Country to his Party, About which time 
Sir William Waller having taken Arundel Caſtle, marcheth againſt 
the Lord ' Hopton, and near Winchefter had better ſucceſs than his 
Cauſe deſerved. \ | 

Oliver Cromwell is by the Sedentaries made Governor of the 
Iſle of Ely: Fox and Fairfax take Beaudly and Selby. Latham 
Houſe, after eighteen Weeks fiege, is relieved by Prince Rupert. 
Eſſex and Waller joining together (His Mageſties greateſt Armies 
being now abroad)reſolve to environ the King in Oxford, which He 
perceiving, leaves that place by night, and marches Northward ; 


- whom the other purſuing two ſeveral ways, Waller is at laſt met 


with by the King, and {ufficiently routed at Cropredy Bridge,from

into Corywal/, where ance more a happy concluſion of this Ic- 
teſtine War might have been made, had the advantage been bur 
reaſonably purſued : for now was Eſſex pianed up in inch a ſtrair, 
that he had but one way to (hift for himſelf, which was by pat- 
ting to Sea, leaving bis Army to mediate for an Accommodation; 
unto which the King giving too gracious a regard , the Enemy 
gained [o much advancage, that increaſing their force in the North, 
Newcafile is taken by the Scots,and the Earl of that place beficged 
in York, To his xeliet came Prince Kwpert ; at whoſe approach 
the Befiegers draw of ; the Prince follows, intendiog ro fighe 
them ; and accordingly on the 3d of July, x 644. at ſevena clock 
in the morning, the Sedentarics Forces baving the advantage of 
Ground ( being on the South ſide of Marfton Moor, within four 
Miles of York) Prince Kupert with the Right Wing fell on the 
Enemy, and routed part of them, General Goring and Sir Charles 
Lucas tell on the main Body, and put them to flight ; but purſuiog 
too far, the Encmy rallied, and fell on the divided Bodies, totally 
_ diſperſed them, took 3000 priſoners, 20 pieces of Cannon, be- 
ſides a confiderable number of Officers. Immediately the Lord 
Fairfax, with his Son, and the Earl of Mancheſter, ſurround Tork , 
SirThomas Glenbam being thenGovernor for the King; but by reaſon 
that all cheir Powder and Ammunition was ſpent in the late Battel, 
he was compelled to ſurrender the City up honourable Terms. 

Prince Rupert marches into Loncoſhire with the broken Forces 
he hed letc, many of the. beſt of his Army, with che Earl of New- 
coſtle leaving him,take to Scea,and land at Hamborough, By which | 
incquraged , the Sedentaries make new Levies in the aflociat 
Counties, both of M-n and Mony, which under the Earl of Man- 
ebefter they ſend Weſtward ; whilſt Prince Rapert near Briſtol 
ſeeking to pals bis Army over at Anſt Ferry near Chepſtow, is there 
incountred and worſted, However the King now gathering all 
his Forces together, came to Newberry, where, with che ſame 
preparation, 'came Mancheſter, Eſſex, and Waller. The 27th of 
Ofober, 1644, anather deadly Bartel enſuipg, which concluded 
much after the ſame mapner with the former in that place ; His 
Majeſty removing towards Dexningtos, was by them purſued, the 
Caſtle ſummoned, ard in vain attempted. 

The Sedentarics, as if hitherto afraid to exerciſe much of their 
Tyranny in cold blood, procced now with confidence to fit judi- 
cially upon the lives of ſuch whom they had in their hands, and 
deemed Delipquents; the firſt whereaf were the Hothamy, Sir 
Fobw the Father, and Sir Fobn the Son, with Sir Alexander Carew, 
all three beheaded on Tower- bill, for having been Traitors,and in- 
tending to become honeſt : and after them followed the execu- 
tion of the Irifb Lord Mecgwre at Tyburn. And upon the zoth 
of December, 1544, enſued the decollation of William Loud Lord 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury upon Tower-hill, after above an hun- 
dred tunes attendance on the JunQo, by the Commons Vored

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Chap. 2. puilry-of High Treafon : Not long after which was the Treaty at Charles 1. 
Uxbridge, which, like ro rhe teft, rame ro nothing. 

In Scotland the Marquis of Mountroſs having ſeized Dumfrees, 
and expeAing aid otit of Irzland, of which he received btit 1100 
Men frotri the Farl of Antrim, marched mrothe High-Lands, and 
had ſeveral skirmiſhes with Argile : In all which he behaved 
himſelf with mach heroick Valour. | 

Effex at this time laying down his Commiſſion, hath x 00001. 
per ammm, voted him ont of Delinquents Eſtares, and his Com- 
mand conferred on Sir Thomas Fairfax, in whoſe Commiſſion the 
Commons voted that the Clauſe (For preſervation of His Majeſties 
Perſon) ſhould be left our. A new Model of all their Army is 

 effe&ed, and Oliver Cromwell being made Lieutenant-General, 
beats a Party of the Kings at Iip Bridge, rakes Blerchingtor 
Houfe, and defeats another Patty at Brawpton-Baſh. And Maſ- 
ſey takes Eveſham by Storm, whilſt Prince Rupert on the other 
fide relieves Chefter then beſieged by Brereton , and terurning 
Sonthwards again, forceth the Town of LeiceFer. 

Mean while the Lord Goring in the Weſt, overthrows Colonel 
Welden near Taunton, with ſome other ſucceſſes at this time hap- 
pening, whereby rhe Kings affairs looked apain with a very good 
aſpcR, till now ſarceeded the faral Battel of Naſeby upon the pur ormue: 
14h of Fuxe, 1645. which was loſt not for want of any Gal- --—a__g 
lantry in che Kings Party, but purſaance of the Vitory too far, 
when it was as good as gained, the Rebels being once put to an 
abſolute Rour, and all their Carriages raken 3 till Cromwel rally- 
ing, fell upon the Kings Left Wing, whilſt Prince Rupert with 
the reſt purſued the Enemy, and returning too late, they became 
Maſters of the Field, notwithſtanding the King Himſelf; wich 
moſt inexpreſſible Valour , had pallantly withſtood the moſt 
deſperate Charge of thar Villain, and no leſs than five times 
rallied upon him ; however, now at laſt over-powered His Ma- 
zeſt was forced to retire; and thongh hotly purſued, made good 
His Retreat to Lichfield. This unlucky overthrow proved the 
utter ruine of all the Kings Intereſt, fine after this no Place 
ſtood long againſt the fury of the Enemy. Leicefer within 

twenty days was retaken by Sir Fohn Gell; the Lord Goring 
ſhortly after routed by Fairfax, and Bridgwater taken. Tn the 
North the Caſtles of Pontefra# and Scarborough were taken by 
Poynes and Sir Matthew Boynton + as in the Weſt again, was 
Bath, by Rich and Okey. Hereford being befieged by the 
Scots, they riſe with intention to march inco Scotland againſt 
Montroſs.. 

All this while the King with a Flying Army which he had got- 
ren together in Wales,came to Leicefer, fighting by the way with 
a'Party of the Scotch Horſe, beating afterwards FubnGel carries 
ſome priſoners to Welbeck Houſe, and taking Huntingtor, came to 
Cambridge,where after a ſmall'diſpate he forceth His entrance;thence 
to Oxford, where ſtaying not long, he paſſes to Ludlow, earneſtly

he fights Poynes at Ronton Heath , and had the ſame fortune as 
formerly, to win: at firſt and loſe ar laſt, being forced to berake 
himſelf into the City of Cheſter ; where finding the place weak 
through Batteries, and the Enemy ready to Storm, he paſſed into 
Wales. | | : 

Fairfax now before Sherborne, won the ſame from Sir Lewis 
Dives, the 17th of Auguſt : from whence he ſat down before 
Briftol, takes the Town by Storm, and the Caſtle by Surrender : 
from thence to Exceter. Whilſt Cromwel _— to the Dewi- 
ſes, rakes that Place, WincheSter, and Baſing Houſe. Pickering 
takes Laycock; Raynoborongh, Barkley Caſtle ; and Morgan, Chep- 

ow. | 
Montroſs in "Scotland, (though over-powered, yet) moſt gal- 
lantly behaved himſelf againſt the Kings Enemics there : His 


Majeſty therefore, deſirous to afſiſt him, ſends Sir Marmaduke

Langdale with' what Forces he could make towards him. Theſe 
_ through Torkſbire, near Sherborne ſurprized above Yoo of 
the Enemy, but not knowing well what ro do with them for 
want of a Hold near hand to convey them to, they themſelves 
were encountred by Copley and Lilbxrne, and unfortunately made 
to change condition with their Priſoners. After this followed 
the loſs of Hereford by ſurprize, and Chefter by ſurrender, after a 


long Siege. His Majeſty being now at Newark, upon a diffe- + 


rence there arifing amongſt the Lords of His Party, comes to Ox- 


ford : where in a-ſhort time after Fairfax with part of bis Army 


blocks him up ; the reſt encountring the Lord Hopton in the Weſt 
at Torrington, defeated him and at Truroſhur him up; from whence 
he ſailed into France. 5 

The Queen alſo. having taken her laſt farewel of the Kin 

her Husband at Abington, in the month of Fuly 1644 nec cos, 
at Pendennis Caſtle, and failed into France, where being enter- 
tained at the charge of the preſent French King Lewis XIV. her 
Nepbew, She paſled a ſolitary and retired life until the year 1660. 
when after nineteen years baniſhment (upon the Reſtanration of 
of Her Son to the C:own of Englazd) ſhe came to London, and 
having fſetled Her Revenues here, returned with Her youngeſt 
Daughter the Lady Henrietta into France , whom She beſtowed 
in Marriage to the then Duke of Anjou; and in the Month of 
Fuly, 1662. coming again into England, ſetled Her Court at So- 
merſet Houſe ; where She reſided till May, 1665. and then crofſed 
the Seas again to Her Native Countrey ; which after four years 
more became the place of Her death. She deceafing at, Her 
Houſe at Columbe four Leagues from Paris,upon the xoth day of 
Angſt, $. N, abouc four of the Clock in the Morning, An. 166g. 
in the fixcieth yearof Her Age. Her Body was expoſed upon a 
Bed of State in Her Chamber, and the nexe day Embalmed, and 
afterwards conveyed to the Monaſtery of Chalzor, atrended by 
the Lady Marſhal de Pleſſyes, and ſeveral other Ladies of Quality.

found in the ſeventh Chapter of that incomparable Book compi: 
led by Him who knew Her beſt. 

The King, Duke of York, Prince Rupert, and Prince Maurice, 
were all this while at Oxford, furrounded with the Enemies For- 
ces, expeQting only the relief of the Lord Aftley's Foot to join 
with the Kings Horſe at Farrington ; but theſe by the way at Stow 
in the Woulds, are encountred by Brereton and Morgan, and tocally 
routed, | 

In all which defeats che Policy of the Sedentaries was very re- 
markable when they found their ends near hand compleated ; for 
few or none of thole ſucceſſes happened unto them, wherein they 
pretended not tofind Letters to publiſh of the Kings in favor of 
Popery, either in Ireland or ellewhere (not excepting thole Let- 
ters from publication which privately paſſed betwixt His Majeſty 
and the Queen) intending thereby to alienate the hearts of the 
people from Him , which at the laſt anſwered not their expe- 
Qation. 

In Scotland only the Kirgs affairs at this time went well under 
the ConduQt of the Marquis of Montroſs, who in two ſignal 
Batcels at Alderne and Kilſuh, gave the Covenanters notable over- 


throws; but was at laft himſelf defeated by David Leſley, and 


many of his Men killed and taken; yet he ſtill continued co up- 
hold His Majeſties Intereſt til] all was loſt ; and the King commitr- 
ting his Perſon to the Scots, commanded the Marquis to disband 
his Army. Whichin a fad diſguiſe His Majeſty was now forced 
to do, paſſing from Oxford with one Parſon- Hudſon,and Mr. Fobn 
Aſhburnham, to Newark, before which Town the Scotiſþ Army lay : 
unto whom His Majeſty diſcovering Himſelf, commanded the 
Place to be ſurrendred. And now all thoſe that had moſt faith- 
fully ſerved Him, as their laſt refuge, were forced to do the 
ſame with themſelves upon any Conditions they could get, All 
the laſt Gariſons which had ſtoutly ſtood out-for the Kings Inte- 
reſt now ſurrendring, even Oxford it ſelf. Prince Rupert and 
Prince Manrice tranſport themſelves beyond Sea; the Duke of 
York is brought to St. Famers, where he mer his-Siſter the Prin- 
cels Henrietta Maria (ent thither likewiſe, apon the ſurrender of 
Exceter, and ſhortly after conveyed by the Lady Dalkeith from 


Hatlands into France. Prince Charles being happily gotten into 


the Iſle of Jerſey ſome time before. 

The Earl of Eſſex having now lived to ſee an end of this fatal 
War whereof he had been a moſt violent Promoter, dies of an 
Apoplexy the 14th of September, 1646. with whom (though the 
horrid miſchict ſtil] continued that was begotten by ir ) the Pres- 
byrerian Cauſe periſhed; for the common Enemy being quite 
beaten out of the Field, there happened great divifions among 
the Commons and Army at home ; for being diſtinguiſhed into 
two Parties under the Titles of Presbyterian and Independent : 
The Independent being the moſt ſubtile and cloſe, infinuated

into che greater part of the Army,and carried on their Defigns with 
more vigour and reſolution than the other. 

His Majeſty was by the Scots brought to NewcaSle (fearing 
that Fairfax might have forced him out of theic hands) from 
whence He ſtnc to the Sedentaries for a Treaty, and they to Him 
return ſixteen Propoſitions without ever a word of Reaſon, 
which were therefore denied by the King,who defired perſonally 
to Treat with them at Weſiminfter : Whereupon the Scots having 
plainly told His Majeſty, That if He loft England in not complying 
with the Parliament, as to the ſettlement of their Covenant , He 
ſhould not Reiga in Scotland : They for 200020 |. in Money de- 
livered Him up to their diſpoſal ; who preſcntly Vote him to be 
brought to Holmby Houſe, ordering Morſbal and Caryl,two FaQi- 
ous Miniſters tor His Chaplains 3 which He abhorring, defired two 
of His own, but was denied. 

The Work being now done, he that firſt engaged them in it, 
began to pay many of them their Wages, making their Servants 
(the onely Inſtruments whereby all theirVillany was accompliſhed) 
their Maſters, and railing a Religious Divifion among theml(clves, 
the mayor part Voting to have the Army disbanded ; and the Ar- 
my with the reſt putting them to defiance, impeaching eleven of 
the chicteſt of them for aGiiog things againſt che Liberty of the 
Peaple ; and Londen it (elf now receives in part its Reward ; 
which not being able to ſuſtain the infolence of the Army lying 
near it, complain to their Patriots of both Houſes to have'it re- 
moved further from them, and they themſelves put into a poſture 
of Defence, which at Guildhall was on both ſides fo ſtrongly 
Argued, that from Words they tell ro Blows, and at laſt the City 
to ſubmiſſion: Whereupon Sir Thomas Fairfax with his whole 
Army marched triumphantly through London to Weſtminſter, and 
the next day back again to the Tower, whereof he conſtituted 
one Titchburn his Lieutenant. 

The Kivg this while is removed to Hampton Court, from whence, 
beipg perſyaded, by a fpecious pretence of one Hammond, that a 
Deſign. was (et on foot to kill Him, He was jugled into the Ifle of 
Wight; where while He remained, ſome few of His beſt SubjeQs in 
feveral Parts of the Kingdom, endeavoured His Relief, and ſome 
that had been His Enemies recanting,took their Parts. As in Wales, 
Powel, Poyer, and Laugherne, with Sis Fobn Owen. and others of the 
Loyal Party : the Earl of Holland, with the Lord Francis Villers at 
K ing$han; upon-Thames: the Kentiſp, Men,and others, with the Lords 
Goring and Capell ; who being forced out af Kent, pals into Eſſex, 
and fortifie themſelves in Colebeſter:But all ere long were defeated 
by the ewo powerful Rebels. The three firſt caſting Locs for their 
lives,, ic fell on Poyer, who. was ſhot to death. at London : the 
Lord, Francis flaig.in the place of Fight, and Sir Charles Lucas 
and Sir George Liſſe ſhot to death by Order of Fairfax, upon the 
ſurrender of Colcheſter. The reſt were reſerved to a farther Tryal, 
whilik Duke Hamilton with an Army of Scots entring _— 
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Chap- 2+ joined with Sir Marmaduke Langdale, and ſuſtained the ſame for- Chertert: | 
rune with rhe former, being deteared by Cromwel and Lambert, 
and- the Dake taken Priſoner. 

And now many of the Members which all this (ad tithe had nurs 
fed the Rebelhon in both Houſes, bepan co (ee the miſery where- 
in they had involved themſelves, and upon more modetate Cor 
ditrons than ever, were content to Treat with His Majeſty, and 
acquieſce, if Epiſcopacy might but down with ſome few depen- 
dencices upon the ſame : Whereto the King not agreeing, yet for 
Peace (ake,ſo far condefcended asto grant Presbytery a three years 
Rergn ; which the major Part of the Sedenfaries Vote was a ground 

of Peace ; till from the Army they received a Petitioti, ſeconded 
with a reſolute Remonſtrance, That the King, ag the moſt grand 
Delinquent, ſhould be brought to Juſtice : Againſt-which the far 
preater part Proteſt,and ſtand ro their former Votetwhereupon the 
whole Army commg up to Londoy, violently enter the Parliament 

Houſe, and by the Ears pull out all chem that had Voted contra- 
ry to their Remonſtrance. 

And thus after fo much bloodſhed and ruine tothe whole Nas 
tion, were thefe miſcrable Men ſerved by their own Creatures, 
and in a moment both cheir Tyranny and Honour laid m che duſt ; 
for at a Council of War held by the Army at the Byull in Sr. 
Albans (where were prefent ſixteen Colonels, befides other Offi- 
cers ) a Declaration was Read of all their Grievances and Deſires, 
contaming twenty fix ſheers of Paper; which was ordered to be 
Prefented tothe Houfe (who were now by their Commiſſioners 
in a Perſonal Freaty wich His Majeſty i» the Wie of Wight) and ac- 
cordingly was done tothe Commons Houſe upon the 26th of No» 
vember, 1648. (bemg the day before ſubferibed by the Gene- 
ral) ſhewing, The miſgeings of the King and Parliamem fewerally ; 

| alſo in all Treaties betwixt thew,efpecially that they are now in. They 
conceive the Partianrent bath abundant caufe to [ay afide any further 
Proceedings in this Treaty, and toreturn to their Vote of Non-addreſſes, 
and ſettle with or againſt the King, thas he may Govern no more, 
by rejefhing thofe Demands of the King , eſpecially concerning 
his Reflitntion, and coming to London with Preedom, Honour, and 
Safety ; and that they proceed againfd the King in way of Fuftice; 
and that a peremptory day be' ſet for the Prince of Wales and Duke 
of York to come im; if not, to be declared nneapable of any Go- 
vernment, and fland Exiled for ever as Traitors. 

Hereupon the King is by Colonel Evers conveyed from News 
port to Hurſt Caſtle, a very noiſome and anwvboleſome Place; 
where, durivg his conſtraint, He compoſed His Book, Entitoled, 
1K" BASIAKH', Or the Portraiture of His Sacred Majefty in 
His Solitude and Sufferings: A Royal Monument which he hath 
teft' to Poſteriry. 

The Houſe upon! this Dezlararion fate all day and night cill 
eight of the Clock next morning'; many Speeches were made

His Majeſty was by the Scots brought to Newcae (fearing 
that Fairfax might have forced him out of theic hands) from 
whence He ſent to the Sedentaries for a Treaty, and they to Him 
return ſixteen Propoſitions without ever a word of Reaſon, 
which were therefore denied by the King,who defired perſonally 
to Treat with them at Weſtminfter : Whereupan the Scots having 
plainly told His Majeſty, That if He loft England in not complying 
with the Parliament, as to the ſettlement of their Covenant , He 
ſhould not Reigu in Scotland : They for 200000 |. in Money de- 
livered Him up to their diſpoſal ; who preſcatly Vote him to be 
brought to Holmby Houſe, ordering Marſbal and Caryl,two FaQi- 
ous Miniſters tor His Chaplains 3 which He abhorring, deſired two 
of His own, but was denied. 

The Work being now done, he that firſt engaged them in it, 
began to pay many of them their Wages, making their Servants 
(the onely Inſtruments whereby all their Villany was accompliſhed) 
their Maſters, and railing a Religious Diviſion among theml(elves, 
the major part Voting to have the Army disbanded; and the Ar- 
my with the reſt putting them to defiance, impeaching eleven of 
the chicteſt of chem for aQiog things agaiuſt the Liberty of the 
Peaple ; and London it {elf now receives in part its Reward ; 
which not being able to ſuſtain the infolence of the Army lying 
near it, complain to their Patriots of both Houſes to have'it re- 
moved further from them, and'they themſelves put into a poſture 
of Defence, which at Guzldball was on both ſides fo ſtrongly 
Argued, that from Words they tell ro Blows, and at laſt the City 
to ſubmiſſion: Whereupon Sir Thomas Fairfax with his whole 
Army marched triumphanely through London to Weſtminſter, and 
the next day back again to the Tower, whereof he conſtituted 
one Titchburn his Lieutenant. 

The Kiog this while is removed to Hampton Court from whence, 
beipg perſyaded, by a fpecious pretence of one Hammond, that a 
Deſign. was (et on foot to kill Him, He was jugled into the Ifle of 
Wight; where while He remained, ſome few of His beſt SubjeQs in 
feveral Parts of the Kingdom, endeavoured His Relief, and ſome 
that bad been His Enemies recanting,took their Parts. As in Wales, 
Powel, Poyer, and Laugherne, with Sic Fobn Owen. and others of the 
Loyal Party : the Earl of Holland, with the Lord Francis Villers at 
K ing$han: upon-Thames: the Kentiſp, Men,and others, with the Lords 
Goring and Capell ; who being forced out af Kent, pals into Eſſex, 
and fortifie themſelves in Colcheſter: But all ere long were defeated 
by the two powerful Rebels. The three firſt caſting Locs for their 
lives,, ic fell on Poyer, who. was ſhot to. death. at London : the 
Lord, Francis ſlaig.in the place of Fight, and Sir Charles Lucas 
and Sir George Liſſe ſhot to death by Order of Fairfax, upon the 
urrender of Colcheſter. The reſt were reſerved to a farther Tryal, 
whillk Duke Hamilton with an Army of Scots entring Tag 
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| Ehap- 2: joined with Sir Marmaduke Langdale, and ſuſtained the ſame for- 


rane with the former, being defeated by Cromwel and Lambert 
and- the Dake taken Priſoner. 

And now many of the Members which all this ſad tithe had nurs 
fed the Rebellion in both Houles, bepan ro ſee the miſery where- 
in they had involved themſelves, and upon more modetate Cor 
ditions than ever, were content to Treat with His Majeſty, and 
acquiel(ce, if Epiſcopacy might but down with ſome few depen- 
dencices upon the ſame : Whereto the King not agreeing, yet for 
Peace lake,fo far condefcended as to grant Presbytery a three years 
Rergn ; which the major Part of the Sedenfaries Vote was a ground 
of Peace ; ill from the Army they received a Petitioni, ſeconded 
with a reſolute Remonſtrance, That the King, as the moſt grand 
Delinquent, ſhould be brought to Juſtice : Againſt-which the far 
greater pxrt Proteſt and ſtand ro their former Vore:whereupon the 
whole Army coming up to London, violently enter the Parliament 
| Houſe, and by the Ears pull out all chem that had Voted contra- 
ry to their Remonſtrance. 

And thus after ſo much bloodſhed and ruine to the whole Nas 
tion, were thefe miſcrable Men ſerved by their own Creatures, 
and in a moment both cheir Tyranny and Honour laid m the duſt ; 
for at a Council of War held by the Army at the Bull in Se. 
Albans (where were prefent ſixteen Colonels, befides other Offi- 
cers ) a Declaration was Read of all their Grievances and Deſires, 
contatning twenty fix ſheets of Paper; which was ordered to be 
Prefenced tothe Houfe (who were now by their Commiſſioners 
in a Perſonal Freaty with His Majeſty i» the Wie of Wight) and ac- 
cordingly was done tothe Commons Houſe upon the 26th of No-» 
vember, 1648. (bemg the ' day before ſubferibed by the Gene- 
ral) ſhewing, The miſgeings of the King and Parliamem fewverally ; 
| alſo in all Treaties betwint thew,efpecially that they are now in. They 
conceive the Parliament bath abundant cauſe to Iay afide any further 
Proceedings in this Treaty, and toreturn to their Vote of Non-adareſſes, 
and ſettle with or againſt the King, thas be may Govern no more, 
by rejefhing thofe Demands of the King , eſpecially concerning 
his Reflitntion, and coming to London with Preedom, Honour, and 
Safety ; and that they proceed againfd the King in way of Fuftice ; 
and that a peremptory day be ſet for the Prince of Wales and Duke 
of York to come in; if not, to be declared uncapable of any Go- 
vernment, and fiand Exiled for ever as Traifors. 

Hereupon the King is by Colonet Evers conveyed from News 
port to Hurſt Caſtle, a very noiſome and armwboleſome Place; 
where, durivg his conſtraint, He compoſed His Book, Entituted, 
u1KaN BASIAKH', Of the Portraiture of His Sacred Majefty in 
His Solitude and Sufferings: A Royal Monument which he hath 
teft' to Poſteriry. 

The Houſe upon' this Deelaration fate' all day and night cill 
eight of the Clock next morning;; many Speeches were made 
by divers Members of the Kings: Conceffions:z among the reft 
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Mr. Prin made a long Speech, proving the Kings Concetſions ro Book 7. 


be a Ground for a ferled Peace, which was afterwards Voted in 
the Houſe, 129 being for it, and 84 againſt it. Upon this, on 
Wedneſday, December the 6th, ſome part of the Army having a 
Liſt of thote Members that were to be taken into Cuſtody,being 
34. perſons, they accordingly ſeize them, and carry them to the 
Kings Head in the Strand, and divers other places in Weſtminſter, 
having Guards upon them; but not long after many of them 
were diſcharged by the General. The remaining Members con- 
tinue ſicting,to whom came Lieutenant General Cromwell, and had 
their Thanks for his faithful Service both in England and Scot- 
land. The ſame day the Lords Vote His Majeſties Conceſſion a 
ground for Peace, and forthwith Adjourn ; and upon the x 3th 
of December, the remaining part of the Commons Houſe, Null 
the Vote for His Majeſties Conceſſions, and Order the General to 
take care of the King ; whereupon a Council of War was orde- 
red to fit to draw up a Charge againſt H.m; and accordingly Or- 
ders were ifiued out for His removal:So that upon the i oth of De- 
cember His Majeſty came from Hurſt Caſtle to Windſor in 3 days,at- 
tended by Colonel Harriſon and a Guard of 2000 Horle,and was 
delivered up to the Governor there;and upon the 28 of December, 
an Ordinance was brought into the Houle,nominating divers Per= 
{ons for Tryal of the King ; which being tendred to the Lords, 
was refuſed ; whereupon the Commons the gth of Fanuary,Vo- 
ting the Supreme Authority to be in the People, an@conſequent- 
ly in them as their Repreſentatives, proceed without the Lords, 
and order their Commiſſioners for Tryal of the King , to meer 
on Monday in the Painted Chamber, to conſider of the Manner, 
Time, and Place; whereupon the Lords Vote, That the King 
could not commit Treaſon againſt the Common Wealth : and, That no 
AZ of the Commons is binding without the conſent of the Lords. 

Thus laying their violent hands on Majeſty,and commirting an 
Inſolence beyond all hope of Pardon, they cannot juſtifie them- 
ſelves but by an A& out-facing all Divinity and Majeſty at once, 
in ereing that High Court of Juſtice ( as they called it) ro 
Try their King as a Rebel co Himleltf; preparatory whereunto they 
make Proclamation at Weſterinfter Hall and the Old Exchange, that 
all that had any thing againſt Him, ſhould come-.in at the prefix- 
ed time and be heard; and for the greater ſolemnity of their Pa- 
ricide, the Law was filenced in Adjourning the Term for fourteen 
days, having asa Guard to their Villanies, ordered the Army to be 
quartered in and about London. 

Upon Friday the 19th of Fannary, His molt Sacred Majeſty 
was brought from Windſor Caltle, being met by. a Regiment of 
Horſe four miles from London,and that night lodged at Sr. Fames's: 
and on Saturday the 2oth of Fanuary , from thence He paſſed 
with a ſtrong Guard of Foot through St- Fames's Park to White- 
ball, and thence by Water was conveyed to Sir Robert Cottons 
houſe with a guard of twenty Parcizans. 
| Fobn 
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John Bradſbaw that monſtrous Traitor, was Prefident of this High 
Court of Juſtice, A:;ka Common Lawyer,and Doriflans a Dutch Cis 
vilian were Councel,and obs Cook Sollicitor-General for the Buſi- 
neſs 3 the whole number of Commiſſioners abour ſeventy eight ; 
which. being fate at the upper end of Weſtminſter-ball; their Com- 
miſſion was read, together with the names of the Regicides ; 
whereupon Bradſbaw commanded SerjeantDandy junior to fetch in 
the Priſoner, who immediately brought the King (attended by 4 
Guard of Partizans) and placed Him in a Chair. 

And now having broughe the Royal Priſoner to their Judgemenc 
Seat, they proceed to arraign Him with not anlike impudence 
and impiety to that of the Fews,' when they brought the King of 
Kings to Tryal; for they charged Him to be a Subverter of His 
People, and would not endure His owning Himſelf to be their 
King ; charging Him with all the Blood that had been fpilt : 
Who preparing to give fitting Anſwers to their villanous Accu- 
ſations, could not be heard : Yet had this fipnal ſarisfation to 
hear Bradſhaw condemn himſelf firſt , and all -his fellow Pari- 
cides by a Reply to Him, not leſs abſurd than obſervable: For 
his Majeſty arguing upon the unreaſonableneſs of not being ſuf- 


fered to ſpeak for Himſelf, ſaid, Where is there in all the World 
' that Court in which no place is left for Reaſon? To which Brad- 
ſhaw unwitcingly replyed, Sir, Tou ſhall find that this wery Court 


is ſuch an one. Nay ( then retorted the King ) in vain will my 


Subjefs expett Fuſtice from you, who flop your Ears to your own 
King ready to Plead His Cauſe. | 
To their denial of Juſtice they added ſo many contumelies, 


 indignities, and affronts, as would have tempted Him to deſpair, 


had not His Faith been as ſtrong as his Reaſon, and the greatneſs 
of his Mind more invincible than that of his Power. Four times 
was his Sacred Majeſty brought before this pretended Tribunal of 
Juſtice ; the ſecond time being on the 22d of Fanxary ; the third, 
on the 23d; and the fourth time on the 27th of the fame month. 
When, contrary to all Law, Reaſon, Religion, Honeſty, Oaths 
of Allegiance and Supremacy, ſeveral Vores, Declarations, Re- 
monſtrances,Proteſtations,and Covenants, He was, by the Mouth 
of that murthering Villain Bradſhaw, ſentenced to be beheaded. 

Tueſday the 3orth of Jazwary that fatal day, which they. had 
appointed for his Martyrdome, being come, the King Prays, and 
Receives the Sacrament from the Hands of the Biſhop of London, 
who was licenſed to attend on Him,from which He received much 
Spiritual Comfort : and at ten of the Clock, attended by a Re« 
giment of Foot and a Guard of Pattizans, with the Biſhop on 
one Hand, and Colonel Tomlinſon on the other, walks on foot 
through the Park : as they were going, He bids them mend theic 
pace, Telling them He now went before them to Sfiriye for a Hea- 
gently Crown with leſs p—_ than be had oftentimes bid His Sol- 
diers to fight for an Earthly Diadem. He pafles into his Cabi- 
net Chamber at Whitehall, continuing in his Devotions , refuſing 
Bb bbbbb to 
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to Dine ; but about twelve a Clock He eat a bit of Bread, and Book 7, | 


drank a Glaſs of Claret. Near one of the Clock He was convey- 
ed through a Window of the Banqueting-Houſe, to the Scaf- 
fold covered with Black, attended by the aforeſaid Biſhop and 
the Guard, . where He beheld two Executioners diſguiſed with 
Vizards, the Axe and Block, with thoſe Ropes and Rings which 
they had provided (in caſe He had ſtrugled with them) co bind 
Hum down to the Scaffold ; at which He was not at all affrighted, 
but declaring Himſelf to the World to die an innocent Man, 
and a good Chriſtian, according to the Profeſſion of the Church 
of England, Praying that His Enemies might Repent, and with 
St. Stephen, That His Death be not laid to their Charge ; with an 
heroick magnanimity endured the fatal Stroak,thereby exchanging 
His Crown on Earth, for one far more glorious in Heaven. 

His Body was laid in a Coffin covered with black Velvet, and 
from thence carried to His Houſe at St. Fames's, where it was 
put in a Coffin of Lead , there to be ſeen by the People : On 
Wedneſday the 7th of February His Corps was delivered to two 


, of His Servants, to be buried at Windſor, - whither the Duke of 


Richmond, the Marquis of Hertford, the Earls of Lindſey and 
Southampton, together with DoGor Juxon Biſhop of London , 
and divers others repaired. There, with much difficulty they find 
a Vaulc in St. George's Chappe), where King Henry V IT. was 
formerly buried : Which being prepared, a ſmall piece of Lead, 


ſome two Foot long and two Inches broad, was provided, on 
which was inſcribed,

which was ſawdered to the Breaſt of the Corps. All things be- 
ing in readineſs, the Body was brought to the Vault by the Sol- 
diers of the Gariſon, over which was a black Velvet Pall, which 
was ſupported by the four Lords, the Biſhop of Londox ſtood 
by weeping 3 then was it depoſited, in Silence and Sorrow, the 
Pall being caſt in after it. 

Several Elegies and Epitaphs both in Verſe and Proſe, have 
been Celebrated to the Memory of this Glorious Martyrs ; 
One in Latin (written by Richard Powell of the Inner Temp Eſq; 
which, together with His Majeſtics Portraitute at Jarge, and His 
Works in Folio under it, were Painted and ſet up (fince his pre- 


fene Majeſties Reſtauration) in St. Olaves Church in Silver-Street, 
London: ) 1s as followeth :

(the 2oth of April,1548.) he made his eſcape driguiſed in Wo- 
mens Apparel, and was conveyed beyond Sea to Dort in Hol- 
land by Colonel Bampfeeld, ficſt ro his Siſter the Princeſs Royal 
of Orange, and afterwards to the Queen his Mother at Paris, 
where he was educated in all thole Exerciſes befitting ſo great 
a Prince ; and at the age of twenty, entred into the Campagne, 
ſerving with much Gallantry under that great Commander the 
then Proteſtant Marſhal de Tarenne for the French King againſt 
the Spaniſb Forces in Flanders. 

| Yer notwichſtanding the great Command he had in the Kin 
of France his Army, upon a Treaty between the ſaid King and 
Oliver Cromwel in the year 1655, he is advertiſed to depart 
that Kingdom with all his Retinue by a prefixed day; not with- 
out ſome Complements and Apologies tor his dilmiflion : alſo 
his departure was refpited for ſome ſpace, in which he was 
vifited and honorably treated by that Marſhal and others of 
the French Nobility,and likewiſe by the Duke of Modena (who 
was at that time come into France about his marriage with Ma- 
dam Laura Martinez%i)whole Daughter the Lady Maryd Efte, 
his Royal Highneſs hath lately caken roWite.)Ac length he takes 
leave ofthe King and Court of France, and attended bythe Earl 
of St. Albans and other Engliſh Lords,journeys towards Flanders 
(where the King of Great Britain his Brother then reſided ) 
upon the invitation of Don Fuan of Auſtria, who, being Go- 
vernor of the Low Countreys, ſent to offer him, in the name 
of the Spaniſh King, all poſſible ſervice and aſſiſtance; his 
Royal Highneſs thereupon takes up Arms under him againſt 
French then Leagued with the Engliſh Rebels in oppofition to 
Spain, where his magnanimity and early knowledge in Mar- 
tial Affairs (though unſucceſsful) were very eminent. 

Not long after,his preſent Majeſty King Charles 1T. added to 
his other Titles, the Dignitie of Earl of Uſer in the Realm of 
of Ireland, by Letters Patent bearing date the xoth day of 
M4y in the eleventh year of His Reign. 

This moſt i]|'uſtrious Prince in the year 1660.came over into 
England w:th the (aid King his Brother. And as to his Titles, 
time of EJeQion, and Inſtallation into the moſt Noble Order 
of the Garter, I ſhall refer my Reader unto the Inſcription on 
his Plate in his Royal Highnels Stall at Windſor, which is as 
followeth,

ames Stuart Duke of Cambridge, &c. ſecond Son of his 
Royal Highnels Fames Duke of Tork, was born at St. Fames': 
on the 12th day of Fuly, twenty two minutes paſt one of the 
Clock im the morning, An. 1663. The King, and the Earl of 
Clarendon Lord Chancellor, were Godfathers, and the Queen- 
mother Godmother. 

This Fames was created Baron of Dauntſey in the County of 
IVilts, and to the Heirs Male of his Body;and allo into the Di 
nities and Titles of Ear] of Cambridge and Duke of Cam- 
bridge, by Letters Patent bearing date at Weſtminſter the 2 3 of 
Auguſt, An. 16 Car. 2. 1664. He had not arrived to the 
age of three years and five months, when,at a Chapter held 
in the Withdrawing Room at Whiteball, on Wednelday De- 
cemb.23.1666. he was by His Majeſty Knighted with the Sword 
of State, and eleced a Companion into the moſt noble Order 
of the Garter, the Sovereign putting the George abour his 
Neck, and Prince Rupert buckling the Garter about his Leg; 
but the Inſtallation of this young Duke was prevented by his 
death ( not ſeven months after ) which happened at Rich- 
mond on Thurſday the twentieth of June, 1667. and on 
Wedneſday the 26th of the ſame month, his Corps was pri- 
vately brought in the Duke his Fathers Barge from Richmond 
aforeſaid (attended by Richmond Herald, and Ronge-Dragon, 
Purſuivant at Arms) and beirg landed at the Parliament Stairs, 
was conveyed into the Painted Chamber near the Houle of 
Lords, the Officers of Arms attending, and there depoſited 
upon Treſlells, being covered with a fine Holland Sheet and 
a Pall of Velvet of ſeven Breadths, adorned with eight Etco- 
cheons of his Arms; and from thence under a Canopy of 
black Velver with a deep Silk Fringe, it proceeded to the Ab« 
bey of Weſtmizfter, Prince Rupert being Chief Mourner, and 
Garter principal King of Arms paſſing before him barcheaded ; 
four Barons ſupported the Pall, eight Gentlemen of the Privy 
Chamber the Canopy, and fix P-ges of the Dukes Bedcham- 
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ber carried the Body, which was attended by ſeveral of the. 


Nobility and Gentry, who proceeded from thence throngh ſome 
Companies of the Foot-guards, to the door of the Abbey ; 
where it was met by the Dean, Prebends,and Choire:who wn 
before it (ſinging an Anthem) into King Henry VII. his —

She is a Lady of great Beauty and eminent Virtue, and is 
now happily become the Wife of William Henry of Naſſau 
Prince of Orange, &c. their Nuprials being privately celebrated 
in her Bedchamber at Sr. Fames*s aforeſaid, on the 4th day of 
November, about eight of the Clock in the evening, 1677. by 
Dr. Henry Compton Lord Biſhop of London; to the great ſatis- 
faction of his Majeſty, who gave her in Marriage, the Duke 
her Father, and joy of both Nations ; ſome of the moſt emi- 
nent Nobility of this Kingdom and of the United Provinces 
being preſent therear. 

Which happy conjunQtiion we hope will not be fo confined, 
but that whole Chriſtendom may hereafter ſhare in the good 
effes thereof. A Match ſo proportionable in every circum- 
ſtance, thatic demonſtrates the Creator of all Beings to have 
made them for each other ; ſeeming rather to be the revivers of 
the former alliance betwixt the Royal Houle of Stuart and the 
Illuftrious Family of Naſſau, than a new Marriage between 
a Prince IPilliam and a Princels Mary; in the ſame degree of 
Conſanguinity and Deſcent,ſhe being the Daughter ofa Son of 
King Charles I. and he the Son of a Daughter of that Bleſſed 


Martyr,ina whom are equally united his Royal Blood and King- 


ly Vircues. It being allo obſervable, That this Illuſtrious Couple 
entred into this State of Matrimony the very ſame day of the 
Month, that both this Prince and the Princeſs Royal Mary his 
Mother,made their entrance into this World, being the 4th day 
of November. 


1. Anne Stuart, {ſecond Daughter, was born on the 6th day of 


February, 39 minutes paſt eleven of the Clock at nighr, Ay. 
I664. at St. Fawes's; her Godfather being Gilbert Lord Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbary, and her Godmothers, the young Lady 
Mary her Siſter, and the Ducheſs of Monmouth. This Lady 
Anne was for her health ſent into France about the year 1 66g. 
and ſince her return into England, (this young Lady) hath not 
only acquired a healthtul Conſtitution of Body, bur thole ac- 
compliſhments of Mind, which are very ſeldom found in a 


perſon of her years. 


21 Henrietta Stuart, the third Daughter of his Royal Highneſs 


Fames Duke of York and Ducheſs Anne his firſt Wife, had her 
birth at Whitehall on the 1 3th day of Fanuary, thirty five mi- 
nutes palt ſeven at night, Ar. 1668. her Godmothers were the 
Marchionels of Dorchefter,and the Counteſs of Dewonſhire, and 
her Godfather the Duke of Ormond, She lived. nor paſt ten 
Months,and departing this life at StFames's upon the 15 day of 
November,1669g.Her Corps was carried tothe Painted Chamber 
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the 19th of the ſame Month, and that day attended to her Book 4.

This moſt illuſtrious Prince Fames Duke of York, hath 
taken to his ſecond Wife the Lady Mary & Efte;, Siſter to 
Francis the preſent Duke of Modena, and Daughter of Al- 
phonſo a Efte third of the name Duke of Modena, by Madam 
Laura Martineſſz bis Wife. She was born upon the 25th day 


| of September, An. 1658. and had not paſled the fifteenth year 


of her age, when, at Modena, ſhe was married to his Royal 
Highneſs, by his Proxy Henry Earl of Peterborow, who with a 
noble Retinue attended her (and the Duchels Dowager her 
Mother ) into France; and reſiding ſome time at Paris,they from 
thence came to Calais, and thence ſetting ſail, arrived at Dower 
on Friday the 21 of November, 1673. and were there received 
by the Duke,where the Marriage betwixt him and the ſaid Du- 
cheſs Mary was Conſummated,by DoGtor Nathaniel Crew Lord 
Biſhop of Durham;the ſame night (he was bedded by his Royal 
Highneſs,then not exceeding the age of 15 years and 2 months. 
Being thus arrived, they were entertained with high reſpec 

in the Court of England, where the Ducheſs Dowager of Mo- 
deng having continued (in order to the ſettlement of her Daugh- 
ter the Ducheſs of York) about the ſpace of fix Weeks ; her 
urgent Afairs calling her back into Ttaly, in the minority of 
the Duke of Modeng her Son; (he departed from hence on the 
| 30th day 
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z3oth day of December following, (viz. 1673.) leaving their 
Royal Highnefſes extreamly happy in the affe&ions of each 
other ; which hath fince been much increaſed in their moſt 
i|laſtrious INue, God having bleſſed them with three Children 


in leſs then four years ; which are as follow, viz.

His Majeſty and the Prince of Orange being Godfathers, and 
the Lady Iſabella his Siſter Godmother. He died ſuddenly up- 
on Wedneſday the 12th of December, about eleven of the 
Clock in the morring, An. 1677. and was privately buried in 
the Tomb of Mary Queen of Scots the next day in the evening,

Wight, where his Siſter the Lady Elizabeth dying of prief,and 
his entertainment being thought too great an expence to the 
Sedentaries, they reſolve to [et him art liberty ; and about the 
beginnirg of February, 1652. they ſend him, with ewo Servants 
to Dunkrik, promiſing to allow him a ſmall exhibition for his 
maintenance, provided he would not come near his Brother,or 
any of his Relations. But being got on that ſide the water,he 
was received according to his birth, and from Bruxels attended 
tothe Princeſs of Orange his Siſter at Breda, who received him 
with great joy, having been in continual fear that his life would

In the year 1654-.the Kiog being at Cullen, kindly entertained 
by the Princes of Germany, ſent the Marquis of Ormond to 
Paris to wait on this his Brother the Duke of Glouceſter, to him ; 
whom he the more earneſtly defired to have near him, leaſt 
his youth might be prevailed upon by the ſubtilry of Argu- 
ments, and temptation of Riches and Promotion, to change 
his Religion 3 whereupon he undertakes the Journey, and ha- 
ving ſtayed ſome time at the Hogue with his Siſter the Princeſs 
Royal, wasat laſt accompanied by her to the King their Bro« 
ther at Cullen aforeſaid, ſhe her ſelf ſtaying with them in Ger 
many till after the Fair at Franckford. | 

By Lerters Patent bearing date the x 3th day of May in 
the 1 1th year of his preſent Majeſty King Charles II. his Brother, 
An. 1659. he was created into the Dignities of Duke of Glou- 
ceſter, and Earl of Cambridge: And though he lived not to be 
Inſtalled, yet was he EleCted into the moſt Noble Order of 
the Garter (with Charles Prince of Tarente) by His Majeſty at 
Paris, An. 1653. 5, Car. 2. and his Inveſtiture performed by 
Sir Edward Walker Garter, at the Hague on Monday the 1 4th 
of April in the morning, in the ſame year, the Q1een of Be- 
bemia his Aunt, and the Princeſs of Orange his Siſter, with ma- 
ny more eminent Perſons,being preſent at the Ceremony. Ha- 
ving been thus Partaker with his Majeſty in his greateſt affliQi- 
ons during theJong continuance of the Jate unparalell'd Ulur- 
patior, had at length the happineſs ro ſee him peaceably re- 
ſtored to the Royal Throne of his Anceſtors, accompanying 
him into England, and landing at Dover upon the 25th of May 
zhe following year, viz. An. 1660. But departed this life ar 
Whitehall unmarried, on Thurſday the 13th of September next 
enſuing at nine of the Clock in the evening, being aged rwenry 
years, rwo months, and five days, generally lamented by all

good Men, being a Prince excellently accompliſhed, Religious, _ 


Learned, 
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Valiant, Wiſe above his years, a Dutiful and AﬀeGCionate 
Brother, a good Maſter, and a true Friend. 

His Body being embalmed and cofftin'd;was inſtantly removed 
from thence to Somerſet Houſe,and placed in the Privy Chamber 
there, where it reſted until Friday the 21 day of September 
aforeſaid, under a large Pall of black Velvet lined with a Sheet 
of fine Holland, another leſſer Pall to cover the Trefſels. The 
Pall was adorned with eight Eſcocheons of his Royal High- 
nefſes Arms within the Garter, and upon the Corps was pla- 
ced his Ducal Coronet and a Cap of Eſtate, on a black Velvet 
Cuſhion. | 

At fix of the Clock in the evening five Barges conveyed the 
Body and Attendants by Water to the Parliament Stairs , 
eighteen Gentlemen of the Privy Chatnber being appointed to 
carry it, and twelve to ſupport the Canopy over it; from 
whence to the door of the Abbey, a Guard of Soldiers was 
placed on each fide the Paſlage,through which(by Torch-light) 
the Funeral proceeded,confiſting of many Gentlemen,Eſquires, 
Knights, Baronets, Sons of the Nobility, Peers, and Great 
Officers of the Kingdom, who preceded the Corps, before 
which a Herald bare the Coronet and Cuſhion;four Noblemen 
ſupported the Pall, and after the Body followed his Royal 
Highneſs the Duke of York, who was chief Mourner, before 
whom went Garter Principal King of Arms, bareheaded, and 
after him followed the Dukes of Buckingham, Richmond and 
Albemarle, and after them fourteen Earls, and divers perſons 
of Honour. The Body being thus brought into the Choire of 
King Henry VII. his Chappel, was depoſited, and a Chair ſet 
for the Duke of Tork, whil'ſt Dr. Haywood read part of the 
Service. Then was it carried into the Chappel on the right fide 
of the Choire,and folemanly Interred, He (in the abſence of the 
Dean) reading the Office of Burial, and Garter proclaiming his 
Stile) in the Sepulcher of Mary Queen of Scotland his Great- 
Grandmother. His Coffin being covered with black Velvet, 
hath this Inſcription thereon in a Silver Plate :

20. MART STUART, Princeſs of Orange, &c. eldeſt 


Daughter of King Charles I. and Queen Mary youngeſt Davgh- 


. ter of King Henry IV. of France, was born upon the 4th day 


of November 1n the year 1631, atSt. James's; and about the 
tenth year of her age(May 2.An.164 1.) was,at Whitehal, eſpou- 
ſed to William of Naſſau, the onely Son of Henry 'Frederick, 
Prince of Orange,then Commander in chief of all the Forces of 
the States General both by Sea and Land. 


Upon the 23 day of February in the ſame year,ſhe embarked 
at Dover (being thither accompanied by che King her Father) 
from whence with the Queen, ſhe ſailed into Holland, and was 
there received with much honour by her Father in-Law Henry- 
Frederick, a Prince who,by his great Valour and Condu&, had 
rendred that Republick flouriſhing, by adding thereunts ſeveral 
Towns in Friſe, Over-Iſſel, and Gelderland, with ſmall Expence, 
few Forces, and little Bloodſ(hed, ſo that he delervedly acqui- 
red the appellation of Father of Soldiers. 

He departed this life (to the great trouble of that State) in 
the year, 1648. leavirg Iflue William of Naſſau his only Son 
beforementioned, to ſucceed him in his Hereditary Honours 
and Commands ; but theſe he enjoyed but a lictle while; for 
Death growing envious of thoſe great Actions which his Cou- 
rage promiſed to the World, ſnatched him away in the flower 
of his age at the Hague in Holland, where he died of the Small- 
pox, upon the Gch day of Nowember, $. N. 1650. being twen- 
ty four years old. 

The Princeſs RoyalMary his diſconſolate Widow, was by him 
lefr great with Child, who nine days after the dearh of this 
Prince of Orange her Husband, (viz. the 14th of Noyember, 
S. N. 1650.) at nine of the Clock at night was delivered of a 
Poſthumus and her only Child : 

21. William Henry born at the Hague Prince of Orange,and is 
now living, An. 1677. To whom were Godfathers,the Lords 
Srates General of Holland and Zealand, and the Cities of Delft 
Leyden, and Amſterdam. : 

In his eighth year this Prince was ſent to the Univerſity of 
Leyden, and An. 1660. upon the Princeſs Royal his Mothers 
fatal Viſit into England, his Intereſt was by her recommended 
to the States, who finding in him an early appearance of the 
rare Qualities of his Anceſtors, have not only admitted him to 
the ſame Dignities and Truſt which they formerly had in that 
Commonwealth,but have raiſed himto a pitch of Greatneſs and 
Command far above any of them, repoſing in this generous 
Prince a faith anſwerable to the eminency of his Birth, his 
Royal Alliance, and his growing Courage and Virtue, which 
he hath moſt happily employed in a brave defence of his Coun- 
try, with a Condu@ moſt admirable in a perſon of his youth : 
But what adds much to his Highneſles felicity, and the benefic 
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of the States, is the late happy confirmation of his Alliance to Chrles 1. 

the Crown of Great Britain, by a Marriage with the Lady 

Mary, eldeſt Daughter of his Royal Highnels Fames Duke of 

York, which was Conſummated upon the gth day of Nowem- 

ber, 1677. of which ſee more page 566 @» 567. His Titles 

run thus, Guillaume- Henry par Is Grace de dieu Prince d'Orange 

et de Naſſau, Comte de Catzenellebogen, Vianen, Dietz, Lingen, 

Moenrs, Bueren, Leerdam;, Marquis de Vere et Uliſſingue ; Ba- 

ron de Breda, &-c.

At about fourteen years old we find Him 
in the head of an Army in the Weſt; and afterwards from Corn- 
wal is tranſported into the Iſle of Scilly, and after ro Ferſey, and 
thence to his Royal Mother the Queen at Sr. Germains near 
Paris. 

In the year 1648. being at Sea with ſome Naval Forces, He 
made an attempt to reſcue the King his Father (then a Priſoner 
in the Iſle of Wight ) out of the hands of his Rebellious SubjeRts. 
After whoſe horrid Murder, Far. 30. the Sedentaries at Weſtmin- 


fter declare Monarchy and the Houle of Peers uſeleſs, and form a 


Commonwealth,caufing all'publick Inſtruments ro be iflaed forth 
in the name of the Keepers of the Liberties of England by Au- 
thority of Parliament, handlelling their new Government with 
the Bloud of Duke Hamilton, the Earl of Holland, and the moſt 
loy al Lord Capel , all three Peers of this Kingdom ; who were 
beheaded in the new Palace Yard: in Weſtminſter, the gth day of 
March, in the ſame year. 

His Majeſty King Charles Il. is in Holland ſaluted King, and 
ſoon after Proclaimed in Scotland,where he landed in Fune,x650. 
having narrowly eſcaped the Engliſh Fleet which lay in wait to 
intercept him 1n his paſſage. Cromwel being lately conſtituted 
General of the Commonwealths Army, invades Scotland,and up- 
on the 3d day of September, obtains a great Vicory againſt the 
Scotch Covenanters at Dunbar ; after which, his Majeſty in his 
twentieth year, is, on New-Tears Day, Crowned at Scoone near 
St. Fobnſton, with as great Magnificence and Solemnity as the 


| State of Aﬀairs would then admit of : For the loſs of the late 


Batrel, and the great diſ-union betwixt the Royaliſts and the Co- 
venanters, whole zeal would not admit of their aſſiſtance,ſo much 
weakned the Kings Aﬀairs, that the Engliſh Rebels had over-run 
a great part of that Kingdom, forcing His Majeſty into the moſt 
Northern Parts; where finding he could not long ſubſiſt, He 
marches with all ſpeed into England, and is lo cloſely attended by 
Cromwel's Army , that His Engliſh Friends were thereby pre- 
vented from a conjunQtionwith Him, very few coming in unto him 
of any quality or intereſt,except the Earls of Derby and Shrews- 


, bury : So that having marched as far as Worceſter, His Majeſty is 


there encountred by Cromwel, upon the ſame day of the Month 
that the year before he had won the Battel of Dunbar, viz. the 3d 
of September, and had the fortune (much out-numbriog the 
Scots 
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Chap.3: Scots) to deſtroy the Kings whole Army, which were either ſlain Charter 1. 

— or made priſoners : But the King, after heroick As of Perſonal 
Valour, is, by the King of Kings, not only ſhielded in the day of 
Battel, but wonderfully delivered out of the hands of the Pur- 
ſuers, who, after he had wandred in Dilguiſe about England for 
the ſpace of ſix Weeks, a Sum of Money promiſed to thoſe 
that ſhould diſcover Him, and penalty of High Treaſon to any 
that ſhould conceal Him , being ſeen and known to many 
perſons of all Conditions, and both Sex , and neceſſitated to ap- 
pear.in ſo many Places and Companies, at laſt found an oppor- 
runity to tranſport Himſelf from a Creek near Shoram in Suſſex, 
to Feccam not far from Havre de Grace in France, In which 
Kingdom being for ſeveral ycars received and treated as King of 
Great Britain; by His Mediation and Intereſt with the Prince of 
Conde, and Duke of Lorrain, then in the head of rwo mighty 
Armies againſt the French King, quenched the Flames of that 
univerſal Rebellion, and was mainly inſtrumental in the recalling 
the then baniſhed Cardinal Mazarzne. 

The years from 165 1 to 1659. in Germany, Spain, and Flat 

ders, He paſſed his time in thoſe Studies and Exerciſes which be- ) 
came his Royal Perſan, in follicicing the aid of Chriſtian Princes, 
and in adviſing and with vigor promoting the ſeveral Attempts 
cf his Friends in England, until the year, x 660. at which time Anno 1566; 
his Majeſty being at Bruxels within the Spaniſh Territories, and 
obſerving an univerſal inclination and diſpoſition of all England to 
receive Him, He prudently removed to Breda in the Dominions 
of the States of the Vnited Netherlands in the Month of April, 
and thence in May to the Hague ; whence, after a ſplendid Enter- 
rainment, and an humble and hearty Invitation by the Engliſh 
Commillioners,ſent from the then Convention at Weſtminſter, He 
embarqued at Scheweling the 23d of May 1660. on board the 
Engliſh Fleet, landed at Doyer the 25th,and on the 2 gth following, 
being His Birth-day, and then juſt thirty years of Age, He made 
His entrance into London, being received with the greateſt and 
moſt univerſal joy and acclamations imaginable. 

His Majeſty fare in Parliament the firſt day of Fane following; Arno 166, 
and on the 22d of Aprzl,1661.rode triumphantly trom the Tower 
to Weſtminſter, in order to its Coronation, which the next day, 
(being the Feaſt of St. George) was there performed inthe Church 
of Sr. Peter, with all the circumſtances of Royalty. 

Thus was this perſecuted and afflicted King miraculouſly pre- 
ſerved, and by the Almighty Hand (notwithſtanding the power 
and ſubrilry of his moſt inveterate Enemies) Seated in the Throne 
of his Fore-fathers 1n Peace, the deſire of Him,like Lighcning fly- 
ing throughout the whole Kingdom, in fo forcible a manner, that 
He was ſolemnly Invited, triumphantly Received, free and un- 
burthened from any Conditions or Limitations, or Obligation to 
any Foreign Prince or Potentate, withour effuſion of Blood or 
open Violence. This was the Lords doing, and muſt for ever be
